As it stands now, Shelby Coun- 
ty is running second in a contest 
for the location of a major 
research and industrial park. 
But the number one choice is 
bogged down in land negotia- 


’ tions, and Shelby County may 


have a chance to move up. 


That was part of the message 
W. B. Spier brought to the 
Shelby County Commission 
Monday as he outlined the 
Studies he has made of the two 
sites. 


The sites were chosen by the 
Birmingham Metropolitan 
Development Board based on 
Spier’s studies. The d decid- 
ed some time ago tha®® location 
in the West Oxmoor Road area 
southwest of Birmingham would 
be preferable for the purpose of 
attracting firms engaged in 
research and development pro- 
jects. Their second choice was the 
Cahaba Valley area near 
Highway 280. 

Spier noted that an area of 
1,000 or more acres in necessary

for such a project, and it is much 
easier to.acquire the land if very 
few landowners are involved. 

The Oxmoor land is owned 
mostly by the Mead Corporation 
and U.S. Steel. He said negotia- 
tions are underway with Mead, 
but they have not even started yet 
with U.S.S. 


In Shelby County Daniel Real- 
ty owns most of the land involv- 
ed, and Spier said the Daniel 
family has offered to sell the land 
in small parcels as needed. They 
have also offered to underwrite a 
portion of the initial expenses. 

This makes the Shelby County 
property seem preferable, Spier 
said, because on Oxmoor the cor- 
porations would probably want 
to sell all the land at once and 
would want cash in advance of 
about $10 million. 

The Metropolitan Develop- 
ment. Board does not have the 
cash on hand, he said. Spier 
thinks it would take two or three 
years to complete negotiations 
and raise the money for the Ox- 
moor location. 

The State of Alabama has said 


it would help to build the 
statewide research center, but on- 
ly after the land is acquired, Spier 
indicated. 

The center is envisioned as a 
place where the three universities 
of the University system (UA, 
UAB, UAH) and Auburn could 
conduct research projects, and as 
a place to attract private in- 
dustries in the high tech sector. 


Shelby County Commissioners 
listened with interest as Spier and 
Charles Bueltman discussed 
details. Bueltman is developing a 
private sewer system for the 
highway 280 area. 


Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port moved that Judge Tommy 
Snowden, county attorney Frank 
Ellis and the chairman of the 
county’s industrial development 
board, M. M. Argo Jr., study the 
situation before the county com- 
mits any money. 

Spier said an initial proposal 
for the county site would ‘cost 
about $15,000 and the county 
would probably be asked to pay 
half of that.

The Apple IIE and the TRS-80 
are the computers that will be go- 
ing in Shelby County schools. 

After the bids were awarded at 
a board of education meeting in 
February, Riverchass Middle 
School was the first to place an 
order. 

Principal Henry Clark, one of 
the committee chairmen that 
recommended the two types of 
computers, placed an order for 
11 TRS-80’s. 

Other schools are in the pro- 
cess of either starting a computer 
fund or adding to the amount 
they have already put aside for 
that purpose. 

The bids were acguired so 
schools could get the best price 
on the equipment, but the board 
is not putting any money into the 
project. 

The committee composed of 25 
teachers and principals studied 

different types of computers and 
the software that was offered 
several months before making a 
recommendation. 


While othier schools are raising 
funds to purchase one or more of 
the computers, Shelby County 
High School has a different kind 
of problem. : 

A computer was donated to the 
school by a business firm, but the 
Data General CS/20 is program- 
med in a business language. 

In order to be useful to the 
school, the program written in 
Cobol, has to be translated into 
the basic language. 

According to Brandon 
Blankenship, one of the students 
working with the equipment, if 
the computer can be reprogram- 
med, there are a number of ways 
in which it can be used. 

Possible uses he mentioned 
were as a word processor, work- 
ing algebraic equations and keep- 
ing records such as grades or 
points in athletic events. 

The school iis hoping that so- 
meone with expertise in writing 
computer programs will be will- 
ing to volunteer some time to that 
project.

This program provided 
jobs for skilled and white-collar 
workers as well as laborers. 

Jokes about the WPA were 
popular and when someone asked 
what the WPA meant someone 
else said, ‘‘We Piddle Around.’’ 
Another one was to imagine four 
people working on a project and 
someone walks by and says, 
**One a comin’, one a goin’, one 
a sittin’, and one a hoein’.”’ 

The people of Montevallo and 
Shelby County were no better off 
than the rest of the country dur- 
ing the Great Depression of the 
1930's. Pricesis wave ow oe there 


pod 60 cents fora 24 pound 
bag of flour and then using the 
sacks for making shirts and 
dresses for the family. People 
were glad to have those ‘‘feed 
sack’’ clothes. Bread was ten 
cents a loaf; movies were ten 
cents a show; a pig would cost 
$7.00 or two for $10.00; a 
subscription to the Shelby Coun- 
ty Reporter was $1.00 per year. 
Seems like there should have been 
prosperity with these low prices, 
but there was not much buying 
going on. 

People who had jobs were paid 
wages such as 25 cents an hour. 
In 1935, a painters’ union voted 
to raise their hourly wage from 75 
cents to 80 cents. Now that was a 
good wage but there was not 
much painting going on either. 

Montevallo and the whole of 
Shelby county benefited under 
the WPA. Work was begun on 
the Montevallo viaduct in August 
of 1935. This project, at a cost of 
$85,000, employed some 200 men 
and was the first one to be started 
under the new program. 

Two firms in Birmingham, 
C.J. Kershaw Construction Com- 
pany and Wade and Company, 
were awarded the contracts by 
the State Highway Department. 

Labor was expected to cost 


$34,000. The remainder was for 
materials to be purchased in the 
Birmingham and Bessemer areas

The Alabama Scene 
Taking a chance on a lottery 


by Bob Ingram 

In 1964, faced with a critical 
financial situation, a_ state- 
sponsored lottery was approved 
by the New Hampshire 
Legislature. Since that time 16 
other states and the District of 
Columbia have followed suit. 

How big lotteries have become 
are evidenced by these numbers: 
As recently as 1976 the total 
amount bet in lotteries in this 
country was $1.2 billion. Last 
year it soared to $3.8 billion. 

The Alabama Legislature will 
be facing that issue next month 
when it meets in regular session. 
Rep. Alvin Holmes of Mon- 
tgomery has pre-filed a measure 
which would put this state in the 
lottery business. 

Holmes estimated the Alabama 


lottery would generate $200 
million a year, and in an effort to 
muster widespread support for 
his plan, he proposed to cut up 
this pie in four equal parts--- 25 
percent for education, 25 percent 
for Medicaid, 25 percent for the 
general fund, and 25 percent for 
public projects which he says 
would create many new jobs. 

Alabama’s constitution has 
specifically banned any sort of 
gambling .since the state was 
created more than 160 years ago, 
hence Holmes’ measure must be 
submitted as a constitutional 
amendment. This means it would 
not only require legislative ap- 
proval, but would then be sub- 
mitted to a statewide vote of ap- 
proval of the people before it 
would become operative. 


Opposition to the Holmes bill 
is likely to be fierce. Many church 
groups, who object to any form 
of gambling on moral grounds, 
are already girding for the fight. 
Still others oppose the lottery on 
the grounds that evidence from 
other states indicates that most of 
those who play the lottery are the 
people who can least afford it... 
the poor and even the 
unemployed who hope to “‘strike 
it rich.”’ 


If past precedent means 
anything, Holmes may be 
fighting an uphill fight. During 
the past administration former 
Rep. Martha Jo Smith of Hunt- 
sville tried diligently to win ap- 
proval of her version of a lottery 
bill. She got nowhere with it.

Students and employees in the 
Shelby County School system 
have gotten down to business in 
conserving energy this school 


In a report to the board of 
education last week, Jim Davis, 
the board’s financial coor- 
dinator, reported that energy 
costs are $35,105 under budget. 

He said that the total energy 
bill for the past four months was 
$320,000. 

One reason for the savings, 
Davis told the board, was due to 
the reduction in natural gas usage 
by 15 of the 18 schools in the 
system. 

“I hope we can turn these sav- 
ings back to the schools on a 
quarterly basis,’’ Davis remark- 


In early December, an energy 
management committee ap- 
pointed by the board sent each 
school a list of suggestions on

how to conserve energy. 

The list included ways to save 
on heating, lighting, water, 
telephone costs and in the kit- 
chen, 

Elvin Hill teacher Joe Ford is 
chairman of that school’s energy 
committee. 

‘‘We’ve tried to get students, 
teachers and other school 
employees involved in_ this,’’ 
Ford related. 

‘‘What we’re doing,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘are mainly common 
sense things.’’ 

In the area of lighting, Ford 
said that fewer lights are used in 
hallways and in classroom areas 
where students aren’t reading. 

Students are also assigned the 
responsibility of making sure all 
lights are turned off when a 
classroom is empty, Ford said. 

Electricity costs were also 
reduced, Ford pointed out, by 
not using the decorative lighting

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‘Explorers man firehall 


for North Shelby F.D. 


by David F. Moore 

Explorer scouts are helping 
hold down the fort in the North 
Shelby County Fire District. All 
night during the week, and 
24-hours a day on Saturday and 
Sunday, an explorer from Troop 
5 is on duty at the fire station as a 
radio dispatcher. 

Not only is the program 
teaching the scouts a keen 
responsibility and training them 
In areas of firefighting and 
emergency medical services, but 
NSCFD officials say the scouts 
have so far saved the fire district 
some $20,000. 

“‘They’re very important to 
our operation,’’ says chief 
Winston Boutwell. ‘‘They actual- 
ly take the place of a fulltime 
man. And they’ll probably be 
very beneficial to us in the up- 
coming rating survey.”’ 

Boutwell explains that three 
paid firefighter/paramedics work 
each daily shift at the station. 
Without the scouts operating the 
radio when the regular 
firefighters make an emergency 
call, the district would have to 
hire one or two more dispatchers 
for night shifts and weekends. 

The explorer post aims at 
‘thigh adventure and emergency 
medical training,’ and is headed 
by Bill Miller. It is affiliated with 
Troop 5 which is chartered under 
Christ Church United Methodist 
on Caldwell Mill Road. 

Church minister Byron White, 
who’s also a post advisor, 
volunteer firefighter and chaplain 
for the NSCFD, explained that 
Pelham used to dispatch for the 
fire district. When that program 
phased out, PFD Lt. Rick Miller 
and others developed the idea of 
using scout dispatchers. 

“Tt started as a test,’’ adds 
NSCFD firefighter/advisor Sam 
Miller. ‘“‘And it’s done nothing 
but worlds of good for the 
department.”’ 

Anyone between 14 and 20 
years of age can join the post, but 
a scout has to show he’s serious 
about the dispatching before be- 
ing allowed into that phase of the 
program. Eight scouts currently 
participate in the dispatching, 
and act as a screening committee 
as well, Miller says. 

*‘They pretty much run things 
by themselves,’’ adds White. 

‘At first the job was sort of 
secondary to most of us,’’ says 
18-year old explorer dispatcher 
Barry Key, one of the group’s 
charter members. ‘‘But after we 
started learning what was involv- 
ed, that all changed. Now, if 
somebody says let’s do so and so 
tonight, I say I have to work.”’ 

‘*]’ve wanted to be a firefighter 
for as long as I remember,”’ at- 
tests 15-year old David Sibley. 
**When I heard about the post, I 
loved the idea. I started four days 


after we moved from North 
Alabama.” 

The explorers meet two to 
three times a month, and each 
session includes about two hours 
of training with medical or fire 
equipment. 

The scouts rotate on the daily 5 
p.m. to 7 a.m. fire hall shifts. 
They also fill six shifts over the 
weekends, 

Some of the time is spent stu- 
dying (‘‘I pulled my English up to 
a ‘B’,”’ says Sibley), and when 
things are quiet, the dispatcher 
can sleep in the four-man bunk 
room, 

When an alarm sounds, they 
go into action. 

“*There’s a lot more to it than 
sitting there answering the 
phone,” Miller says. ‘‘As far as 
communications, they’re our 
total lifeline when we’re on a 
call.’’ 

Deputies, ambulances, mutual 
aid from other fire departments, 
and more volunteers may have to 
be called to the scene. Another 
alarm could sound. It’s up to the 
dispatcher to handle the situa- 
tion. 

Furthermore, critical informa- 
tion on an alarm may come in 
while the firefighters are still en 
route. For instance, a woman 
reported a kitchen fire recently in 
her Inverness apartment. A 
minute later she realized she had 
given the wrong building 
number, called back the right ad- 
dress and the scout on duty 
notified the truck. 

Another time, a wind shift 
caused a brush fire to turn 
dangerous close to a house while 
the fire truck was en route to the 
other side of the fire. The people 
called the dispatcher back, who 
instructed the truck to approach 
from another way, thus perhaps 
saving the threatened house. 

When they’re not on duty as 
dispatchers, the scouts also spend 
time with the post’s other ac- 
tivities, such as rapelling and hik- 
ing. (Already they have covered 
all the Appalachian Trail in nor- 
thern Georgia.) 

**This teaches the scouts duty, 
responsibility, faithfulness and 
loyalty,”*» White “says of “the 
dispatching program.’ ‘‘It’s a 
significant contribution to socie- 
ty.” 

White, Miller and Boutwell 
welcome inquiries from other fire 
departments interested in helping 
establish similar programs. 

Key welcomes the chance to 
cover for any of his fellow scouts 
who might have another obliga- 
tion.

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Prichard, council collide 


over limited Calera funds 


by Fred Guarino . 

**When Worlds Collide’’ is the 
title of a book. 

But that title can be used to 
describe Calera’s Monday night 
city council meeting. 

Mayor Carl Prichard found 
himself directly at odds with the 
council members over the finan- 
cial direction of Calera and other 
issues as well. 

The collision course was set 
when Councilman Roy Hadaway 
recommended and received 
unanimous approval of some 
stiff limitations in use of city 
money and personnel. 

Hadaway’s recommendations 
call for: 

®A freeze in all capital expense. 

*Elimination of all overtime 
for city personnel except in the 
instance of a Class I gas leak. 

®An overall budget reduction 
by ten percent. 

*A halt to the beginning of any 
new city projects. 

®A report by all department 
heads to the mayor as to where 
budgets may be cut. 

And a report from the mayor 
to the council on possible budget 
cuts by the second meeting of this 
month. 

Hadaway made the recommen- 
dations after he gave a lengthy 


report on the financial condition 
of the city. 

The bottom line of that report 
was the city’s longtime use of gas 
board surplus funds to support 
other departments. 

According to Hadaway, by the 
end of next year there ‘‘will be no 
surplus to transfer into the 
general fund.’’ 

Calera has traditionally had a 
gas surplus fund because of 
heavy gas use by Abex, Martin 


‘Marietta and other industries. 


But industries have cut back their 
gas purchases because of the 
recession, and this is the major 
cause of the city’s budget crisis. 

Prichard asked Hadaway how, 
he proposed to cut the budget, 
but the councilman would not be 
specific. 

Hadaway only stated, ‘‘I want 
department heads to tell me.”’ 

Prichard then pointed out that 
a $300,000 transfer of gas funds 
for the city’s new sewer project 
was a one time deal. 

He also challenged Hadaway’s 
projections on surplus funds, 
saying they did not take into ac- 
count current income. 

He said of the surplus, ‘‘It is 
going to be down. But it should 
not be a means to make us panic 
and not do our job. 


Alabaster citizen left hanging

Who.owns. Allen Street? ....... 
embers of Alabaster’s City 
Council pondered the question 
Monday night, but failed to come 
up with an answer. 

The subject was brought up by 
Louie Wilson, who spoke on 
behalf of families living along the 
road. He reported it to be in 
deplorable condition. 

Wilson said he had asked the 
council to dedicate the partially 
paved street in 1981, and that 
they had turned him down. 

City Clerk Dot Henry pointed 
out that the matter had never 
come before the council because 
Wilson had not produced the re- 
quired legal description. 

While there was some confu- 
sion about the road off County 
Road 68 being a private drive or a 
city street, several residents 
pointed out that the city has been

maisitaining it since the 
annexed: several years agO.” 

Before that, the county had the 
responsibility for the road which 
was paved in the early 1970’s as 
far as the trailer park. 

The group who attended Mon- 
day’s meeting contended the road 
was public since it is a mail route, 
a school bus travels part way 
down it, and it also serves a 
church. 

The city views the road into the 
trailer park as being a private 
drive, Henry told the Reporter. 

Even so, city crews have been 
maintaining it, she said. Since it 
has reached the point that it 
needs to be graveled however, the 
city has-been financially unable 
to carry through with that pro- 


ject.

Oak Mt. readies for season

The Oak Mountain State park 
superintendent says no logging 
operation is planned for the state 
facility there. 

However, starting with a na- 
tional convention this week, and 
heavy crowds anticipated for the 
AEA holidays. next week, the 
park is gearing up for what could 


be. its biggest money making © 


season to date. 

‘We're starting to close on our 
expense-to -receipt ratio,” said 
Oak Mountain superintendent 
Phil Easterwood. ‘‘This year we 
should come close (for the first 
time) to breaking even.” 

Easterwood said park expenses 
are running about $1.2 million, 
while receipts ‘“‘are fast ap- 
proaching $1 million. We're 
ahead of what we projected in 
October, but it’s a little early to 
start jumping up and-down and 
beating our chests,”’ he said. 

Proration in October slashed 
the park’s operating budget by 
65%, and required a 15% salary 
cut to’ employees, Easterwood 
said, Nonetheless, the park has 
started its spring maintenance 
program, stressing much needed 
repairs to a number of roofs. | 

Easterwood said he’s working 
closely on repair and upkeep pro- 
grams with maintenance super- 
visor Milner Gould. 


‘*We’re all working on things 
for the betterment of recrea- 
tion,’’? Easterwood said of the 
state’s action to return Gould 
from duty in Joe Wheeler Park. 

One of the first major happen- 
ings at the park this year is the 
national orienteering convention 
which runs from _ today 
(Thursday) through Sunday. 
Easterwood said 126 people from 
25 states and two foreign. coun- 
tries are registered for the compas 
workshops and field exercises be- 
ing hosted. by Vulcan Orienteer- 
ing Club. 

As a part of the convention, a 
two-mile fun run is set for 4:30 
p.m,, Friday, in the day use area.

The swimming area will open 
the first weekend in May, Easter- 
wood said. 

BMX (bicycle moto-cross) rac- 


ing is expected to draw large 


crowds again this season. The 
park will hold BMX races every 
third week, starting March 20, 


and host the state championship 
in September. 


Another expected drawing card 
is the planned Treetop Nature 
Trail, presently in line for ap- 
proval by the state. The ‘‘trail’’ 
will feature a 15-foot high board- 
walk which will take park visitors 
past cages hanging from trees, 
containing birds of prey. 

The project, the first of its kind 
in the southeast, is planned in 
conjunction with the Wildlife 
Rescue Service, Easterwood said. 
It will feature permanently 
disabled and recuperating birds 
of prey. 

Already a reality at the park is 
the new golf pro, Mike Bradley. 
Bradley came to work last 
Wednesday, replacing PGA pro 
Tommy Truss, whose personal 


.service contract with the state was 


not renewed this year. 


*“‘Tommy Truss is missed,”’ 
Easterwood said, ‘‘but we look to 
Mike Bradley to keep service to 
the public high.”’ 

He said Bradley will continue 


‘to offer lessons, and that all those 


receipts will go to the state. 
Easterwood said that the golf 
course and pro shop generate 
about half of the park’s revenue. 

As for reports of ‘ogging 


operations being planned for Oak 


Mountain, Easterwood labled 
them ‘‘media competition.’”’ 

The reports were first brought 
to light in a recent Alabama Con- 
servancy newsletter, and later 
picked up by state newspapers. 
The reports claim that logging 
operations are part of a planned 
foresty management program, 
and that Oak Mountain is in line 
for survey. 


‘Right now, we’re in line for a 
comprehensive plan on paper, 
not a logging operation,”’ Easter- 
wood told the Reporter. ‘‘I don’t 
see a logging operation anyhere 
on the horizon.”’ 

Easterwood described the 
survey and plan as a resource 
management tool which, for in- 
stance, could be used to refurbish 
forests and fight pine beetles and 
diseases. He did not know when 
the survey would be conducted. 


State officials have said that 
once the survey is completed, the 
information will be fed into a 
computer to defive a forestry 
management plan for Oak Moun- 
tain and other state parks. . 

Opponents of the measure 
claim the state is simply trying to 
make money off park land, and 
that even in cases of selective cut- 
ting, damage is sometimes done 
to good trees. 


“The capital budget is almost 
curtailed currently. 

“It is up to this council to pass 
on these dollars and unless the 
council passes on it, it does not 
happen.’’ 

The mayor pointed out that 
department heads have been 
struggling to keep their budgets 
in line. 

“We have gone under budget 
in almost every single instance. 
Some things don’t need to be 
done. But we need to function in 
spite of a bad situation.”’ 

He said of Hadaway’s recom- 
mendation, ‘‘It is effective, but at 
what cost?’’ 

Hadaway retaliated, 
**...making a blanket decision is 
not panic but good sense, not 
nickel and dimeing ourselves to 
death.”’ 

The mayor wanted to judge 
each budget situation as it comes 
along. 

Hadaway put his recommenda- 
tions in the form of a motion and 
received a second from Coun- 
cilman Doug LeSueur. 

The measure passed. 

The approval of those recom- 
mendations led to other conflicts, 
few of which the mayor would 
win.

mendations, the council voted 
four to two to deny a rescue 
squad request to purchase a vehi- 
cle.

A Columbiana house painter 
became a hero Monday when he 
pulled an injured woman from an 
overturned car that was sinking 
into three feet of water. 

Doris I. Browning, 60, of 
Alabaster was driving west on 
West College Street at about 
11:20 a.m. near Davis Plaza in 
Columbiana when a blue truck 
crossed the centerline, veered into 
her lane and apparently forced 
her off the road, said Colum- 
biana Police Chief Howell Horn. 

Alva Battle, the Columbiana 
painter, was ‘driving behind 
Browning and said he saw her 
right front wheel drop off the 
road, dig into the soft shoulder 
and slowly roll on its top in a 
water-filled ditch, 

‘ST pulled off the road, ran over 
and pulled open the passenger’s 
door. With the help of another

man, | got her out,’’ Battle said. 
The inside of the car was about 
half full of water. Browning 
could have drowned if not for 
Battle’s quick action. 

The Southeast Shelby County 
Emergency Medical Rescue team 
arrived shortly after the accident 
and treated Browning for a possi- 
ble broken ankle and cuts to her 
right hand, Chief Horn said. 

Police are seeking the driver of 
the blue truck which apparently 
forced Browning off the road, 
Horn said.

The strong sense of community 
and pulling together that Shelby 
County has always enjoyed seems

running short in public coffers. 


The main problem is that many 
people do not seem to understand 
that the public treasuries, both of 
the county and of each of our 10 
cities, are just not as full as they 
used to be. 


Maximum benefits for jobless 
workers will be raised to $120 a 
week in July. William R. 
Heatherly, director of the 
Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, said the in- 
crease in benefits applies to 
periods of unemployment begin- 
ning after July 3. 

Mayor changes in Alabama’s 
unemployment compensation law 
were made in the second special 
session of the Alabama 

called by Governor 
Wallace in February. In addition 
to increasing benefits the 
legislature also raised employer 
and employee taxes used to 
finance the state’s unemployment 
compensation program. 

All workers will not be eligible 
for the maximum amount, 
Heatherly pointed out. Weekly 
payments will range from $22 to 
$120, depending upon the 
worker’s prior earnings. General- 
ly, to be eligible for $120 a week 
in benefits, a worker must have at 
least one quarter in which wages 
equaled or exceeded $221 per 
week. 

Through payroll deduction, 
workers will pay a tax of 1 per- 
cent on the first $8,000 of earn- 
ings during the calendar year.

People have grown used to 
many wonderful services provid- 
ed by different government units. 
But now that tax collections at all 
levels are falling off, how can 
those services continue to be 


ec the drop in tax income, at the 
same time that the recession also 
caused the income of individuals 
to drop. 


The higher tax is retroactive to 
January 1, 1983. However, no 
worker will pay more than $80 
each year. The previous assess- 
ment was one-half of 1 percent 
on the first $7,000 of earnings. 

Employers are required to con- 
tribute a percentage of their tax- 
able payrolls according to an ex- 
perience rating formula. The rate 
ranges from .5 (one-half) percent 
to 4 percent in 1983. Retroactive 
to January 1, 1983, the new law 
raises the taxable wage base to 
$8,000 and levies a 25 percent 
surcharge on the tax rate the 
employer has been assigned up to 
a maximum of 4.7 percent for 
this year.

Educator squabbles delay state budgets

One of the problems which 
makes it so difficult for the 
Legislature to pass the budgets to 
run the state government each 
year is the perennial squabbling 


among the various factions of 
education over the division of 
school funds. 

It’s a constant battle to decide 
how much money to allocate for 
the elementary and secondary

Much was made of the coali- 
tion which had so much political 
success in the 1982 elections -- the 
blacks, the AEA, organized 
labor. Those three groups, work- 
ing as one, elected just about 
everybody they wanted to elect. 

Now it is time for those who 
helped bake the pie to eat it. They 
are, With the new administration 
only six weeks old, here’s the 
scoreboard: 

(1) The blacks won a smashing 
victory in winning approval of a 
new reapportionment measure 
for the Legislature. As the main 
man of the Alabama Democratic 
Conference (Joe Reed) put it so 
aptly: ‘‘We got the whole tur- 
nip.’’ That they did. 
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(2) The AEA won approval of 


a bill requiring the taxpayers to - 


pick up the tab for automatically 
deducting contributions teachers 
make to AEA’s political action 
committee, A-VOTE. This' new 
law will very likely result in the 
AEA having a political war chest 
by the 1986 elections of $1 
million. That’s not a 
typographical error... $1 million. 

(3) Organized labor was 
delighted by the passage of the 
new law increasing maximum 
unemployment benefits to $120 a 
week. What delighted them the 
most is that most of the costs of 
this increase will be borne by the 
employer. 

Who knows what else these 
groups will ask for... and get... in 
the regular session upcoming. As 
one executive of a major business 
association put it: ‘‘We are in for 
four hard years.” If the first six 
weeks mean anything, he could 
be right. 


schools -- kindergarten through 
the 12th grade -- and how much 


for the colleges and universities’ 


and the junior colleges and trade 
schools. Traditionally they wait 
until the Legislature meets and 
then fight it out in committee and 
on the House and Senate floor, 
taking up valuable time which 
could be devoted to other needs. 

But it doesn’t have to be that 
way, and it won’t be if I have 
anything to say about it. There’s 
no reason why these differences 
cannot be settled before the 
Legislature convenes. We did it 
that way when I was governor 
before, and we’re going to try it 
again this year. 

I have appointed a special com- 
mittee for a unified education 
budget like those we had before. 
It is made up of representatives 
of all facets of education -- 
elementary and secondary 
schools, trade schools and junior 
colleges, the four year colleges 
and universities, local school 
boards, and the state school 
superintendent. 

Getting them to agree on how 
the money should be spent is not 
an easy task because the dif- 
ferences are deep-rooted. But it is 
worth the effort. It can be done; 
we proved that in the late 1970s. 
When we do get an agreement 
before the legislative session 
begins, the budget battle is half 
won, 


When the committee completes, 
its work, it will turn its. recom- 
mendations over to my office, 
and we will give them serious 
consideration in drafting the 
budget I submit to the Legislature 


during the 1983 regular session in | 


April. 

But I must emphasize that we 
are not bound by the committee’s 
findings. The budget I send to the 
House and Senate will be the 
Governor’s budget. 

The most crucial issue confron- 
ting the committee is still the need 
for a unified budget, one on 
which all of the various factions 
of education can agree. It is a lot 
easier to get the Legislature to 
agree on the budget if the 
educators agree on it first. 

Along with the education 
budget, I also will send to the 
Legislature a general fund ap- 
propriation bill to finance most 
of the non-educational functions 
of government for the next fiscal 
year. 

But there is no need for a 
special committee to work out a 
unified general fund budget 
because we don’t have the 
organized and often bitter rivalry 
there that we do in the education 
budget. 

One thing is certain. The 
education and general fund 
budgets are both in proration this 
year. There won’t be any prora- 
tion next year if I can prevent it.

Slumping sales and ailing 
balance sheets claimed- another 
victim last week. 

After 30 years, the deepening 
recession finally caught up with 
the Westinghouse Electric Cor- 
poration plant in Montevallo. 

Plant manager Ralph Stevens 
said decreasing sales and a declin- 


ing market share were the 
primary reasons for the decision 
to seek a buyer for the plant. If 
no buyer is found within six mon- 
ths, the plant will be closed, 
Stevens added. 

The shutdown follows years of 
sinking sales and poor business.

Maximum benefits for jobless 
workers will be raised to $120 a 
week in July. William R. 
Heatherly, director of the 
Alabama Department of In- 
dustrial Relations, said the in- 
crease in benefits applies to 
periods of unemployment begin- 
ning after July 3. 

Mayor changes in Alabama’s 
unemployment compensation law 
were made in the second special 
session of the Alabama 
Legislature called by Governor 
Wallace in February. In. addition 
to increasing benefits the 
legislature also raised employer 
and employee taxes used to 
finance the state’s unemployment 
compensation program. 

All workers will not be eligible 
for the maximum amount, 
Heatherly pointed out. Weekly 
payments will range from $22 to 
$120, depending upon the 
worker’s prior earnings. General- 
ly, to be eligible for $120 a week 
in benefits, a worker must have at 
least one quarter in which wages 
equaled or exceeded $221 per 
week. 

Through payroll deduction, 
workers will pay a tax of 1 per- 
cent on the first $8,000 of earn- 
ings during the calendar year.

Realities must be faced 


People have grown used to 
many wonderful services provid- 
ed by different government units. 
But now that tax collections at all 
levels are falling off, how can 
those services continue to be 
funded? 

The recession, of course, caus- 
ed the drop in tax income, at the 
same time that the recession also 
caused the income of individuals 
to drop. 


The higher tax is retroactive to 
January 1, 1983. However, no 
worker will pay more than $80 
each year. The previous assess- 
ment was one-half of 1 percent 
on the first $7,000 of earnings. 

Employers are required to con- 
tribute a percentage of their tax- 
able payrolls according to an ex- 
perience rating formula. The rate 
ranges from .5 (one-half) percent 
to 4 percent in 1983. Retroactive 
to January 1, 1983, the new law 
raises the taxable wage base to 
$8,000 and levies a 25 percent 
surcharge on the tax rate the 
employer has been assigned up to 
a maximum of 4.7 percent for 
this year.

Educator squabbles delay state budgets

One of the problems which 
makes it so difficult for the 
Legislature to pass the budgets to 
run the state government each 
year is the perennial squabbling 


among the various factions of 
education over the division of 
school funds. 

It’s a constant battle to decide 
how much money to allocate for 
the elementary and secondary

Much was made of the coali- 
tion which had so much political 
success in the 1982 elections -- the 
blacks, the AEA, organized 
labor. Those three groups, work- 
ing as one, elected just about 
everybody they wanted to elect. 

Now it is time for those who 
helped bake the pie to eat it. They 
are. With the new administration 
only six weeks old, here’s the 
scoreboard: 

(1) The blacks won a smashing 
victory in winning approval of a 
new reapportionment measure 
for the Legislature. As the main 
man of the Alabama Democratic 
Conference (Joe Reed) put it so 
aptly: ‘‘We got the whole tur- 
nip.”’ That th 
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(2) The AEA won approval of 


a bill requiring the taxpayers to 


pick up the tab for automatically 
deducting contributions teachers 
make to AEA’s political action 
committee, A-VOTE. This‘ new 
law will very likely result in the 
AEA having a political war chest 
by the 1986 elections of $1 
million. That’s not a 
typographical error... $1 million. 

(3) Organized labor was 
delighted by the passage of the 
new law increasing maximum 
unemployment benefits to $120 a 
week. What delighted them the 
most is that most of the costs of 
this increase will be borne by the 
employer. 

Who knows what else these 
groups will ask for... and get... in 
the regular session upcoming. As 
one executive of a major business 
association put it; ‘“We are in for 
four hard years.”’ If the first six 
weeks mean anything, he could 
be right. 


schools -- kindergarten through 
the 12th grade — and how much 
for the colleges and universities 
and the junior colleges and trade 
schools. Traditionally they wait 
until the Legislature meets and 
then fight it out in committee and 
on the House and Senate floor, 
taking up valuable time which 
could be devoted to other needs. 

But it doesn’t have to be that 
way, and it won’t be if I have 
anything to say about it. There’s 
no reason why these differences 
cannot be settled before the 
Legislature convenes. We did it 
that way when I was governor 
before, and we're going to try it 
again this year. 

I have appointed a special com- 
mittee for a unified education 
budget like those we had before. 
It is made up of representatives 
of all facets of education -- 
elementary and secondary 
schools, trade schools and junior 
colleges, the four year colleges 
and universities, local school 
boards, and the state school 
superintendent. 

Getting them to agree on how 
the money should be spent is not 
an easy task because the dif- 
ferences are deep-rooted. But it is 
worth the effort. It can be done; 
we proved that in the late 1970s. 
When we do get an agreement 
before the legislative session 
begins, the budget battle is half 
won. 


When the committee completes, 
its work, it will turn. its recom- 
mendations over to my office, 
and we will give them serious 
consideration in drafting the 
budget I submit to the Legislature 


during the 1983 regular session in 


April. 

But I must emphasize that we 
are not bound by the committee’s 
findings. The budget I send to the 
House and Senate will be the 
Governor’s budget. 

The most crucial issue confron- 
ting the committee is still the need 
for a unified budget, one on 
which all of the various factions 
of education can agree. It is a lot 
easier to get the Legislature to 
agree on the budget if the 
educators agree on it first. 

Along with the education 
budget, I also will send to the 
Legislature a general fund ap- 
propriation bill to finance most 
of the non-educational functions 
of government for the next fiscal 
year. 

But there is no need for a 
special committee to work out a 
unified general fund budget 
because we don’t have the 
organized and often bitter rivalry 
there that we do in the education 
budget. 

One thing is certain. The 
education and general fund 
budgets are both in proration this 
year. There won’t be any prora- 
tion next year if I can prevent it.

Slumping sales and ailing 
balance sheets claimed- another 
victim last week. 

After 30 years, the deepening 
recession finally caught up with 
the Westinghouse Electric Cor- 
poration plant in Montevallo. 

Plant manager Ralph Stevens 
said decreasing sales and a declin- 


ing market share were the 
primary reasons for the decision 
to seek a buyer for the plant. If 
no buyer is found within six mon- 
ths, the plant will be closed, 
Stevens added. 

The shutdown follows years of 
sinking sales and poor business. 

‘In view of these conditions

‘Sure I’m worried about fin- 
ding a job,’’ wirecutter Carl Gog- 
gins said Tuesday. 

His employer for the past 1714 
years has been the Westinghouse 
plant in Montevallo which plans

The corporation is looking for 
a buyer and Goggins says he 
hopes one can be found. ‘‘I’ll 
have a lot better chance of work- 
ing that way,’’ he remarked.

Alabaster, Pelham, Helena, 
Calera, Columbiana and Shelco. 

Shelco agreed to come, he said, 
but the building had been burn- 
ing for more than 30 minutes 
when they arrived. 


But they did save the main 
building, Bing reported. 

Shelco trustee Wayne Davis 
said the plant was outside their 
coverage area too, but he okayed 
the unit’s going, thinking the 
main building could be saved. 


When Helena offered 
assistance, Shelco accepted. 

Since most fire departments 
will not respond unless requested 
to do so by the department in 
charge, Essex and the two other 
industries in that area are without 
protection. 


Bing related that the building 
that burned was constructed 15 
months ago to rebuild crane 
engines and trucks. 

He said that one semi and eight 
large commercial crane engines, 
costing from $10,000 to $20,000 
each, were destroyed. 

The cause of the fire has not 
been determined as yet, but the 
State fire marshal inspected the 
site last Friday.

In Calera 
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Mayor says ‘I will cut’ 


Challenges by Councilmen Roy 
Hadaway and Doug LeSueur 
aimed at Calera’s mayor set off a 
fierce reaction, Monday night. 

Athough the mayor looked op- 
timistically at the city’s financial 
situation, Hadaway forced cut- 
backs in the city’s budget. 

Hadaway further challenged 
the mayor’s choice of a city 
auditor. 

He pointed out that the audit 
conducted by Hullett, Johnson 
and Kellum, was more expensive 
than that conducted by Clifton 
Poythress in the past. 

He further implied that the 
recommendations made by 
Hullett were the same made by 
Poythress. 

But the final blow came when 
Councilman Doug LeSueur call- 
ed for a written report from the 
mayor at each meeting on what 
city work was done. 

Mayor Prichard replied, 

“I have listened this evening to 
my council members talking 
about spending money, cutting 
the budget and ending projects. 

‘I face requests to do this and 
that which do not come before 


‘Good people work for us. 
They do their jobs. 

‘I sit and listen to politics. 

‘I’ve got a serious morale pro- 
blem because of what happened 
here. (A report at the last meeting 
on unanswered citizens com- 
plaints). 

‘‘What am I to do? 

“You tell me to cut everything 
by ten percent. You say cut, I will 
cut. We will cut special little deals 
for everybody. 

‘I’m going to be fair across the 


board. There is no magic, no free 
lunch. ; 

‘I’ve been thinking about this 
park business. I want you to 
carry this message back to the 
park board... A great deal of 
money is spent on parks.”’ 

The mayor picked up a stack of 
work orders and dropped them 
on the table. 

He looked around. ‘‘I’m infor- 
ming you that there may be some 
of these work orders stopped 
because they are superfluous...’’

Ask ‘what if?’ in job search 


by David F. Moore 

Today’s job market can be 
cold and hard. That fact is 
underscored by waiting lines at 
unemployment offices and is 
reflected in the faces of 4,580 
Shelby Countians (15.1% of the 
working population) who didn’t 
have jobs in January. 

Many of the jobless lack pro- 
per education or training, while 
others are skilled in now obsolete 
fields. According to state 
employment counselor Tom 
Medders at the Alabaster Job 
Service, foresight five, ten or 20 
years ago could have saved at 
least some of these people from 
becoming jobless statistics. 

Furthermore, foresight on the 
part of young people today can 
go a long way toward preparing 
them for tomorrow's job market, 
Medders says. 

“Today, there’s more reason 


than ever to ask ‘What if?’’”’ says 
Medders. ‘‘What if this plant’s 
going to close down? What if this 
is a dead end occupation? What 
if I don’t get an education? I 
think many people today would 
have been better prepared (for 
the drastically changing job 
market) if they’d given such ques- 
tions more thought earlier.’’ 

The key to landing a job today, 
or tomorrow, is preparedness, 
Medders says. As such, he urges 
students to take advantage of all 
career counseling that’s available 
at their schools. 


Going beyond school counsel- ° 


ing, Medders says it’s important 
for parents to take active parts in 
exposing their children to career 
opportunities, and helping them 
develop a sense of work ethics. 
He says he has. started. doing this 
with his two teenage girls, 
Lisabeth (15) and Lorilee (14),

especially in terms of getting 
them to think of what they can do 
for an employer, as opposed to 
the other way around. 

“I’m acutely aware of taking 
the role as an employer with my 
children,’’ he says. ‘‘I tell them 
an employer wouldn’t like such 
and such an attitude, and I tell 
them they’re fired. They’re more 
responsive to that than you’d ex- 
pect.”’ 

‘*The more we can do about 
telling kids of the local job 
market, how to prepare for it, 
and about their education, the 
better off they’ll be.’’ 

As further preparation for the 
“real world,’’ parents can en- 
courage their children to par- 
ticipate in scouting programs, 
school magazine and cookie 
sales, and organizations such as 
Junior Achievement.

Medders says helping a child 
understand her or his own 
abilities is also crucial to 
preparedness for the job market. 
Discovered abilities can: then be 
channeled toward. achieving set 
goals. 

Because young people are in a 
developing stage, Medders notes 
that career goals, and the means 
by which one reaches them, don’t 
have to be set in concrete. 

Maybe, for instance, a four- 


year college migh: be in a per- 
son’s plans, but other 
Possibilities should also be con- 
sidered. College could actually be 
a pitfall for someone who is bet- 
ter geared for technical school. 

For this reason, Medders says 
the aptitude tests offered by 
schools and by the job service can 
be beneficial in pointing a young 
person toward the right career 
and job field. 

One mistake Medders sees that 
job seekers make today is think- 


ing that studying only computer 
science will guarantee a future 
job. 

‘A lot of people want to jump 
right into computers and learn 
how to operate an Apple,’ he 
says. ‘‘But the computer should 
be approached as a tool to be us- 
ed in working in a particular 
field. 

Medders says that several 
career fields are considered to 
have ‘‘very safe’’ job markets for 
the ’80’s. Among these are health 


related fields, mineral, petroleum 
and energy engineering, com- 
puter sciences and system 
analysis, and business ad- 
ministration, management, and 
sales. 

“It’s a competitive world,” 
Medders says. ‘‘And if you want 
your child to compete, you have 
to help them all you can. It’s not 
always pleasant to think about 
jobs, but I don’t think it’ll hurt 
kids to do that. It’s not a negative 
thing. It’s realistic.”’

The tentacles of winter still had 
an icy grip on the landscape when 
I set off -on the trail winding 
down the steep hillside. 

Since the ground in the ring 
where I had planned to ride was 
frozen, the stable manager sug- 
gested taking my mount on the 
trail. 

Looking down the hillside 
where the trail began, it seemed 
that it would be nothing short of 
suicide to attempt a descent. 

But I knew others had done it, 
and my horse was not unwilling, 
so down we went, to what seemed 
like the bottom of the Grand Ca- 
nyon. 

While I knew it was going to be 
an adventure, I didn’t expect it to 
be such an enjoyable one. 


But an outing through the 
countryside on horseback, almost 
always provides an outing that’s 
exhilarating and not quite like 
any other you may have taken 
before. 

Stephanie Smith, an interior 
designer who lives near Bessemer, 
often rides in the woods along the 
Cahaba River. 

To her, a ride is ‘‘the most 
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For relaxing adventure

peacful thing I can think of to 
do.’’ 

“It gets my mind off anything 
that might be troubling me,”’ she 
remarked, ‘‘and it helps me to be 
totally relaxed.’’ 

Mary Anne Tucker, whose 
home is on Martin Lake, a few 
miles from Helena, says that she 
rides in all kinds of weather. 

**On cold days I’m so bundled 
up I can hardly move,’’ she 
laughed. And even rain doesn’t 
stop this avid rider from going 
out on the trail. 

However, lightning is one ele- 
ment of nature Tucker doesn’t 
fool around with. ‘‘I get home in 
a hurry when I see the first 
flash,’’ she declared. 

Besides being a good way for a 
person to get off alone, trail 
riding is also an ideal family ac- 
tivity. 

One Shelby County family that 
thinks there’s nothing better to 
do, are the Alan Eisenbergs. 

Sometimes the family rides 
with a group in Selma who take 
to the trail twice a month. 

‘*It’s great fun,’’ Mrs. 
Eisenberg related, ‘‘to ride all 
day and then come back to a sup- 
per of fried fish.’”’ 


The family also goes to 
Georgia to participate in over- 
night rides. On these occasions, 
her. husband usually takes his 
wagon and team. 

“I remember one time,’’ 
volunteered the couple’s young 
son Max, ‘‘when we were going 
up a steep hill and a wheel fell off 
our wagon,”’ which just goes to 
show that trail riding can be both 
an exciting adventure and a relax- 
ing experience. 


Where can you ride? State 
parks are one place. 

Although there are bridle paths 
at Oak Mountain, a group of trail 
riders will be working again this 
year to mark other trails. 

Some local riders have taken 
their horses to Tannehill Park to 
explore the trails there. And 
timberland owned by large com- 
panies usually have trails or logg- 
ing roads where horse and rider 
can enjoy the great outdoors. 

But of course, common sense 
dictates that a rider will not fre- 
quent these trails during hunting 
season. 

The most obvious thing you 
will need for a trail ride, is a 
horse, of course.

Just any horse won’t do. The 
breed doesn’t matter, but to have 
an enjoyable ride, the horse must 
have a calm disposition. 

If you’ve ever been on a horse 
that spooked or ran away with 
you (which has been my ex- 
perience), you’ll appreciate what 
I’m saying. 

As far as tack, either an 
English or Western saddle will do 
as long as the rider is comfortable 
in it. 


No matter what style of saddle ~ 


is used, a blanket should go 
under it to protect the horse’s 
back. 

The rider should wear pants 
that don’t chafe, and boots or 
shoes that lace. 

Other items of apparel will de- 
pend on weather conditions. 


Why should you go trail 
riding? 

This is how Martha Ann 
Eisenberg summed up her feel- 
ings about the sport - ‘] get a 
chance to see the trees and 
flowers that you normally don’t 
see riding in a car. It also gives 
me a chance to breathe some 
fresh air, and all from the back of 
a horse who’s a good friend.”” 


Shelby County’s outdoors provides 
good place to catch the Great Spirit

You probably know the feel- 
ing. 

Maybe you’ve felt it while 
you’re fishing from a boat on 
Lay Lake. Maybe you’ve felt it 
deep in the morning woods, 
listening for a turkey’s gobble. 
Maybe you’ve felt it while romp- 
ing across a meadow on 
horseback, or tooling through the 
clouds in a biplane. 

Some of the Indians who once 
inhabited Shelby County’s out- 
doors, called this feeling The 
Great Spirit. Some people who 
live here now call it the Great 
Relaxer, others, the Call of The 
Wild. Some people simply call 
this feeling Mother Nature 

Actually, you can call it 
whatever you like, but if you’ve 
spent much time in the great out- 
doors, you know the feeling I’m 
talking about. 


For me, it’s a feeling that 
usually comes when I’m in the 
woods, being quiet, and I hear 
the breeze rustling through the 
trees. Sometimes I sense it in 
reflections of the sun or moon on 
still waters. I can nearly always 
feel it from the top of a moun- 
tain. 

If you don’t know this feeling, 
don’t fret. 

Unlike the Loch Ness monster 
and leprechauns, the Great Spirit 
is easy to catch -- especially in 
Shelby County. 

Try this: 

First, go outdoors. Take five, 
ten, or maybe 20 minutes, and 
walk or drive somewhere away 
from the noises of civilization. 
(In Shelby County, you won’t 
have to go far.) 

Now, sit down and close this 
newspaper. Forget about your 
worries for a a few minutes (or 


hours). Breathe deeply. Study the 
sky, trees, water -- whatever parts 
of the great outdoors surround 
you. 

Feel anything? If not, try 
again, only this time not quite so 
hard. 

It shouldn’t take long to catch 
the feeling. And once you get the 
hang of it, it comes more easily. 
Before you know it, you’ll be it- 
ching to get out and enjoy the 
outdoors every chance you get -- 
which is where this Outdoors edi- 
tion comes in handy. It’s full of 
interesting outdoors people and 
outdoor things to do in Shelby 
County. It'll give you lots of 
ideas. 

How about chasing boy scouts 
through Oak Mountain? Trail 
riding on horseback?

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_ Hunters wage war with ‘Wild

Johnny Queen has a four year 
war going with Wild Willie. Just 
who'll win is-still on the wing -- so 

~ to speak. 

Queen does have a bit of ex- 
perience going for him. He’s got 
five battle stars from major con- 
frontations during the Korean 
War, the Purple Heart, and even 
a good conduct medal. Further- 
more, he’s been hunting now for 
some 35 years, and at least knows 
the butt.from the business end of 
a twelve-gauge. 

Willie, on the hand, has never 
fired a gun. But Willie.does have 
one big advantage over Queen. 

Willie’s a wild turkey. 


**l’ve been after that one ol’ 
bird for four years,’’ Queen said 
over drug store coffee in Colum- 
biana. ‘‘Me and the Joiner boys 
named him.”’ 

*‘A turkey’s really smart. and 
hunting one right is a lot like 
combat,’’ he continued. ‘‘I’ve 
fought Koreans and North 
Chinese where. they’ve been close 
enough to grab you by the ankle 
at night. But if Wild Willie had a 
gun, I’d rather fight the Koreans 
and Chinese anyday. A turkey 
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would sneak up in back of you 
and that’d be it.’’ 

At this point it’s worth noting 
that Queen didn’t say ‘shoot’ a 
turkey, but rather ‘hunting one 


right.’ 


He elaborated: a quiet deer 
hunter can sometimes (illegally) 
shoot a wild hen from a tree; a 
lucky hunter might top a hill and 
spot a turkey or two down the 
other side, scratching in the 
leaves for water oak or black 
Jack acorns; during the fall 
season a hunter might flush a 
covey and (again, illegally) drop 
several hens. 

‘*But killing one that way’s no 
sport and you really don’t do 
anything but put meat on the 
table,’’ Queen said, 

He continued: ‘‘The actual 
sport is to get out in the woods 
and call a gobblin’ turkey up to 
you. If you do it in the right way, 
your heart’ll get to beatin’ 40 
miles an hour and your blood 
pressure’ll take off with buck 
fever. By the time the turkey’s 
close enough -- 30 steps is a pretty 
good range -- your ol’ heart’ll 
sound like a drum.”’ 

A war drum no doubt. 
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This retired tv repairman from 
Joinertown way, considered to 
one of the area’s premier turkey 
hunters, was going strong now on 
coffee and a bit of ‘‘buck fever.’’ 
Clark Kent settled his seat into 
the chair. The waitress refilled 
empty cups... 

“Turkey hunting can be a 
rough sport, son.”’ 

Right. 

For starts, if you want a shot at 
Wild Willie or any of his kin, you 
need to be in the woods by 4.a.m. 
Even before that you have to 
know where to be in the woods. 

“T always get my _ turkeys 
around Four Mile or Hiwassee,”’ 
Queen lied. (These guys always 
talk jive turkey when it comes to 
their secret hunting grounds. 
Always?) 

Once you’ve determined that 
there are, or will be, turkeys in a 
given area, the next step is to try 
and find the position that will 
give you the best shot at said 
turkey. All this could take several 
trips to the woods. 

Next, lay out your camouflage 
garb and set the alarm clock. 


, When it goes off, you had better 


already be good enough with a 
shotgun to hit a turkey in the 
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head at 30 paces, and you had 
better already know how to use a 
calling box or do an inticing im- 
mitation of a “‘little virgin hen’s 
yap.” 

Find your ‘spot in the dark 
woods. Try to stay awake, listen 
for a gobble, and be quiet except 
for giving a few turkey calls. 

**One secret is to know when to 
yap, and when not to yap,”’ 
Queen went on. ‘‘Depending on 
the turkey, you shouldn’t yap 
over two or three times. He can 
hear you yapping real low from a 
100 yards or more.’’ 

‘Usually, once you hear him, 
he’ll be moving towards you. 
Sometimes you have to move 
towards him real quite like. Once 
I was moving real quiet like and 
stepped on a black snake with my 
left foot. That was the end of that 
turkey...”’ 

More coffee, more turkey. 

‘If you don’t get one by seven 
or eight o’clock, you won’t hard- 
ly get one. And after he first gob- 
bles, sometimes you have wait an 
hour and a half for him to get 
there. I usually sit with my back 
against a pine tree and my gun up 
and pointed the way I think he’s

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Biplane answers callof wild  Willje’

The brilliant yellow and green 
biplane roared into the Shelby 
County skies like some two- 
winged page out of aviation 
history. 

Leroy Harris piloted the Great 
Lakes aircraft from the open 
cockpit in the rear. I sat in front 
of him, feeling the wind in my 
face and, with it, the unique sen- 
sation of freedom associated with 
flying into the sun in an open 
cockpit biplane. 

Through the N-shaped struts 
supporting the wings, I saw 
highway 119 below, ribboning 
through farms and subdivisons, 
woodlands and swamps. In a 
flight of fantasy, I saw white 
scarves of flapping silk, barnstor- 
ming daredevils, and the Red 
Barron dogfighting over Europe. 

The earphones inside the 
aviator’s cap I wore, crackled 
with constant wind static. 
Leroy’s voice came through. 

**We’ll do a loop. ’Show you 
what it’s like upside down.”’ 

**Fine,’’ I said into the 
microphone attached to the cap. 
**I’m just along for the ride.’’ 

**First, we build a little air 
speed...” 

The biplane nosed earthward. 
Wind rushed faster over the low 
windshield. The roaring crescen- 
do of the engine climbed in time 
with the air speed indicator nee- 
dle on the instrument panel. At 
120 miles per hour Leroy pulled 
back on the joy stick. 

The earth and the hazy horizon 
rolled away before me and my 
field of vision filled with pure sky 
as the plane climbed for the 
heavens. Then the sky rolled 
away to haze again, and the pat- 
chwork world came back in sight 
-- only now the sky and earth 
dangled upside down in front of 
me in an order of things opposite 
to that which I’ve grown ac- 
customed to over the years. 

Oddly enough, there was no 
feeling of falling out of the open 
cockpit. Centrifugal force glued 
me to the deep-welled bucket seat 
with a force of three G’s. 

As we continued through the 
loop, the sky disappeared. Then, 
all in the same smooth motion, 
the biplane curved easily out of 
the dive, returning the world once 
again to its proper perspective. 

**How was, that?’’ Leroy 
crackled in the earphones. 

‘My microphone had blown out 
of position and as I straightened 
it, I realized I was laughing to 
myself. 

“Do it again.”’ 

**A ffirmative.’’ 

With its open cockpits, and 


‘ttwo-wing design, the Great Lakes 


is a classic escape machine of the 
highest magnitude. Call it avia- 


tion’s answer to the call of the 
wild. 

American Drilling owner Sam 
Ramsey owns a stunning yellow 
and green version of this limited 
production aircraft. Before my 
recent ‘‘research’’ flight, Sam 
and I sat down on. the patio at 
Shelby County Airport, and he 
gave me the lowdown on his 
*“toy.”” 

The Great Lakes was originally 
designed in 1928, and holds five 


- aerobatic world championships. 


Its spruce and aluminum frame is 
covered with cotton fabric, which 
in turned is stretched tight with at 
least 25 layers of lacquer. 

Except for the engine, the 
plane’s design has remained 
basically unchanged over the 
years. Ramsey’s ’78 model is 
powered by a 180 hp Lycoming 
four-cylinder. It cruises at 105 
mph and is equipped with a 
special fuel and oil system which 
allows three minutes of inverted, 
or upside down flight. The latest 
model of this wondrous flying 
machine cost $63,000. 

*‘That open cockpit is habit 
forming,’’ Ramsey said. ‘‘It puts 
fun back in flying. You can’t 
have any problems up there. 
Some people get problems and 
get drunk. Me? I go fly.’’ 

As for inverted flight, Ramsey 
grinned, ‘‘Three minutes sounds 
real quick until you’re actually 
flying upside down. Then it’s a 
long time...”’ 

Buckling into the seat took 
some doing. I squeezed into the 
narrow cockpit, sitting on top of 
the parachute with its two leg 
buckles, and shoulder straps that 
fastened at my chest. The seat 
harness went over both sholders 
and made a triple buckle with the 
waist belt. A second seat belt also 
buckled in my lap. 

Soon, I would appreciate all 
these buckles... 

Leroy, a corporate pilot for 
SIRCO, who lives in Alabaster, 
and owned an airplane before he 
ever had a car, agreed to fly me. 
We taxied to the end of the run- 
way, he gunned the engine, and 
my adrenalin revved to the yellow 
line. 

We were ‘“‘flying’’ at 55 mph, 
but Leroy kept the plane just off 
the runway until we topped 100. 
Then he pulled back on the stick. 

The Great Lakes shot into the 
air, and before my heart caught 
up with it, we were at 300 feet 
and banking sharply as we climb- 
ed for the sun. At 3,000 feet, 
Leroy put the Great Lakes 
through the moves --'and me with 
it. 

Looping upside down was his 
first manuever. I’ve viewed the 
great outdoors from a lot of dif- 
ferent vantage points, but upside 


down from 3,000 in an open 
biplane is in a class unto itself. 

I wanted more. Leroy obliged. 

“How "bout a hammerhead 
stall?”’ Leroy crackled. 

**You’re the pilot.”’ 

We climbed for the blue, but 
after 300 feet the biplane slowed 
and stalled. For a split second we 
hung motionless in the sky. Then 
the plane rolled over to the left 
and fell for the earth. Finally 
Leroy pulled us out of the dive. I 
could have applauded. 

Next he flipped us through a 
series Of 360° rolls -- barrel rolls 
-- that shot us through the sky 
like a hot yellow and green cor- 
kscrew through butter. 

Again we soared straight up 
and stalled. This time, as we 
plumetted earthward, Leroy put 
the Great Lakes into a spin. The 
world took off in front of me like 
a 45 rpm record on a turntable. 
When Leroy pulled us out this 
time, I was sold on biplanes. 

‘“*What about a little inverted 
flight?’’ 

**That’s a Roger, Leroy.”’ 

The Great Lakes roared to 120 
mph, then rolled over 180° -- 
completely upside down. There 
was no centrifugal force now and 
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gravity did its best to yank my in- 
verted body from the open 
cockpit. My weight was sup- 
ported only by all those straps 
and buckles, 

Be good, buckles. Be good, I 
thought, as the biplane barreled 
through the sky upside down. 

Thirty seconds ticked away 
with all the speed of a calendar. 
Blood throbbed in my head and I 
wondered if I should have worn 
goggles in case my eyeballs pop- 
ped out. 

I remembered Sam’s words: 
‘Three minutes sounds real 
quick until...” 

Finally we rolled rightside up. 

**Leroy,’’ I whispered into my 
microphone, ‘‘that was wild.’’ 

We puttered through the sky a 
while longer in the Great Lakes. 
The wind blew freedom in our 
faces and all around us the out- 
doors stretched to the horizon. 

My thoughts again drifted to 
aviators of yesteryear. I pictured 
a biplane flying into a massive 
sunset, the silhouette of the 
pilot’s scarf flapping freely in the 
wind. 

Right, Sam, I thought. You 
can’t have any problems up here. 
Not as long as your buckles hold. 
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(Continued from preceding page) 
coming,’’ Queen continued bet- 
ween sips. 

“If he gets 25 steps from you 
and sees you lift your gun or turn 
a little, he’ll be 40 steps away by 
the time you fire. They run faster 
than you think, and they fly 90 
miles an hour.’’ 

*‘Sometimes that buck fever’ll 
get you and you can’t stand being 
still. If I have to move my gun, I 
wait til the gobbler moves behind 
a tree, then move.

“If gobblers had shotguns, 
there sure wouldn’t be any turkey 
hunters left,’’ Queen said, 
polishing off his coffee. ‘‘They’re 
smart birds.’”

There are two kinds of fishing: 
1) the ol’ regular kind, and 2) the 
purty durn serious kind, like bass 
tournaments, for instance. 

- The first kind involves a can of 

worms, cane pole and a creek. 
Maybe even a shade tree and a 
nap. 

The second kind involves a 
B-O-A-T, and around these 
parts, that means a fully decked- 
out bass boat. (With prices up- 
wards to 15 grand, a bass boat 
sometimes involves an accoun- 
tant...) 

“It all depends on what you 
want in a boat,’’ says Paul Staf- 
ford, a ‘‘serious’’ fisherman 
from Deer Springs. ‘‘You.can 
buy a Cadillac or a VW.”’ 

A couple of years ago Stafford 
hooked up with some fellow elec- 
trical workers who took their 
fishing -- and their bass boats -- 
seriously. ‘‘I fished half the sum- 
mer with them and just had to 
have a boat. There was no way 
out of it.’’ 

Waymond Borden, who lives 
‘‘above Fungo Hollow,’’ is one 
of many fishermen who can iden- 
tify with Stafford’s urgency. 

““Hey, I’m a Yankee from 
Chicago (though born in 
Moulton, AL),’’ Borden says. 
“*Six_ years ago I didn’t know 
anything about fishing. Then a 
guy named Frank Collins started 
coming by and we’d go fishing at 
night and, hey, the next thing I 
knew, I had to have 2 boat.’’ 

Both men went for Cadillacs. 

Fully equipped bass boats 
carry a wide array of necessities. 
and doo-dads. In a recent inter- 
view with the Reporter, Stafford 
and Borden explained the range 
of equipment on their respective 
boats, and offered some tips for 
potential buyers. 

Stafford opted for a 15-1/2 
foot, semi-V hulled, Pro-Craft, 
with a 115 hp Mercury. He also 
has a 12/24-volt Motor Guide 
troller, and a few not so 
necessary Options, such as a sur- 
face temperature gauge (which 
“‘either kills your hopes or gives 
you some kind of hope’’). 

Borden went with a 17’ 4” 
Venture Vendetta, which has a 
V-hull and Mercury V-6, with a 
top speed of 85 mph. The extra 
speed, he notes, is handy at the 
Start of a tournament when it’s 
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(Continued from preceding page) 
Oak Mountain, and it was a good 
day and I did all right,’’ Borden 
recalls. ‘‘I got one that was eight 
or nine pounds and was real pro- 
ud of it. 

“I caught the limit, headed 
back in, and there was a park 
ranger, or whatever. He said I 
was under a $500 bond and I said 
‘What!’”’ 

The ranger pointed out the sign 
Borden had failed to see. ‘‘I ex- 
plained it all to him and finally he 
said okay, if they were all still 
alive, I could throw them back 
and not get arrested. 

“*I said, ‘Hey, can’t I keep this 
one? Pleazzzze!’ He said sure -- if 
I wanted to pay $500 for it. So, 
hey, I threw it back. And you 
should have seen me trying to 
shove my dead ones under where 
it was deep, too!”’ 

“But, hey, last in year in 
Florida, near Ocala, I had a 
mother!’’ Borden continues. ‘‘It 
must have gone 16 pounds. 

**We were using shiner fish for 
bait, and he swallowed a one and 
half-pound shiner. I was right on 
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the end of the boat and he nearly 
pulled me in. I mean the guy with 
me had to hold on to my belt. 

‘‘Then the hook pulled loose 
and a big hunk of meat came out 
with it. That was my bigun’. And 
hey, I’m going back down there 
after him at 8 o’clock in the mor- 
ning!’ 
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Then there’s the Reporter’s 
resident fishing expert, the man 
who invented the hook, Milton 
*‘Skillet’’ Bird: 

*““Good morning, Skillet. We 
thought you might share with our 
readers your experience with the 
bigun’ that got away.”’ 

‘*Well, David, you know, I’ve 
never lost a big one.’’ 


‘“‘What! We thought surely... I 
mean, with all your years of 
fishing... You never lost a 
bigun’? Not even a little ‘un?’’ 

‘‘Nope. Now, I have had some 
that grew a foot or so from the 
time I left the river to the time I 
went to town the next day...”

clear, and not too cold for 
fishing. By the time Lanny Kelly 
and Tom Conroy, drove from 
Montevallo and put in at 
Beeswax Creek, it was about 2 
p.m.

He was in a big hurry, so Way- 
mond Borden didn’t notice the

fishing center there.

(Continued from preceding page) 
crucial to beat a competitor to a 
certain ‘‘hot spot.’’

Both men also use three

ing, and one that graphs. 

When buying a depth finder 
(Lowrance and Hummingbird are 
standards) to drive by, Borden 
and Stafford say that models 
with 60-foot scales can save wear 
and tear on your nerves. 

With a 30-foot scale on the

sonar, it starts counting over at 
one when you reach depths 
greater than 30 feet. So when 
you’re in, say, 33 feet of water, 
the finder reads ‘‘three’’ -- which 
isn’t very funny when you’re clip- 
ping along at 60 mph and sudden- 
ly. think you’re about to ruin a 
$5,000 motor. 

Some other tips they pass on 
include: 

*Before you shop, fish with a 
number of different people who 
have different boats. Find out 
what you want before you buy. 

*Don’t settle for less than you 
want, or you won’t be completely 
satisfied. 

*Get at least as much 
horsepower as the boat’s rated 
for. 

®Don’t put an expensive boat 
on a cheap trailer. 

After you buy, make sure you 
know how to operate the boat. If 
‘*power trim’’ rings no bells of

familiarity, you aren’t ready for 
the water yet.

eOnce you invest all that 
money in a boat and figure out 
how to drive it, do yourself a 
favor and learn how to fish.

**I trade off work days so I can 
go,’’ Stafford admits. ‘‘It thrills

Spend all day hiking, fishing, 
swimming, hunting, riding, tool- 
ing about in an airplane, or just 
keeping up with a troop of 
scouts, and you’re going to get 
hungry. Personally, my stomach 
starts growling just thinking 
about a forest full of trees... 

So, for those who like outdoor- 
related feasting, here’s a few 
recipes we think you’ll like. 


WILD TURKEY FEAST 

First, bag or borrow a wild 
turkey (see related story). Mrs. 
Lois Queen says: salt, pepper and 
flour 2-inch slabs of breast, and 
pan fry them to preference. 

* Instead of using bread crumbs 
for the dressing, use pan corn- 
bread. Add to it: a couple 
medium onions, 2-cup of celery, 
four boiled eggs (chopped), one 
cup of turkey (chopped), a quart 
of strained turkey broth, and 
poultry season to taste. (“‘I just 
put it in there. I don’t measure 
too much.’’) 

Make gravy, and serve up with 
your favorite vegetable and but- 
termilk biscuits. Anyone who 
doesn’t think that’s a feast, ask 
Johnny Queen what his waistline 
is... 


ARBITRARY DEER STEW 


Alan and Ginger Large claim 
this dish is world famous -- at 
least in Alabaster. Here’s the 
deal: 

Bone, trim and chop a 
5-pound, front deer shoulder. 
Brown in skillet with 2-stick of 
butter, salt and pepper, and soy 
and worcestershire sauce. 

In a 2-gallon stew broiler, ‘br- 
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Troop 71 takes a lesson in controlled burning 


ing to boil the following: 2 quarts 
of water, one large can of stewed 
tomatoes, one can of tomato 
paste, one bunch of celery 
(chopped), 3-4 medium onions 
(chopped), 4-6 Idaho spuds

whole kernel corn, parsley flakes, 
a bay leaf, laurel leaves. Carrots 
are optional. 

After it boils, add deer meat 
and juice. Add seasoning salt and 
pepper (cayenne, if you want it 
HOT), and simmer for 1-2 hours, 
until meat is tender. One hour 
before serving, add a cup of rice.

APPALACHIAN TRAIL 
A.M. GOULASH 


This is a dish for the 
backpacker who needs a 
breakfast that’s easy to carry, 
easy to fix, and nutritious enough 
to last until the 10:30 trailmunch 
break. (I’m not saying who in- 
vented this, but his initials are 
DFM...) 

You need: three-minute 
Oatmeal, cream of wheat, Roman 
Meal (or Ralston) cereal, salt, 
water, powdered milk, butter 
buds, brown sugar. 

Use whatever combinations of 
cereals turns you on, cooking 
them together with water, milk 
and salt according to package in- 
structions. (Weight saving hint: 
before you go hiking, copy the in- 
structions onto paper and dump 
box contents into zip-lock bag- 
gies.) Simmer over camp stove or 
firepit to desired thickness, 
sprinkle generously with butter 
buds and brown sugar.

Wallace lies recuperating in a 
Montgomery hospital, the Shelby 
County hospital situation is still 
in surgery. 

The patient is the State Health

Agency board. On February 22, 
the governor operated, removing 
all nine board members and pro- 
mising to replace them with a new 
board. 

The patient is still waiting on 
the table. 

The nine people Wallace picks 
will ultimately decide on Shelby 
County’s future health care situa- 
tion. 

Wallace fired the entire 
SHPDA board of directors on 
George Washington’s birthday. 
That board holds the power to 
grant or deny ‘‘Certificates of 
Need’’, a document required in 
order to build new hospitals or 
improve old ones. 

The hospital that applies for 
and is granted a certificate of 
need from the SHPDA is virtual-

the leaders of a city, you have the 
demise of the democratic society 
in my opinion.” 

The first meeting held Friday 
night was one requested by 
Hadaway. Its purpose was ten- 
tatively to report the financial 
condition of the city and to 
resolve the rescue squad situa- 
tion.

But comments to the effect 
that Hadaway did not know what 
he was doing, led him to resign 
his finance position. 

He also called for Mayor Carl 
Prichard to take on those duties 
for the next 18 months. 

Prichard agreed to make a full 
financial report at the council’s 
next meeting. 

After being applauded by 
citizens for his resignation,

Helena amends garbage laws

Garbage collections: have 
dumped a heap of problems on 
people in Helena. 

As a result, city officials have 
been badgered: with complaints, 
friction has developed between 
the utilities board and city hall, 
councilman Bill Harris unof- 
ficially resigned from his position 
on that board Monday night, and 


‘the council voted to amend its 


garbage fee law. 


Because of the garbage 
headaches, Mayor Charles 
Penhale had asked to be on the 
night’s agenda to present an 
amendment to the fees law. 
Before he could make his sugges- 
tion, two residents took the floor 
to voice further garbage com- 

laints. 
: Nobie Davidson, partially 
disabled from a knee operation, 
told the council she can’t carry 
trash to the road for pickup, so 
she sends it off weekly with her 
duaghter who lives in Trussville. 


Why, she asked, does she still 
‘have to pay for pickup? 

**You mean we have to pay for 
something we don’t get?’’ 
demanded Betty Cox, who said 
she hasn’t had pickup service for 
25 years. She admitted that she 
drives her garbage ‘‘half-way’’ to 
the landfill in Columbjana. 

Sincé setting up the garbage fee 

law last fall, the council has ap- 
proved about 100 fee exemptions 
for permanently disabled and 
senior citizens, Thirteen more ex- 
emptions had to be approved 
Monday, 
. “P’ve taken all I want off gar- 
bage complaints...”’ said Penhale 
at one point during ‘the 45 
minutes of related discussions. 

In an attempt to stifle com- 
plaints, he suggested the city 
change its fee law to exclude 
residents who do not get pickup 


‘ service. Harris made the sugges- 


tion into a motion which passed 
with no opposition. 

The city also agreed to reim- 
burse residents who have paid for 


garbage pickup, but not received 
the service. 

The garbage issue appeared 
dead at. that point, until Harris 
reluctantly noted that the utilities 
board had levied complaints last 
week about having to bill for, 
and collect garbage fees. For the 
service, the city pays the board 
1% of the garbage revenues. 

Harris said that utilities clerk 
Jean Benson complained that she 
gets no cooperation from city 
clerk Frances Parrish. Further- 
more, he reported that the board 
did not want responsiblity for the 
20-25 residents who are not on 
Helena’s utilities, but whom the 
board now has to bill for gar- 
bage. 

“T resign from the utility 
board,’’ Harris stated. ‘‘It’s a 
headache. I don’t have time for 
it. I’ve been trying to keep peace, 
but it’s too much trouble.”’ 

Harris’ resignation from the 
position he’s held for ‘12-15 
years’’ on the utilities board was

Alabaster wanted it, but a 
branch iicense office for the 
north end of Shelby County will 
become a reality in Pelham. 

After hearing offers and sup- 
porting arguments from 
representatives of both cities and 
private enterprises, the county 
commission voted to approve and 
locate the branch in Pelham, 
Monday morning. 

However, according to the mo- 
tion made by Commissioner John 
W. Ames, that office must cost 
the county nothing. 

Pelham represented 

Tom Kimbrough of the 
Pelham Chamber of Commerce 
argued that the office should not 
be placed any further south than 
that city to best serve the people. 

His arguments included: 

Of 23,000 households in 
Shelby County over 10,000 peo- 
ple live close to Pelham. 

There are 21,605 households in 
Vestavia, Hoover and Cahaba 
Heights which could use the 
Pelham branch. That would be a 
tremendous boost to revenues. 

The further north the branch is 
located, the more Montevallo 
and Calera residents are 
‘‘discouraged’’ from using the 
annex in place of Columbiana. 

In 1982-83 there were 90 
houses started in Pelham com- 
pared to 22 starts for Alabaster. 

In addition, there are 6,910 
residents in north Shelby County, 
who are “‘citizens without a ci- 
ty.”” 
The chamber president stated, 


‘‘We are trying our best to get, 


these people to identify with 
Pelham. If we can’t get them to 
identify with Pelham, how can 
we get them to identify . with 
Alabaster?”’ 

Mayor Burk Dunaway of 
Pelham only asked that a branch 
office be located someplace.

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden read a letter from 
First American Bank in Pelham 
offering free basement space with 
improvements made entirely at 
the expense of the financial in- 
stitution.

Tordon, a common weed-killer 
widely use over the last 15 years 
in Shelby County, is safer than 
coffee or aspirin, according to 
federal standards. 

Yet CBS’s 60 Minutes news 
magazine raised questions about 
its safety during its Sunday night 
program, 

Tordon has been sprayed on 
Shelby County power lines, road 
sides, in some fields and on 
stands of pine trees to kill hard- 
wood plants, weeds and 
broadleafs, said Grant Gober, 
County Extension Agent. 


‘In the last ten years, I’ve 
never heard a complaint (about 
Tordon),’’ Gober said, adding 
that he’s certainly heard plenty 
on other subjects from Shelby 
County farmers during his 12 
years on the job. 

Gober said the major users of 
the herbicide in this county are 
Gulf States Paper, Kimberly 
Clark, Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission, Alabama Power Com- 
pany and Harris ‘‘Bub’’ Gordon, 
of Columbiana, a large lan- 
downer.

According to Tordon’s maker, 
Dow Chemical Company, the 
reason the weed killer is controll- 
ed is not because it is dangerous 
to humans, but because it can ac- 
cidentally kill surrounding plants 
if improperly applied. 

The permits are kept on file in 
Gober’s office in order to keep 
track of users, he said. 

District Conservationist 
Robert Kelly said he’s never 
heard anything bad about Tor- 
don, though it is widely used on 
kudzu and weeds. 

Officials at Shelby County 
Medical Center and the county 
health department both reported 
no problems related to Tordon 
over the years. 

One of the reasons the weed 
killer is listed as safe is its ability 
to decompose over a period of 
time when exposed to ultra-violet 
light, water and microorganisms, 
according to the ‘‘Herbicide 
Handbook,’’ a reference book 
relied on by commercial chemical 
handlers and published by the 
Weed Science Society of 

America.

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Rescue truck refusal topples

When Calera’s city council 
refused to purchase a used rescue 
truck, Monday, March 7, it had 
no way of knowing the trouble 
that would follow. 

*Tuesday, March 8, the 
volunteer rescue squad walked 
Off its job in a mass resignation. 

Wednesday, March 9, rescue 
personnel were offered a personal 
check from a private citizen to 
buy the vehicle. But that offer 
was turned down by rescue squad 
members, 

*Thursday afternoon, the 
refusal by the council to purchase 
a rescue vehicle brought sharp 
public reaction from Calera 
residents. 

Many residents spoke their 
minds on WBYE radio’s **People 
Speak”’ program. 

That program also featured a 
Sharp response from Calera 
councilmen through spokesman 
Doug LeSueur. 

*And, Friday the council 
found itself forced to be involved 
in a called meeting by Mayor Carl 
Prichard to resolve the situation. 
__Former rescue squad chief Bill 


Collum told the Reporter 
Wednesday, March 9, that the 
private purchase offer was refus- 
ed because, “There is no use in 
citizens coming up with money 
when they are already paying 
taxes.’’ 

That same day, Mayor 
Prichard called the decision by 
his council to turn down the 
rescue squad request ‘‘bad’’ and 
“motivated by politics.”’ 


He stated that the rescue squad 
walked out because it was fed up 
with the situation on the council. 

He added that rescue 
volunteers could not accept what 
was said about the budget and 
that he could not accept it either. 

About the special called 
meeting for Friday night, the 
mayor said, ‘‘By failing to take 
action they (the council) have 
cost citizens a couple of hundred 
dollars for a special meeting.”’ 

On WBYE, Thursday, Collum

The caller said, ‘‘I find our 
rescue squad to be 100 per- 
cent...but the two statements 
made (by Collum and LeSueur) 
sound like two little children.

Officer understands why police drink 


Letter to the Editor: 


- I’ve been in law enforcement 
- for ten years, and have often 
: wondered why so many officers 
* drink or have broken homes, and 
: why you very seldom see a Chris- 
: tian officer. Oh, you might see 
; television shows such as CHIPS 
’ where everything is always the 
? way it should be and the officers 
* are always perfect; but what you 
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see on tv is a lot of bull. 

I worked as a deputy sheriff in 
my home county for six years, 
most of which I was the night 
shift sergeant, as I was usually 
the only officer working. I really 
loved it. I made a lot of cases, 
most of which were drunks. I was 
able to help a lot of people with 
different problems. It got to 
where people would call me at 
home if they had a problem or 
needed help. They wouldn’t even 
bother calling the jail where our 
dispatcher was, because they 
knew I would be there if they 
needed help. I really liked this, 
because it made me feel needed. 

I’ve never played favoritism as 
far as enforcing the law was con- 
cerned. I’ve jailed teachers, 
lawyers, a State Senator, doctors, 
etc. I just don’t feel that anyone 
is exempt from the law, although 
I know each person is different 
and must be treated so. 

After serving my county for six 
years, I was awakened to politics. 
The sheriff 1 worked under, 
retired and a new man took over 
the job. The new sheriff said he 
couldn’t keep me because I 
wasn’t flexible enough. I asked 
him what he meant and he replied 
that the sheriff's job is a political 
job and if you want to keep it, 
there’s just certain people you 
don’t arrest and certain laws that 
get broken that you don’t en- 
force. He said he would rather 
have me than any of the three 
deputies he was keeping but that 
he had promised some powerful 
people he wouldn’t keep me. 

This really hurt me and it 
disgusted me. I started to get out 
of law enforcement, but I liked 
what I was doing. I also thought; 
what if every officer who was 
honest and really tried to do his 
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job the way it should be done, 
was to quit, what a mess this 
country would be in. 

So I went to a small town in the 
next county and was lucky 
enough to get a job as a 
patrolman. The pay was even a 
little better that what I was mak- 
ing, and I only had to work 40 
hours a week instead of the 70 
and above I had been working. 

I learned to love the people in 
this little town, but it just wasn’t 
like home. So after four years, I 
ran for Sheriff in my home coun- 
ty. With the incumbent being so 
strong politically, I lost. This 
didn’t really surprise me as he 
was in a lot better financial shape 
than I was and he had a lot of 
powerful people backing him. 

After the election, I started 
realizing the answers to my ques- 
tions about why so many officers 
drink so heavily and have broken 
homes. 

I’ve been the investigator for 
this town for several years now, 
and I’ve made over 50 felony ar- 
rests and recovered about 2 
million dollars worth of stolen 
property. Then January 16, while 
my wife and I were in church, so- 
meone burned our house to the 
ground. We lost everything we 
had except what we had on. The 
night the house burned, almost 
the entire sheriff's department 
stood in the road and watched it 
burn. 

The next day, the Alabama 
state fire marshall came out to in- 
vestigate the fire. I asked him if 
he had been by the sheriff’s office 
as their investigator said he 
wanted to come out wita him. He 
said he came and talked to the 
sheriff and he told him neither he 
nor his department was going to 
get involved in the investigation

because he and I had had hard 
feelings in the past: the only thing 
I know is that I ran against him 
for sheriff. 


Then after several weeks, my 
insurance paid off but the agent 
told me they couldn’t re-insure 
me because I was a police officer 
and I had locked so many people 
up that I was considered a high 
risk. I said, ‘“You mean because I 
do the job that I’m paid to do, I 
am to be punished for it?’’ He 
said that was about right. So I 
had to get insurance with another 
company and pay $200.00 a year 
more for only 4 the coverage I 
did have. 

During my ten years in law en- 
forcement, I have been beaten, 
cursed, shot at, my wife has been 
harassed, I’ve been sued several 
times, and now my home has 
been destroyed and I’m the one 
who has to pay. Because I like to 
help people and protect them. 
And most of them don’t think as 
much of me as they do the drug 
pushers and other criminals I ar- 
rest. \ 

I may go to work tomorrow 
and make a drug raid or try to 
stop a robbery and be killed. And 
most likely, the mother of the 
child that was buying dope from 
the pusher, or the person I died 
for wouldn’t even go to my 
funeral. 
’ I’ve not reached the point 
where I do the things that I asked 
about, “‘yet,’” but I can unders- 
tand why others do.

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Cyclists should be aware, obey motorcycle safety laws

Warm weather means fun for 
motorcycle and dirt bike riders. 
But $265 in traffic fines can ruin 
‘@ good time on a motorcycle in 
a hurry, 

Furthermore, many people ap- 
parently don’t understand all the 
traffic laws governing motor- 
cycles, thus opening themselves 
for at least an embarassing talk 
with a police officer. 

“There seems to be a lot of 
confusion about the motorcycle 
laws,”’ says Pelham police Capt. 
Allan Wade. ‘‘Every year we’re 
flooded with complaints about 
them. And I’m sure other areas 
have the same problems.”’ 

As one patrolman said, ‘“‘We’d 
rather have compliance with the 
laws, than have to enforce 
them. ” 

One major misunderstanding 
among motorcycle riders, is just 
what constitutes a public road. 
Apparently, a lot of riders, and 
parents of young riders, think 
that anyone can drive any type of 
motorcycle on subdivision roads. 

Not so, says Wade. 

State motor laws apply to all 
public roads -- which include all 
city maintained roads. To drive 
on a public road first requires a 
drivers license. 

A person under 14 cannot 
operate any motorized vehicle on 
public streets. Persons 14 and 15 
years old can obtain a motorcycle 
license. 

According to state law, this 
license enables a person to 
operate ‘“‘every motorcycle, in- 
cluding every motor scooter, with 
a motor which produces not to 
exceed five brake horsepower not 
to exceed 150 cubic centimeters 
engine displacement, and weighs 
less than 200 pounds fully equip- 
ped, and every bicycle with a 
motor attached.’’ 

A regular drivers license for 
persons 16 and over enables them 
to operate any legal motor vehicle 
on public roads. 

Wade said many people ap- 
parently think that a dirt bike off

Both driver and passenger are 
also required to wear shoes and 
approved helmets. 

Wade said that absolutely no 
go-carts are allowed on public 
roads. However, he said that 
state motor vehicle laws do not 
generally apply to vehicles 
operated on private property. 

**In the past, what we’ve tried 
to do is if we catch a kid breaking 
one of these laws, we carry them 
home to their parent and ask for 
cooperation,’? Wade told the 
Reporter. ‘‘We will try and 
follow this policy, except in ag- 
gravated or repeated offenses.’’ 

Pelham imposes a $44 fine 
when it tickets an under-aged 


operator, someone driving 
without a license, or violating a 
license restriction. No tag on a 
motorcycle costs $39. No helmet 
and shoes cost $34 each, and 
equipment violations carry a $29 


fine, each. 

“‘The laws -- and especially 
motorcycle laws -- are made to 
protect the drivers,’’ Wade said. 
“If you have a wreck with a

Billy. Thompson got started as 
Shelby County Coroner back in 
the days when a call to Birm- 
ingham was still long distance. 
During his two decades as cor- 
oner, the county’s population

tripled and a large transient com- 
munity developed, creating more 
cases than ever before. 

Yet the job of county coroner 
remains a part-time job - a symp- 
tom of Shelby County’s popula- 
tion outgrowing its public ser- 
vices. 

Considering the time spent on 
investigation, filing forms, court 
appearances, gathering evidence 
and calls to death scenes at odd 
hours, it may be one of the most 
demanding part-time jobs in the 
county. 

Thompson, 51, seems a natural 
choice for the job with his 
background as a military police 
officer in the Army and his 
degree in mortuary science from 
Jefferson State University. He 
was born in Vincent and has 
worked at a Columbiana funeral 
home since 1957. 

But Thompson’s caseload mat- 
ches the county’s population 
growth. The five-term coroner 
said he could use a hand. 

‘*We started needing a deputy 


coroner magpyuyears ago,: but the . 


bills never. got through (the. . 


legislature),’’ Thompson said. 

This year the legislature will 
consider another in a long succes- 
sion of Shelby County coroner 
bills. This one cites the county’s 
increasing death rate as the 
reason for the bill. 

This bill seeks to extend the 
term of office from four years to 
six, provides for an additional ex- 
pense allowance and gives the 
coroner the power to appoint and 
pay a deputy coroner. 

The coroner’s additional 
allowance would total $5,000 a 
year, and would be taken from 
the county general fund. The 
deputy’s pay would be $100 a 
month with another $100 a 
tnonth for expenses. 

The coroner makes $400 a 
month and gets $300 for ex- 
penses. ‘‘You don’t make any 
money,”’ he said. 

A curious section of this pro- 
posed bill requires the deputy 
coroner to possess the same 
qualifications of the coroner. The 
curious fact is, state law defines 
NO qualifications for coroner ex- 
cept election. 

Another oddity in the bill is

Yet the coroner is legally re- 
quired to investigate any deaths 
occurring outside a hospital or 
those unattended by a physician. 
The job itself requires technical 
and analytical ability, familiarity 
with the criminal justice system 
and expert knowledge of human 
anatomy. 

During a call involving a 
suspected crime, Thompson goes

to the scene of the incident, takes 
pictures of the crime scene, 
preserves evidence in bags, tubes 
and envelopes, keeps track of all 
pertinent times, dates, and peo- 
ple, writes a description of the 
scene and body for the 
pathologist, sends the body to 
Birmingham, files his papers, at- 
tends court hearings and deals 
with the news media.

More than half the patients 
treated at the University of 
Alabama Hospitals at UAB last 
year were from outside Jefferson 
County. They included 405 
Shelby County residents. 

The Shelby County residents 
were provided with 3,749 days of 
care. Overall, the University 
Hospitals’ staff provided 245,787 
days of care for 26,730 patients 
during the year, according to 
James E. Moon, administrator. 

Moon said 52.3 percent of the 
patients were from outside Jet- 
ferson County, with 9.5 percent 
coming from outside Alabama, 
including a significant number 
from other countries. 

He said the figures underscore 
University Hospitals’ role as a 
major state and regional health- 


care center. 

The 863-bed hospital provides 
specialized services including 
treatment of heart disease,

Moon said that in the near 
future, a specially-equipped jet 
aircraft will become the cor- 
nerstone of the University 
Hospitals’ Critical Care 
Transport System. Referring 
physicians will use the system to 
transfer critically ill patients to 
University Hospitals and other 
hospitals from throughout the 
Southeast. ‘‘This ‘flying intensive 
care unit’ will also play a major 
support role in our organ 
transplant program,’’ 
said.

280 shopping center gets zoning approval

A new 14-acre shopping center 
planned for the 280 Corridor at 
Inverness was approved along 
with an accountant’s request to 
turn a neighborhood eyesore into 
a showplace, as the Shelby Coun- 
ty Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion met Monday night. 

The new Inverness shopping 
center is planned for the 
southwest corner of Highway 280 
and Valleydale Road. 

The 14-acres approved by the 
commission is just part of a 30 
acre development planned by 
Taylor Mathis, an Inverness real 
estate development firm. Mathis 
vice president Leo Karpeles Jr. 
said more development is plann- 
ed on the opposite side of 280. 

Karpeles showed aerial 
photographs, artists’ concep- 
tions, and maps of the new site to 
the commission, 

The planned center includes a 
large parking lot in front‘of a row 
of forward-facing stores with a 
brick facade, The walkway would 
be covered. 

Archways would set off the 
large primary food store, the 
focal point of the center. 
Landscaping is planned for the 
peripheral areas. The rear of the 


center would be surrounded by a 


fence. 

One median cut would be 
necessary across Highway 280 to 
accommodate traffic. 

Karpeles said his firm is trying 
to attract a good restaurant for 
the outer parking lot area, but 
**The temptation for a fast-food 
place is there.”’ 

The commission approved the 
B2 zoning for the center 
unanimously. There was no op- 
position to the Mathis plan. 

In other commission business, 
accountant J. Richard Walker re- 
quested suitable zoning to 
remodel and convert a vacant 
U-Tote-M building into an ac- 


counting office. 

The building, located near the 
entrance to Indian Valley Sub- 
division on Valley Dale Road, 
has been a neighborhood eyesore 
since the business closed, Walker 
said. 

He showed architectural plans, 
landscaping proposals and even 
an artist’s rendition of the sign he 
plans to put in front of the pro- 
posed office. 

Five residents of nearby Indian 
Valley Subdivision attended the 
meeting and enthusiastically sup- 
ported Walker’s plan saying the 
building was ugly and a nice land- 
scaped. accounting office would 
be a vast improvement. 


*‘Anything would be an im- 
provement,’’ one said. 

Later, Planning Director Paul 
Owen handed out a list of seven 
unresolved lawsuits filed against 
the board since 1978, listing 
Shelby County as the defendant. 

Another four cases listed were 
filed by Shelby County against 
the owners of property, mini- 
warehouses, and mobile homes. 

Commission member Blanton 
Moore asked if anyone filing suit 
against the commission could 
take his family’s personal proper- 
ty if they won. He also asked if 
the board had liability insurance. 

‘I’ve been putting this off and 
putting it off. But I think we bet- 


ter find out for sure,’’ Moore 
said. 

Owen said he asked several 
people but no one could give him 
a definite answer. He said he 
found out the law in Alabama 
hasn’t been decided on that point 
yet because no cases had gone 
through the Supreme Court on 
that subject. 

Other commission members 
said they asked several county of- 
ficials but only got ‘‘politicians’ 
letters’’ that assured support of 
the zoning commission but gave 
no definite answers. 

The board decided to try again 
to get answers from the county by 


‘ going to the county commission. 


Martin-Marietta sells plant 


Overseas investors have pur- 
chased four Martin-Marietta 
owned cement plants in this 
country, one of them in Shelby 
County. 

Charles Miller, plant manager 
of the Roberta plant between 
Montevallo and Calera, reports 
that Blue Circle Industries of 
United Kingdom Cementia and 
Holding AG of Zurich, 
Switzerland are the the new 
owners. 

The purchase price for the four 
plants will exceed $150 million, 
Miller said, adding that the sale is 
not yet final. 

With all the legalities involved, 
the plant manager estimated that 
it will take another 45-60 days to 
complete the deal. 

**We don’t forsee any changes 
in personnel or operations,’’ 
Miller told the Reporter. 

He said that the joint venture 
of the British and Swiss firm is 
their first U.S. investment. 

Eventually, he says, the new 
owners will probably open an of- 


fice in this country to oversee the 


operations of the plants located 
in Alabama, Tulsa, Oklahoma; 
Davenport, Iowa; and Atlanta, 
Ga.

county jail Monday. Because a 
bondsman can’t sign his own own 
bail bond, he was bailed out -- as 
a free service -- by Johnny 
Crawford, a competitor from 
Calera. 

McMahan, 50, the owner of A 
OK Sureties, was released on a 


$1,500 bond shortly after being 
booked on charges of second 
degree theft of property. 

The warrant for his arrest was 
signed by his former employer 
R.C. McCain, owner of OK Bon- 
ding Company in Bessemer. 

McMahan described the charge 


Columbiana bucks for grant 


Columbiana Mayor Buck 
Falkner and Councilwoman 
Jessie Jones will travel to Mon- 
tgomery later this month to hand 
deliver the city’s application for a 
$300,000 grant. 

That gesture and the $60,000 
of city tax money that the council 
agreed to put up should put the 
city in a good position to get the 
federal dollars that got away last 
year. 

It was the opinion of the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Com- 
mission, who prepared the ap- 
plication, that the city would earn 
enough points by putting up 20% 
of the money, to be awarded the 
grant. 

According to Jones, who is the 
council person in charge of 
federal grants, ‘‘This should put 
us 95% in the market to be fund- 
ed.”’ 


The purpose of the grant is to 
improve the city’s sewer system. 
Another grant the council agreed 
to go after will also be used to 
upgrade the system. 

In order to be eligible for the 
$150,000 economic development 
grant, the city had to have an in- 
dustrial prospect with the need 
for a sewer system allowing for 
future expansion. 


That requirement has been met 
since a New York based firm 
which manufactures and repairs 
pulpwood machinery is looking 
at a Columbiana site. 

In other action, the council 
voted to funnel $1,500 through 
the Park and Recreation Board to 
buy lights for the baseball field at 
Shelby County High School. 

According to Councilman 
“Lewis Walker, who presented the 


request on behalf of the Athletic 
Booster Club, one side of the 
field remained to be lighted when 
funds ran out. 

Boys between the ages of 13 
and 17 in the youth baseball 
league will be using the field for 
night games during the summer. 


The council also voted to have 
Scooby Doo’s owner Don Hoff- 
man remove the pool tables he 
has in his game room. 

Most of Hoffman’s customers 
are minors, and by law, they are 
not supposed to be in an 
establishment with pool tables 
unless accompanied by an adult. 

Police Chief Howell Horn also 
pointed out the traffic problem at 
Hoffman’s game room caused by 
the limited parking area in the 
triangle between Ferry Rd. and 
West College St.

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against him as a “‘paper case,”” 
and told the Reporter his arrest 
was designed to cut him out of 
the competition.

Looking at the present decade, 
85 prisoners have been sentenced 
since the 1980’s began. By the 


, end of the decade, 94 of them will 


be scheduled for release or parole 
consideration. 


On the other end of the scale, 


four prisoners are serving life 
terms without a parole date. Two 
are on death row. 


Those and other facts can be 
derived from a list of Shelby 
County’s state prisoners recently 
released by Alabama Board of 


Corrections spokesman Ron 
Tate. 

Only 66 of the 103 prisoners 
are actually held in state institu- 
tions. The other 37 are being held 
for the state in various county 
jails, including 32 in the Shelby 
County jail. 


Most of the prisoners are serv- 
ing time for crimes against pro- 
perty. Third degree burglary ac- 
counts for 29 prisoners, while 
grand larceny/theft put 12 in 
prison. Four were convicted of 
receiving stolen property, and 14 
were robbers of varying degree,

Since robbery is the taking of 
property with the use of threat or 
force against the victim, it also 
heads the second category, that 
of crimes against persons. 


Six rapes, 13 murders, one 
manslaughter, one kidnapping, 
and one assault resulted in prison 
sentences in Shelby County Cir- 
.cuit Court, making a total of 36 
prisoners held for crimes against 
the person. (Double counting the 
14 robbers) 

Crimes against health ac- 
counted for 14 prisoners. All 
were drug related, and 13 were 
for violations of the all- 
encompassing Alabama Uniform 
Controlled Substances Act 
(VAUCSA, in local courthouse 
jargon). 

Crimes against the administra- 
tion of justice -- which includes 
escapes and attempted escapes -- 
were committed by four 
prisoners. 

Four prisoners are youthful of- 
fenders (under 18) and their 
crimes are not listed. 

Comparing the figures with the 
1980 census statistics reveal that 
the prisoners (one for each 650 
citizens) are not a cross section of 
Shelby County’s population. 

For instance, Shelby County’s 
66,298 inhabitants are 88% 
white, 10% black, and 2% other. 
Prisoners are 70% white, 30% 
black, and 0% other. 

Shelby County’s 33,721 
women make up 51% of the 
population, but only three of 
them aré in prison. All three 
should be paroled in June. 

The following is a complete list 
(as of March 1) of state prisoners 
committed from Shelby County. 
Each prisoner’s name, race and 
sex is followed by his or her date 
of sentencing; then parole review 
date (if any); incentive good time 
release date (if any); short term 
release date; and long term 
release date.

How sad that, in every 
other respect a fine and caring 
teacher and an equally fine and 


caring Principal should bear the 
brunt of thecriticism.

Does that mean that we have to 
compromise our values with 
regard to what we want for our 
children?

I 
would sincerely hope that in view 
of the circumstances and with 
some degree of soul-searching, 
that your choice would be a 
dedicated search for viable alter- 
natives, rather than the under- 
mining of what has always been 
and will continue to be one of the 
finest schools and faculties that 
our County is fortunate enough 
to have. The choice is yours.

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_ Piedmont presidency seeker barnstorms 


by Bart Slawson 

Gerald Willis brought his 
presidential campaign to Colum- 
biana for the first time Thursday 
where he met voters in the Shelby 
County courthouse, on the rainy 
streets and in the stores, 

Willis, 43, of Piedmont, is 
seeking the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the 1984 presidential 
election. He is closely following 
the strategy of former President 
Andrew Jackson. 

“It’s my first visit here,” 
Willis Says. “‘I was surprised. The 
majority of the people I spoke 
with recognized me from televi- 
sion and pictures in front of my 
house.” 

The Alabama office seeker 
describes himself as a lumber- 
man, farmer, cattleman, 
businessman, former county 
commissioner, and _ state 
legislator. 

To set the tone for his long- 
shot candidacy,: the self-styled 
“Common Man’s Candidate’ 
uses Andrew Jackson’s campaign 
slogan: ‘‘Let the People Rule.” 
He says he patterned his cam- 
paign and political life after ‘“‘his 
political idol,’’ the seventh presi- 
dent. 

In fact, Willis thinks he 
resembles Jackson. 

**Jackson was the first com- 
mon man and the only common 
man we’ve had as President. He 
got what he had the hard way,”’ 
Willis said. 

During his swing through Col- 
umbiana, Willis stopped off at 
the Reporter office to express his 
general campaign outlook. 


“We feel like people are left 
out of government too much to- 
day. The only action they seem to 
use in Washington is more 
regulation and more taxing. Peo- 
ple originally came over to the 
U.S. because of over taxing and 
religious persecution. I think 
we’re right on the door of that to- 
day,’’ he says. 

Willis, like many politicians, 
thinks the economy is the na- 
tion’s number one problem. His 
proposal to solve it is original. 
Willis. said the U.S. should 
develop foreign markets for 
farmers first. 

“‘Our farmers can feed the en- 
tire world if we let them. The 
booming farm industry would set 
off a chain reaction to improve 
the rest of the economy. It would 
put about eight million people 
back to work on be@ildings, cars, 
and energy,’”’ he contends. 

If Willis becomes president, he 
wants to dismantle the Federal 
Reserve System. ‘‘I think we need 
some controls on the Federal 
Reserve,” he explains. ‘Ever 
since it’s creation in 1913, the 
Federal Reserve has controlled 
every upturn and downturn we’ve 
had.”’ Willis says Andrew 
Jackson faced the same sitnation 
when he became president in 
1829. 

“The banking system at that 
time was just like it is today. It 
was treating people badly. They 
had a high rate of interest and it 
had stalled the economy,’ he 
says. 

The homespun candidate said 
the Federal Reserve is one of the

least understood institutions in 
America today. Although most 
people think it is a branch of the 
government, Willis says it is ac- 
tually a business. 

“It’s a private enterprise that 
prints out money for nothing and

charges interest on it. I’d like a 
set-up like that,’’ he laughs. 

According to Willis, the 
Federal Reserve works like this: 
You take $1,000 to your bank 
and put it in savings. Then the 
bank can lend $10,000 on it. In 
some of the world banks, they 
can lend $20,000 on it. 

“It’s fractional banking. They 
don’t have to have real money in 
the bank,’’ Willis complains. 

The ‘‘common man’s can- 
didate’’ may seem common, but 
he’s already got a campaign 
organization with branches in 40 
states. His most active groups are 
in Iowa and New Hampshire 
because of the early (and impor- 
tant) primaries or caucuses held 
in those states. 

“‘My strategy is getting the 
grassroots people to vote for 
me,”’ Willis says. ‘‘We feel like 
the home folks are most impor- 
tant in a campaign.”’ 

Although Willis stopped by the 
courthouse and Reporter office, 
one seemingly key contact he did 
not.make was with Shelby Coun- 
ty Democratic Party Chairman 
Jim King. 

**I never knew he (Willis) was 
here,”’ says King. “‘He never call- 
ed or came by to see me. It’s 
usual to touch base with the local 
party people -- with the grass 
roots.”’ 

Willis says he is avoiding 
special interest groups early on so 
he doesn’t have to bow to their 
wishes later.

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§ Beat 13 zoning 


election called

A zoning election has been call- 
ed for Shelby County’s Beat 13. 
Backers of the proposal contend 
that zoning will allow for con- 
trolled growth on the eastern side 
of the booming U.S. 280 cor- 
ridor. 

Ballots will be cast Saturday, 
April 30 at Bowles Creek Church. 

If successful, the election will 
make Beat 13 the second area 
outside the municipalities, to ap- 
prove any zoning laws. 

Beat 12 is the only part of the 
county currently under such con- 
trol. 

Beat 13 includes the area along 
the Jefferson/Shelby County line 
north-east of U.S. 280, and from 
280 east to just below the rest 
area on Oak Mountain. Only 
about 147 people inhabit the sec- 
tion. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden called the election Mon- 
day, March 28 after receiving a 
petition signed by 25 qualified 
voters. 

That petition requested the 
vote to make zoning regulations, 
a master plan and the authority 

of the Shelby County Planning 


a: sion applicable to Beat 


The “‘master plan’’ refers to a 
county land use map. 


In order to seek the election, 
petitioners had to be registered 
voters and real estate owners 
who did not live within a 
municipality. 

The push for Beat 13 zoning 
comes form the Horizon 280 
Association. 

Leo Karpeles, president of the 
association, told the Reporter, 
‘“‘We got the wheels in motion 
because we had quite a few 
members who are land owners, 
but who don’t have a vote.”’ 

He pointed out that the west 
side of U.S. 280 is zoned office 
and institutional and, ‘‘... we 
didn’t want a plant or anything 
that would not be compatible’’ to 
be built across the highway. 

Zoning, Karpeles, added will 
protect land values. 

Currently Southern Ready Mix 
is the only plant operating in the 
beat. 

Karpeles said that plant has 
already begun construction to 
move 700 feet off the highway 
right of way and to screen itself 
from view. If the zoning question 
passes, the plant will operate as a 
non conforming use of land 

under a grandfather clause. 
Karpeles explained that 
orizon 280 is a non profit 
corporation formed to promote

Calera policeman’s accuser convicted

Allegations of unnecessary 
force still hang over a Calera 
policeman. But the man involved 
in the confrontation from which 
the allegations stem, has been 
found guilty of charges against 
him. 

After listening to conflicting 
testimony on Jerry Melton’s ar- 
rest, Calera Municipal Court 
Judge Eason Mitchell found the 
defendant guilty of disorderly 
conduct and resisting arrest. 


The arrest in January had pro- 
mpted the defendant’s ex-wife, 
Shirley Jackson, to ask the coun- 
cil to fire Calera police officer 
Billy O’Bryan for using un- 
necessary force against Melton. 

A complaint Melton registered 
with the FBI that his civil rights 


had been violated, resulted in an 
investigation of the Calera 
policeman. 

The council had refused to take 
any action against O’Bryan until 
learning the outcome of the FBI 
investigation. 


When contacted by the 
Reporter on Tuesday, FBI special 
agent Lloyd Warnken said the 


Birmingham office completed | : d 
“ Melton’s yelling and cursing had 


their investigation in February. 

Their report, he explained, was 
sent to the Justice Department in 
Washington D.C, for a decision. 

Judge Mitchell pointed out 
that he couldn’t rule on whether 
the finger bending constituted 
unnecessary force. The reason, 
he said, was because it happened 
after Melton had been taken into 
custody. 


During his testimony, O’Bryan 
admitted that he had bent back 
the middle finger on Melton’s 
= hand in order to subdue 


v1 contested point in the case 
concerned whether the arresting 
officer, Charles ‘‘Red’’ Johnson, 
had gone into Melton’s house to 
make the arrest. 

Johnson had placed the defen- 
dant under arrest because 


interfered with his duties at the 
scene of an accident. 

O’Bryan and Deputy Sheriff 
Jim Walters had responded to 
Johnson’s call for assistance after 
Melton said he wouldn’t go to 
jail, according to the testimony 
of the three officers 

The deputy and O’Bryan back- 
ed up Johnson’s statement that 


he had gone into the house where 
Melton lives with his ex-wife to 
make the arrest. 

Walters testifed that Johnson 
had papers in one hand when he 
grabbed hold of Melton. So 
Walters took Melton’s arm and 
told Johnson to let go. 


Wrecker operator J. A. Col- 
eman, who had been called to the 
wreck scene by the city, concur- 
red with that version of what had 
happened. 

However, when they took the 
stand, Melton and his ex-wife 
declared that Johnson had never 
gone inside the house. 

Howard Cannady, a rebuttal 
witness called by the city, said 
O’Bryan and Walters had been 
inside the house several minutes 
before Johnson went in.

Probe seeks facts in school allegations

It may be slow. But superinten- 
dent Charles Knowles said the 
probe he’s launched into allega- 
tions against four county school 
officials will be accurate and ob- 
jective. 

Knowles is seeking first-hand 
information on allegations 
against Shelby County High 
School principal Don Bulger, 
assistant principal Juanita 
Lightsey, substitute bus driver 
Edwina Lightsey Jones, and 
county dietitian Pat Bulger. 

The probe, he said, will not be 
hasty. Neither would he commit 
himself to a completion date, 
other than to say it needs to be as 
soon as possible for the good of 
all involved. 

‘*We’re trying to nail this situa- 


tion down as quickly as possible 
without sacrificing accuracy and 
effectiveness,’’ he said. ‘“You can 
get on the phone and gossip for 
hours and not find any facts.’’ 

“We're trying to determine 
which of those people (who sign- 
ed a petition containing the 
allegations) have first hand 
knowledge they’ll let us have,”’ 
Knowles said. ' 

Friday and Monday he mailed 
62 letters to the petition signers 
from his office in Columbiana. 


Tuesday, across the street from 
Knowles’ office, in the prin- 
cipal’s office at SCHS, Don 
Bulger admitted that the allega- 
tions are disturbing him, his 450 
students and teachers. Bulger 
looked tired.

Reader calls traffic ticket no big deal 


Letter to Editor: 

Last Saturday, while visiting 
my Mother, I was presented with 
a copy of your paper. My Mother 
was quick to point out that I had 
paid a fine of $47.50 in Wilton 
for improper passing. 

Needless to say, she was very 
upset that I had committeed such 
an atrocious crime. It was 
reported, not once, but twice on 
the same page. She was in an ad- 
vanced stage of shock. 


It took the rest of my visit to 
point out that this was not really 
that bad, that your paper was not 
the Atlanta Journal, or Chicago 
Tribune, and maybe you chaps 
were at a loss for newsworthy 
events to report. After all, there 
were no cattle shows in town, nor 
elections being run. It appeared 
that page A-4 was strictly a scan- 
dal sheet anyway. 

After thinking about this crime 
for a while, I thought that 
perhaps others who know me 
were equally shocked, so I am go- 
ing to try to tell ‘the other side of 
the story, page 2.”’ 

First of all, it is no big deal to 


receive a traffic citation in 
Wilton. This town is famous for 
its fairness in traffic law enforce- 
ment. Everyone gets a ticket for 
something if they go through 
Wilton frequently, especially 
truck drivers. 

I drive an 18 wheeler for my 
livelyhood. I drive between 300 
and 500 miles each day. I am a 
professional at my job in every 
sense of the word. I have driven 
almost a million miles without a 
chargeable accident. This is third 
paying ticket I have ever had in 
35 years of driving everything 
from a motorcycle to a bulldozer. 


On the day in question, I was 
running north on Highway 25 
and pulled in behind a 6 wheeled 
meat truck just north of Center- 
ville, traveling 30 to 35 miles per 
hour. The road- was wet from a 
rain shower and every time I at- 
tempted to pass, the driver would 
pull to the center of the road in a 
deliberate attempt to keep me 
from passing. 

Just north of Seaman’s Wood 
Mill, he slowed to 20 miles per 
hour. I knew he would take ad- 


vantage of the double yellow line, 
so I backed off and when I went 
around him, I was moving on. 
Before I passed I could see for 
over % mile. The only hazard 
there was Wilton Post Office. 
With all the empty lots in Wilton, 
it is a mystery to my why this 
Post Office was placed right on 
Highway 25. 


At any rate, 1 was approx- 
imately 1,519 feet away from this 
Post Office. Traveling at a rate of 
speed of 84.39 feet per second, it 
took me about 12 seconds to pass 
this clown. I could have stopped 
my truck dead still in less than 5 
seconds, or 422 feet, leaving 
almost 100 feet clear if traffic had 
been present at the Post Office 
drive. 

I questioned the Wilton 
policeman about the double 
yellow line on that stretch of road 
and his answer was, ‘‘We’ve had 
some bad wrecks out there, so we 
had to put it there.’’ Bull. Double 
yellow lines running past that 
Post Office does not stop ac- 
cidents. 

I was born and raised in this 


neck of the woods, and people 
have been running over folks at 
Wilton as far back as I can 
remember. Drivers in Wilton are 
fearless. 

Even after I received this cita- 
tion, I had to stop in the road to 
let a good sister turn into the Post 
Office. It did not worry her that I 
was traveling 40 miles per hour, 
grossing 88,000 pounds. She 
bravely pulled out in her little 
1964 Nova, which appeared to 
have just been driven off the 
show room floor that very morn- 
ing. 

As I sat there in the road, I 
noticed that before she got out of 
the car, she reached into her 
purse and pulled out her eye 
glasses so she could see to walk to 
the Post Office. 

Many times traffic control 
devices cause more problems 
than they eliminate. I feel strong- 
ly this is the case in Wilton with 
the double yellow line, and yes, 
‘the policeman too,

Hibbs told his team after the 


Simmons steps down

Larry Simmons has resigned as 
Thompson High School’s head 
football coach. 

Donnie Kennedy, selected to 
fill his shoes, has declined the 
honor. 

Allen Fulton, principal of 
THS, made both surprise an- 
nouncements Friday. 

Simmons will remain as 
athletic director of the school un- 
til the end of this school year 
because of contract obligations. 

He will also remain at the 
school teaching in some capacity 
and presently serves as driving in- 
structor. 

The coach stated positively 
that he has no desire to leave 
THS. 

During 12 years at Thompson, 
Simmons put together 100 wins 
against 26 losses and one tie. 

Last season, he coached his 
Warriors to a perfect 14-0 season 
and the state championship of 3A 
high school football. 

His career record stands at 104 
wins, 41 losses and one tie. The 
single tie came against the 
Montevallo Bulldogs. 

Simmons has been in football 
18 years with a record that would 
be envied by most. 

Why resign? Was it because he 
had already reached the top with 
a state championship? 

According to the coach, 
‘*People would say that was the 
main reason but it was not. 

**Coaching is very demanding 
and it takes a lot out of you. For 

12 years I’ve worked real hard to 
motivate kids. I guess I’m tired 
and need a rest.’’ 

The former Warrior helmsman 
said that he has had to pace 
himself because of an ulcer. 

He stressed, ‘‘You have to be 
willing to give 110% if you ask 
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your players to give 110%... The 
last couple of years I have not.” 

Simmons said he is not tired of 
‘coaching’ but he is tired of 
motivating himself. 

He said one advantage of get- 
ting out will be the chance to see 
what else life has to offer. 

Simmons told the THS coaches 
of his decision at 11:15 a.m. Fri- 
day and he met with Warrior 
football players at 11:30 a.m. 

When asked how he made it 
through the announcement, the 
coach said, ‘‘l1 made it pretty 
good with the coaches but not 
with the players. 

‘**Any team needs a leader and 
I guess today their leader left 
them.’’ Simmons said that he 
supported the selection of Ken- 
nedy as his replacement. 

And prior to his decision not to 
take the head coaching job, Mon- 
day, Kennedy told the Reporter 
that he felt the job would be his. 

In deciding not to take the 


position offered him, Kennedy | 


told Fulton that he had been hap- 
py as an assistant. 

He also stated that he could 
best serve the team as the assis- 
tant to whoever takes Simmons’ 
place. 

Kennedy gave some indication 
that he really did not want to be 
head coach, Friday. 

He told the Reporter when it 
was announced that job was his,

Relating to the City of Pelham, to 
provide for and create the Pelham 
Municipal Racing Commission for 
the regulating, licensing, and supervi- 
sion of greyhound racing, and wager: 
ing thereon; to prescribe the com- 
position, appointment, terms of of- 
fice, powers and duties of the com- 
mission; to authorize and empower 
Racing Commission to issue revenue 
bonds for purpose of acquiring land 
and construction of race tracks; to 
prescribe certain qualifications for 
for licenses; to provide for 
and regulate the pari-mute! method of 
wagering within the enclosure of 
licensed race tracks; to provide for 
the levying of a special gross receipt 
tax on items sold on premises and 
the distribution thereof; to prescribe 
certain rules and regulations in addi- 
tion to those that may be pro- 
mulgated by the Racing Commission; 
to provide for the distribution and ap- 
propriation of license fees, taxes, 
commissions, and other monies 
received under the provisions of this 
act; to provide certain penaities for 
the violation of this act and for other 
purposes relative thereto; to further 
define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters 
of the City on the question of whether 
the act will become effective in the 
City. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1: A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the powers and 
duties specified in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to exec ‘te fully and effec- 
tually the purposes of the Act. The of- 
ficial name of said Commission shall 
be the Pelham Municipal Racing 
Commission, the same being 
sometimes referred to herein as the 
Racing Commission or the Commis- 
sion. 


Said Commission shall consist of 
three (3) persons who shail be ap- 
pointed by the governing body of the 
municipality in which the genera! 
legislative powers of Such municipali- 
ty are vested. Each such member 
shall hold office for a term of three (3) 
years from the effective date of the 
appointment; provided, however, that 
the initial term of office on one (1) 
Commissioner shall expire after the 
end of the first year of appointment, 
the initial term of office of one (1) 
Commissioner shall expire after the 
end of the second year of appoint- 
ment, and the initial term of office of 
the fast Commissioner shal! expire 
after the end of the third year of ap- 
pointment, and thereafter, ail ap- 
pointments or reappointments shall 
be for the aforesaid term of three (3) 
years, which said terms shall expire 
on the last day of the year three (3) 
years subsequent to the expiration of 
the prior term of appointment. Any 
vacancies created in the Commission 
shail be filled by appointment by the 
governing body of the municipality in 
which the legislative powers are 
vested and in the sarne manner as set 
out for the original appointment of 
the Commissioners above. 

Section 2. All books, records,

Section 3, The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one years of 
age, who shall have resided in the Ci- 
ty for the period of three (3) years next 
preceding their appointment. Each 
Commissioner shali take the same 
constitutional oath of office as other 
municipal officers, and shall give 
bond payable to the municipality in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
ed that hé will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
public relations, and architectural 
firms for assistance in implementing 
and enforcing its duties under this 
act.

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the 
Racing Commission to carry out the 
provisions of this Act; and it shall 
have the following specific duties:

(2) To make an annual report to the 
governing body of the Municipality of 
its operation, showing its own ac- 
tions and rulings, and receipts deriv- 
ed under the provisions of this Act, 
and such suggestions as It may deem 
proper for the more effective ac- 
complishment of the purpose of this 
Act. 

(3) To require each applicant to set 
forth on his application for a license 
to operate a race meeting the follow- 
ing information; 

(a) The full name of the person, 
partnership, association, or 
tion, and If a corporation, the name.of 
the State under which the same is in- 
corporated, and the name of the cor- 
poration's agents for service of pro- 
cess within the State of Alabama. 

(b) The names of the partners or 
members, and, if an association or 
corporation, the names of the 
stockholders and officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation or the names 
of the members, officers and direc- 
tors of the association. 

(c) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting and a complete set of ar- 
chitect's renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of construction, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with a statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the per- 
son, firm or corporation making such 
application. 

(d) Whether the racing pliant is own- 
ed or leased, and if leased, the name 
and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of 
the officers and directors thereof, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shalt prevent any person, 
association, or corporation from ap- 
plying to the Commission for a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed. 

(e) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(f) To disclose any indictment for or 
conviction of any felony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving a 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person financially 
interested in said applicant. 

(g) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of evary appii- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the City. 

(6) All books. records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shall at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of 
Alabama, or of any county, 
municipality, or other subdivision of 
the State, or of any official in- 
vestigative body or committee having 
authority to investigate the affairs of 
the commission, and no person hav- 
ing charge or custody thereof shall 
refuse this right to any officer or in- 
vestigative body or committee, and it 
shall be the express duty of such per- 
son to assist such officer or commit- 
tee in locating records or information 
desired by them. Any member or 
employee of the Commission who 
violates the provisions of this section 
shall be removed from office and 
forfeit his bond. 

Section 8. Any person, association, 
or corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the City shall have the 
right to apply to the Commission, 
subject to the provisions of this Act, 
and to hold and conduct one or more 
face meetings at such tract each 
year,. provided that no such license 
shail be granted to any person, 
association, or corporation, or to any 
track, for a period longer than two 
hundred fifty (250) racing days in any 
one (1) year 

Section 9. The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
80 that any such track shall conduct a 
charity day or days of racing for any 
one or more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 
Status as provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fits derived from the operation of 
such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes for such day's 
operations shall be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted. The charity trust fund 
shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission.

which profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the City or any agency 
thereof for such days’ operations.

Section 10. it is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Pelham, by pro- 
viding an increased tax base, jobs for 
the citizens herein, and promotion of 
tourism, recreation and the overall 
well being of the citizens,herein, It is 
further the intent of this act to pro- 
vide for strict local control of the rac- 
ing plant or plants and the operation 
of said plant by Peiham citizens so as 
to minimize the possibility of 
undesirable gambiing elements from 
ever controlling this industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shall be 
employed in any manner about said 
race track except as exercise boys, 
handiers, grooms, ushers and con- 
cessionaires; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
attend any race. 

Section 12. (a) On or before the

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been ted with notice in 
writing specitying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor- 
tunity 1o face and examine his ac- 
cusors, call witnesses, and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 14. The Commission is em- 
powered to compel the production of 
any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association of corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whereever it has reason to believe 
that such employee or official is guil- 
ty of any improper practice in con- 
nection with racing, has failed to 
comply with any condition of the 
license, or has violated any rule 
adopted by the Commission. The 
Commission shall have the power to 
require that the books and financial 
or other statements of any licensee 
be kept in a manner and method pro- 
vided by the Commission; and the 
Commission shall be authorized to 
visit, investigate, and place auditors 
and inspectors in the offices, tracks, 
or place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it. 

Section 15. The Commission shail 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing forms or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tion with the wagering machines, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
tixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion In accordance witfr the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. 

The Commission may deny or 
revoke a license to any person who 
has been refused or denied a license 
by any other'state racing commission 
or racing authority. 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutual Wagering" shall be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise. Only the persons, 
associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shall restrict and confine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 


‘of races shall be illegal, and any or all 


wagering outside of the enclosure of 
such races, where such races shall 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be illegal. 

No person or Corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any 
Qfatulty and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
s0n anything of value. ¥ 

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, @ tax in an amount equal to six 
Percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act, The commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (16%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the six 
percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the six percent 
(6%) for the use of the commission 
and the percentage commission of 
the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each pool shall 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shail 
generally conform to practices now In 
effect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 


known as the “breaks to a dime". The 
remaining one-half (v2) of the 
“breaks” shall be paid to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion a8 a breaks tax. Under the pari- 
mutuel system of wagering herein 
Provided, the licensee shall be per- 
mitted to provide separate pools for 
bets to win, place and show and also 
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thereof. 

Section 20. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other monies including 
fines and forfeitures received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission and shall be for- 
thwith deposited or caused to be 
deposited to the account of THE 
PELHAM MUNICIPAL RACING COM- 
MISSION. Deposits shall, to the ex- 
tent practicable, be deposited in in- 
terest bearing accounts or securities. 
Ali such monies remaining after pay- 
ment of the expenses incurred in the 
administration of this Act, including 
the payment of the salaries and @x- 
penses of the members and 
employees of the Commussion shall 
be distributed within forty-five (45) 
days of receipt by the Commission as 
follows: 

(a) Five percent (5%) to the Shelby 
County Board of Educaiton. 

(b) Two percent (2%) to go for 
higher education in Shelby County. 

(c) One percent (1%) to be used by 
the County governing body to up- 
grade law enforcement in the County. 

(d) Ninety two percent (92%) of this 
amount shall remain unearmarked 
and may be spent in any manner, pro- 
vided by law, for the benefits of the 
citizens of Pelham, by the City gover- 
ning body thereof. 

Section 21. The provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to the running of 
races conducted by any state fair 
association or city fair asociation 
which hoids not more than one 
meeting annually and which restricts 
such annual meeting to three (3) days 
or less. 

Section 22. It shall be illegal for any 
corporation, association, or person to 
directly or indirectly hold any dog 
race without having procured a 
license as prescribed in this Act. It 
shall be illegal for any person to 
wager upon the results of such @ 
race, except in the pari-mutuel 
method of wagering when the same 
is conducted by a licensee and upon 
the grounds or enclosure of said 
licensee. 

Section 23. No person who 
engages in the practice of profes- 
sional gambling on dog races, or in 
the practice of making gambling or 
wagering books on such races, or 
who knowingly takes any part in such 
practices, shall be eligible as an ap- 
plicant for any license or permit to 
operate a race track or a race meeting 
under the provisions of this Act, or to 
be connected therewith in any 
capacity; and any association or cor- 
poration which has an officer, direc- 
tor, stockholder, executive or any 
other person financially interested 
therein or employs any person who 
engages in such practices shall 
likewise be ineligible as a licensee, 
and the Commission is hereby em- 
powered to Inquire into such matters 
in entertaining any such applications 
and otherwise administering this Act. 

Section 24. it shall be iilegal for any 
person to influence or have any 
understanding or connivance with 
any owner, groom, or other person 
associated with or interested in any 
kennel, dog, or race in which any dog 
participates, or to prearrange or 
predetermine the results of any such 

. face, Or any person to stimulate or 
depress a dog for the purpose of al- 
fecting the results of a race. 

Section 25. it shall be unlawful for 
any person to transmit or com- 
municate to another by any means 
whatsoever the results, changing 
odds, track conditions, or any other 
information relating to any race from 
any race track in the city, between the 
period of time beginning one (1) hour 
prior to the first race of any day and 
ending thirty (30) minutes after the 
Posting of the official results of each 
face, as to that particular race, except 
that this period may be reduced to 
permit the transmitting of the results 
of the last race each day not sooner 
that fiften (15) minutes after the of- 
ficial posting of such results. Provid- 
ed, however, that the Commission 
may, by rule, permit the immediate 
transmission by radio, television, or 
press wires of any pertinent informa- 
tion concerning feature races. 

It shall be uniawtul for any person 
to transmit by any means whatsoever 
racing Information to any person, or 
to relay the same to any other person 
by word of mouth, by signal, or by use 
of telephone, telegraph, radio, or any 
other means, when the information is 
knowingly used or intended to be us- 
ed for illegal gambling purposes, of in 
furtherance of such gambling pur- 


poses. 

Section 26. All laws or parts of laws 
in conflict with the Act are repealed, 

Section 27. The provisions of this 
Act are severable, In the event any 
section of part thereof Is declared in- 
valid, such declaration shall not af- 
fect the validity of the part and sec- 
tions which remain. 

Section 28, The municipal govern- 
ing body shall within thirty (30) days 
from the etfective date of this Act call 
and provide for holding a referendum 
for the purpose of determining if this 
Act shall become operative. The 
referendum shall be held within nine- 
ty (90) days trom the effective date of 
this Act and shal! be advertised, held, 
conducted and the results thereot 
canvassed in the manner provided by 
law for advertising, holding and can- 
vassing municipal bond elections.

Continued from page X-1 
was also used for planes that used 
the emergency landing field. The 
hangar cost $8,847. 

On July 25, 1935, Thad Holt, 
Alabama Director of the WPA, 
included in the list of new work 
relief projects ten communities in 
Shelby County which would have 
new school houses built: Colum- 
biana, Shelby,  Siluria, 
Montevallo, Calera, Harpersville 
Helena, Almont and two at Vin- 
cent. 

The WPA also provided jobs 
for women. It was called the 
WPA Sewing Room Project and 
employed some 43 women, most 
of which were bread winners for 
their families. This project was 
under the supervision of Mrs. 
Ruth C. Baker who was in charge 
of both sewing rooms in Calera 
and Columbiana. Between 
September 1935 and July 1936, 
the group made 7,048 garments 
that were turned over to the 
Public Welfare Department for 
distribution. 

Oak Mountain State Park in 
Shelby County, also a WPA pro- 
ject, employed some 1,000 men 
drawn from National Reemploy- 
ment Service and polls of WPA 
eligibles. 

Montevallo’s post office was 
not a WPA project but its erec- 
tion in 1935-36 was an asset for 
construction workers. At a cost 
of $52,000, the work was com- 
pleted in February 1937. Ten pro- 
perty owners in Montevallo sub- 
mitted their tracts of land for sale 
as the possible building site. 

Among them were J.R. Lewis, 
Mrs. F. May Lymdn, James 
Albright, J.R. Johnson, L.A. 
Crowe, H.E. Latham, L.D. 
Gilbert, T.W. Cox, J.A. Brown 
and D.C. Wilson. Prices ranged 


from $2,500 to $8,000. 

The T.W. Cox family was paid 
$6,000 for the lot where the post 
office now stands. The house on 
the lot was moved to the next lot, 
and is today used as an apartment 
building. 

Artists got hungry during the 
depression too. The giant mural 
painted on the wall in the lobby 
of the post office was a WPA 
project, and painted by an artist 
named McCall. 

How did the people survive the 
depression? Apparently they kept 


busy. Church attendance was, 


high and church news appeared 
often in the newspapers from 
revival results, to people who 
were baptized to who was bring- 
ing the morning message next 
Sunday. 

Baseball was popular between 
the communities of Montevallo, 
Aldrich, Dogwood, Pea Ridge, 
Boothton and others. Car sales 
were high (believe it or not) and 
Ford and Chevrolet would 
publish periodically how many 
cars were made and sold. 

Movies thrived and the Strand 
Theater in Montevallo was no ex- 
ception due to the extensive 
renovation project done by Eddie 
Watson in 1935. These im- 
provements made his theater one 
of the most attractive in the cen- 
tral section of the state. 

During the 1930’s, over 80,000 
people per week saw films in the 
United States. Movies such as 
Charlie Chaplin’s ‘Modern 
Times’ (1936) created an at- 
mosphere of the hard times peo- 
ple were experiencing but his an- 
tics on the silver screen kept 
many people going by watching 
and laughing at his comedy. 
Chaplin’s use of music was ap- 
propriate for the hard times ex-

The State Ethics Commission 
and county board of education 
are dropping investigations into 
allegations against Pat Bulger. 

However, as of Tuesday even- 
ing, the Ethics Commission had 
made no announcement concern- 
ing its investigation of three other 
school personnel, including 
Shelby County High principal 
Don Bulger. 

The allegations against Pat 
Bulger, who is coordinator of 
pupil personnel services for the 
county board of education, deal 
with a house she rents from the 
board of education. 

Pat Bulger called the allega- 
tions against her ‘‘ridiculous.’’ 

The Ethics Commission and 
county school superintendent 
Charles Knowles were asked to 
investigate a list of allegations 
against all four school personnel 
at the request of Wayne Sikes and 
some 60 other concerned Colum- 
biana area parents. 

However, a March 30 letter to 
Pat Bulger from Ethics Commis- 
sion director Melvin Cooper 
eeeecomee tee staf SE tigiEthics 


regard to the allegations since 
they were not substantiated by 
the evidence. Furthermore, we 
will recommend that the case be 
closed.”’ 

Knowles told the Reporter 
Tuesday morning that his office 
would follow suit and drop all 
aspects of its investigation into 
Pat Bulger.

Vincent murder suspect 
gets second day in court

Last August Hulen Lee Wilson 
was convicted of murder. 

However, that conviction has 
been reversed and the 49-year old 
Vincent man will apparently have 
a second chance to try and con- 
vince a jury he acted in self 
defense when he killed James B. 
Davis. 

Last week Wilson’s attorney, 
Jim ‘Pino, received word of the 
reversal from the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals. 

A spokesman for the Shelby 
County District Attorney’s office 
said the case will now be placed 
on a pre-trial docket to give the 
defendant the opportunity to 
enter a plea. 

If Wilson chooses not to do so, 
a new trial date will be set. 

The key point in the criminal 
court’s decision to reverse the 
conviction involved testimony 
given by state forensic 
pathologist Dr. Joseph Embry. 

His demonstration of the alleg- 
ed. position Davis was in when the 
shot was fired, and testimony on 
the angle of the gun was con- 
sidered too prejudicial and out- 
side the scope of his expertise. 

Evidence presented by the pro- 
secution at Wilson’s trial seemed 
to indicate the shooting could not 
have happened the way Wilson 


claimed it did. 

The two men were living 
together in Davis’ trailer in Vin- 
cent at the time of the shooting. 

Wilson told the jury that he 
had awakened in the early morn- 
ing hours of February 9 to find 
Davis standing over him naked. 

He went on to recount that 
Davis threatened to kill him if he 
didn’t take part in a sexual act 
with him. 

Wason said he managed to get 
away, went to Davis’ room, and 
picked up a loaded shotgun he 
knew was there. 

He encountered Davis in the 
hall, and ducked under his 
outstretched arm as Davis ap- 
proached, Wilson said. Then he 
turned and fired as Davis lunged 
at him again, Wilson testified. 

The height of the blood splat- 
tered on the wall and.the severe 
downward angle at which the 
shot entered the victim’s neck 
had convinced the jury that 
Wilson was guilty, however. 

The prosecution contended 
Davis had to be either sitting or 
kneeling at the time and not lung- 
ing at Wilson as the defendant 
claimed. 

Wilson had been in the Shelby 
County jail until he was released 
last week on a $10,000 appeals 
bond.

Reason behind SCHS probe explained 


Letter to the Editor: 

Many people may not unders- 
tand the reasons behind the cur- 
rent investigations into Shelby 
County High School. I offer the 
following comments in an effort 
to inform those who are unaware 
of our reasoning for pushing 

_ these investigations. 

_ It is neither our intent, nor 
desire, to create turmoil among 
the students. Quite the contrary, 
we are attempting to correct cer- 
tain problems and conditions that 
exist. Our best interests lie in 
pressing for those changes that 
have been needed for so long. 
Any time you attempt to make 
changes in the system, you are 
certain to see some amount of 
unrest, criticism, fear, and 
upheaval. 

Last week’s letter to the editor 
by the student council officers 
shows that at least three students 
are proud of SCHS. Why haven’t 

we heard from more proud 
students? Did the officers of the 
student council take a poll of the 
student body prior to writing that 
letter? Had they done so, they 
might have heard complaints of 
harassment, threats and retalia- 
tion by teachers and/or the prin- 
cipal, concerns over the un- 
sanitary conditions of the school 
building, problems regarding the 
use of drugs and alcohol on cam- 
pus, repeated use of profanity by 
the principal in the presence of 
teachers and students, distress of 
the students and teachers over the 
lack of discipline, showing of 
racial prejudice by some of the 
faculty, and the moral turpitude 
of some of the individuals whom 
our children have been taught to 
respect. Perhaps the student 
council officers should conduct 
such a poll in order to voice a 
realistic opinion. 

Certainly there have been 
many excellent students who have 
graduated from SCHS, many of 
whom have gone on to higher 
education, and there will be 
more, However, how many more 
might there have been had they 
been afforded the guidance they 


needed, the college preparatory 
courses, the leadership that 
would instill a sense of honesty, 
pride, and respect in them, and 
an administration that makes 
education its top priority placing 
sports, such as football, in the 
context of an extra curricular ac- 
tivity, as was originally intended?

Some at SCHS fear for 
their teaching positions should 
they dare to speak out, or they 
simply stay to themselves in order 
to avoid the administration. If 
the school were run like a team, 
with team effort, (rather than 
Mr. Bulger acting as dictator with 
teachers as subjects and students 
as peons), perhaps SCHS could 
be a winner scholastically. 

The solution to a better educa- 
tional system is involvement, no 
complacency. It is time for the 
people to speak. It is time to put 
our priorities in order. The 
businessmen of this town who 
fear a loss of business if they 
buck the ‘‘clique’’ are merely 
shrugging their responsibilities as 
a citizen of this community. 
Change is the natural order of 
things and although often hated, 
change is the only thing that has 
brought progress. We are trying 
to progress toward an educa- 
tional system which will instill 
honesty, dignity, and respect in 
our children, not obedience 
through fear for those in authori- 
ty. Education is not merely a 
preparation for life but is life 
itself. Sometimes silence is not 
golden -- just yellow.

Iam a parent of the Thompson 
schools, but more importantly, a 
parent of the Shelby County 
School System. 

Recently, we have had a few 
people concerned over conditions 
in our schools, and rightly so. 
Last night I attended a meeting of 
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the Shelby County Parent- 
Teacher Council. A total of 15 
people were present at this 
meeting. This is indicative of one 
of our local educational pro- 
blems, i.e., not enough people 
are concerned. 

In 1981, the State of Alabama 
ranked number 50 in the nation 
in expenditures per pupil and 
number 48 in the teacher to pupil 
ratio. If you are looking for some 
comfort in these pitiful statistics 
you might say we have no way to 
go but up. 


In terms of local revenue con- 
tributed by us to fund our Shelby 
County School system, we con- 
tribute 24.6% of our school 
funds. I am told that this places 
Shelby County at about the top 
of the bottom 20% of all public 
school systems in the State. 

We are all aware that we are in 
hard economic times, but so are 
other counties, so are other 
states. Let us not lay blame on 
the state or federal governments. 
The majority of the blame lies 
with us individually, our at- 


titudes. We get what we pay for 
and we pay according to our 
priorities. Evidently, the educa- 
tion of our-children is not one of 
our priorities and will not be one 
of our priorities until enough at- 
titudes change. 

What do you want, Shelby 
County citizens?

The U.S. District Court for the 
Middle District of Alabama has 
ruled that cities must hire an at- 
torney to prosecute cases before 
their municiapal courts. 


However, a prosecutor would 
not be necessary when a defen- 
dant pleads guilty. Moreover, the 
ruling does not prohibit a city’s 
attorney from serving as pro- 
secutor.

He was one of thousands-- people who farmed on shares and 
made their meager crops and moved on every October after the 
harvest was in.

One year, with not enough rain to overflow a teacup, he had 
worked all summer. He and the kids, while Gussie tended to the 
kitchen chores.

brother to the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals? 

Wil the Shelby County Circuit 
Court (or any other) dare to 
brave an appeals court and call 
the governor’s hand? 

Atleast one of those questions 
will be answered when a com- 
plaint filed here Monday by 
Pel attorney Harry Lyon is 
heard. 

Wallace appointed his brother- 
in-law, Hubert Taylor, to the 
Criminal Appeals court on 
March 29, and Taylor has 
allegedly been serving there since 
March 31. 

Taylor was former-governor 
Albert Brewer’s law partner in 
the 1960’s, prior to losing a State 
Senate ¢lection. He later served 
four years in the state house of: 
representatives. 

Although his qualifications 
and experience may exceed those 
of others elevated to the Appeals 


Court, Taylor is nonetheless ac- 
cused of being ineligible for the 
appointment under §41-1-5 of the 
1975 Alabama Code -- better 
known as the state anti-nepotism 
law. 

That statute says, ‘‘No officer 
of the state... shall appoint any 
person related to him within the 
4th degree of affinity or con- 
sanguinity to any job, position, 
or office of profit with the state 
or with any of its agencies.”’ 

Brothers-in-law are related, by 
affinity, in the 3rd degree. Being 
a judge on the Alabama Criminal 
Appeals Court can be an office of 
profit, since it pays $58,000 per 
year in addition to affording a 
piece of the state prison keyring. 

However, a 1973 advisory opi- 
nion of a divided Alabama 
Supreme Court held that the 
nepotism law does not apply to 
judgeships, on the theory that the 
judicial branch is unrelated to the 
executive and legislative branches 
of state government. 

That opinion permitted

Wallace to fill a circuit judgeship 
with Fred C. Folsom, a relative 
of the governor’s second wife, 
Cornelia. 

However, advisory opinions 
sometimes don’t hold up as legal 
precedent. 

Among the three dissenters to 
the 1973 decision, citing the lack 
of adversary proceedings, was 
Chief Justice Howell Heflin, now 
a U.S. Senator. 

If the courts decide to apply 
the anti-nepotism law this time, 
the appointment will be voided. 

Violators are also subject to a 
misdemeanor fine of up to $500 
and up to a year in jail. In addi- 
tion, Lyon is asking the court to 
assess the costs of the action 
against Taylor. 

Governor Wallace is not nam- 
ed as a party to the suit. 

However, a procedural wrinkle 
may prevent the Shelby County 
courts from ruling on the matter, 


According to State Senator 
Spencer Bachus, quo warranto 
actions questioning the 
legitimacy of an officeholder’s 
tenure are normally brought 
where the action complained of 
occurred. 


Unless the governor has been 
secretly coming to Shelby County 
to make appointments, the 
Taylor appointment was most 
likely made in Jefferson County, 
or perhaps Montgomery County. 

- Ff the case were moved to Mon-, 
tgomery County,» it~ could. be 
heard by Mark Kennedy -- 
Wallace’s son-in-law, whom the 
governor recently appointed as a 
circuit judge there. 

‘If it were moved to Birm- 
ingham, responsibility for enfor- 
cing any criminal sanctions 
would fall to the District At- 
torney there, John DeCarlo. 
Coincidentally, DeCarlo recently 
created the vacancy on the 
Criminal Appeals Court by ac- 
cepting a Wallace appointment to 
be Jefferson County’s District 
Attorney. 

Either situation would help 
keep Alabama justice a family af- 
fair. 

All the appointing and disap- 
pointing furor may explain why 
Alabama remains a state where 
the normal method of selecting 
judges is by popular election. 
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Members of the Wilsonville 
PTA decided to let their 
legislators know how they feel 
about the kindergarten situation.

By day he fixes light switches, 
leaking faucets, broken hardware 
and other things needing repair at 
Thompson Middle School. 

' At night, maintenance techni- 
cian Richard DiMarzo carves on 
pieces of ivory, ranging from 
elephant tusks to the ivory tusk 
from a prehistoric mastedon. 


The self-taught scrimshaw ar- 
tist is one of the exhibitors at the 
annual Montevallo Trade Day, 
set for Saturday, April 9.

zo has won first place and best of 
show in all 28 shows in which he 
has exhibited during the last two 
years. 

His first exposure to the art of 
carving on ivory came during his 
military service aboard a sub- 
marine. 

After looking at the carved 
pieces in the whaling museums he 
visited, DiMarzo said he figured 
that was something he could do. 

He was right, but getting 
Started was harder than he 


thought. When he began looking 
for ‘“‘how to’”’ information, and 
the type of tools he would need, 
he discovered that hardly 
anything has been written on the 
subject. 

So DiMarzo began experimen- 
ting. He found that a surgeon’s 
scalpel and a dental drill were 
ideal for the work. 


After he carves his design in 
the ivory, the artist fills the 
grooves with dye. 

He explains that he works from 
the darkest color to the lighest, 
waiting for each color to dry 
before proceeding to the next. 

The piece is then buffed and 
sealed in wax. 


While it might take weeks or

months for him to work out a 
design, DiMarzo says he usually 
carves the designs in one sitting -- 
which lasts as long as 12 or 14 
hours, 

His works include knife 
handles (he also makes the 
blades), belt buckles, medallions 
and rings.

Spring in northern Shelby 
County may never again be the 
Same -- not after April 17. 

Arts and crafts, a parade, tons 
of baseball, country music and 
dancing, and plenty of shopping 
specials are all on tap for the first 
annual Pelham Spring Festival. 


“It’s the first, and biggest 
thing we’ve ever done as a com- 
munity,” said festival organizer 
Beverly Hall. ‘‘We’re out to 
create a feeling of belonging, 
some community spirit.”’ 

Hall is a member of the park 
and recreation board, which is 
sponsoring the three-day festival 
in conjunciton with the city, the 
Pelham Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the Dixie Youth 
Baseball League. 

Hall said the festival was born 
out of a desire to make the grand 
opening of the new Pelham Park 
something special. The April 
15-17 dates were picked to coin- 


cide with the opening of the little 
league season. 

Hall said the city and chamber 
of commerce got involved, and 
before long, things were 
snowballing. 

The festival cranks up Friday 
week with the opening of the arts 
and craft show at the new park, 
located off U.S. 31, behind 
Pelham Mall.

don’t mean it disrespectfully, but 
they think you’re out to make 
them paint their houses and tear 
down their chicken coops.”’ 

A public hearing on the issue is 
set for 7 p.m., Monday, at Valley 
Elementary School. 

‘*I’m sure there’ll be some con- 
troversy (about the proposal),’’ 
said planning commissioner Al 
Knight. “But that’s the reason 
for the public meeting.”’ 

During the meeting the plann- 
ing commission will reveal its 
proposed zoning classifications 
for the various parts of the beat. 
There are only about 140 
registered voters in beat 13. 

Horizon 280 Association presi- 
dent Leo Karpeles suggested that 
Association members contact 
people in the beat and explain 
that the zoning will allow them to 
continue using their property in 
its current manner.

County Commission 


to flex some muscles

If measures suggested by John 
Ames are approved, Shelby 
County’s commission may start 
flexing some muscle. 

Ames moved Monday that the 
county should: 

Seek amendment of state law 
so that municipalities must 
receive county approval: before 
exempting any county taxes on 
industrial development bonds 
outside the municipalities.. 


eThe county should consider 
charging municipalities $15 per 
day for care and upkeep of city 
prisoners in the county jail. This 
would be a charge in addition to 


the $1.75 per day now charged 
for food. 

*The county should seek 
legislative action allowing it to 
issue building permits for com- 
mercial and residential construc- 
tion. 

Ames stated that if the county_ 


‘did not stop municipalities, ‘‘they 


will do away with all our taxes for 
the next 30 years.” 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden called Ames motion 
a ‘‘very good move,”’ and a mo- 
tion was approved unanimously 
to seek such a state amendment. 

Ames’ suggestion of charging 
municipalities for the upkeep of

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_ New bill proposes 


county dog racing

State Senator Spencer Bachus 
wants all Shelby Countians to 
have a voice in the dog track 
issue, 

Not only that, but he wants all 
of Shelby County to benefit from 
such a track. 

Appearing before the county 
commission, Monday, the 
senator stated he is ‘‘personally’”’ 
opposed to the current Pelham 
bill advertised in the Reporter. 

Bachus suggested that if dog 
racing must be, an alternative bill 
should be passed which would 
provide more revenues for the 
county and education. 

And that bill sould be voted 
upon countywide. 

The currently advertised bill 
only requires an election by the 
residents of Pelham. 

It further provides that of six 
percent in revenues distributed in 
the county as a tax, 92 percent 
would go to Pelham. 

Bachus admitted that the coun- 
ty is in a financial crisis and that 
dog racing might be seen as a way 
out. as 
~~But he com f Heng 
promoters to ‘‘an undertaker at a 
hanging.”’ 

He called the current bill, one 
which would do nothing for the 
county... in fact one which would 
cost the county money. 

According to Bachus, if 
Greene Track made $60 million, 
Greene County would make $3.2 
million. 

He stated, however, if the pro- 
posed track in Pelham made the 
same money under the bill adver- 
tised, Shelby County would 
receive only $320,000. 

The senator said the meager 
amount would not cover county 
costs in keeping up the road to 
and from the track. 

Further, Bachus pointed out 
that only $70,000 would go to 
education in the county and 
$30,000 to law enforcement. 


He quoted Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow as saying that it would 
take a half million dollars to 
police the track. 

The current bill also provides 
that the City of Pelham will 
police the track. And Bachus call- 
ed that provision very 
‘‘ambitious’’. 

He said that most law enforce- 
ment agencies feel an average siz- 
ed city could not police such a 
track. 

The bill advertised in this 
newspaper provides six percent of 
track revenues for use in the 
county. 

Of that six percent: 

*Five percent would go to the 
county board of education 

*Two percent would go to 
higher education; 

*One percent would go to the 
county governing body; 

*The remaining 92 percent 
would go to the city of Pelham. 

Bachus said that he could not 
see any such bill going to the peo- 
ple of Shelby County unless all of 
the people have a right to vote. 


Timing for 


As an alternative, Bacnus drew 
what he called a reasonable bill. 

He emphasized that the bill is 
not his (pointing out his opposi- 
tion to dog racing) but it is at 
least a better bill. 

Bachus would provide that 
eight percent of revenues be 
distributed in the county. 

The eight percent would be 
divided as follows. 

*Fifty percent would go to 
education; 

*Ten percent would go for 
county kindergartens; 

*Five percent would go to the 
University of Montevallo; 

*Three percent would go to the 
juvenile court; 

*Two percent would go for 
county agricultural or athletic

°Ten percent would go to the 
municipalities; 

#35 percent would go the the 
county commission general fund. 

Bachus said that he is not 
against any one part of Shelby 
County but that he is for the 
county as a whole.

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County district lines get re-shuffled 


by Marcia M. Sears 

It will be election time all over 
again for state legislators this 
fall. In Shelby County the elec- 
tion will mean new boundary 
lines that will change the nature 
of the county’s representation on 
the state level. 

The change came about this 
week when a panel of federal 
judges in Montgomery approved 
the legislature’s reapportionment 
plan, and ordered new elections 
to take place this year. That 
means that all the representatives 
and senators who won last fall 
will serve terms of just one year. 

The general election will pro- 
bably be held November 8. The 
date for party primaries, if any, 
has not been set. 

One result of the reapportion- 
ment is that none of Jefferson, 
Chilton, or Talladega counties 
will be included with Shelby in 
any district, as they have in the 
past. However, a large part of St. 
Clair County will make up a 
Senate district along with two 
Shelby County house districts, 
and part of Bibb County is in- 
cluded in one of the Shelby house 
districts. 

In redrawing the lines, the 
legislators and federal court 
plaintiffs used census tracts in 
order to facilitate one-man one- 
vote verification. 

The line dividing the new 
House District 40 from District 


41 approximately follows U.S. 
highway 31 from the Jefferson 
County line south to Alabaster, 
then apparently goes down 
Alabama 119 through 
Montevallo. District 40 is west of 
that line, and includes West Bloc- 
ton plus a large rural section of 
Bibb County. 

District 41 lies east of that line, 
and includes Beat 12, which was 
added to make up for subtracting 
the City of Leeds from the old 
district. ‘ 

In terms of those now serving, 
this means: Senators Spencer 
Bachus of Jefferson County and 
Lister Hill Proctor of Sylacauga 
are no longer eligible to run for 
office in Shelby County. 

As a result, the new Senate 
District is expected to attract con- 
siderable interest among politi- 
cians. 

Representative Don Murphy, 
who now represents western 
Shelby County, will lose the 
Cahaba Valley’s Beat 12 and gain 


a wide area in Bibb County. 
Representative Sonny Moore, 
who now represents the eastern 
section of the county, will lose 
Leeds, but gain parts of 
Alabaster, the Cahaba Valley, 
Montevallo, and Pelham. 
Representative Curtis Smith of 
Clanton will no longer be eligible 
to run in Shelby County because 
the Montevallo section he has 
served has been divided between 
the new Districts 40 and 41. 
Shelby County now has three 
representatives and two senators 
in the legislature. The new distric- 
ting will result in its having two 
representatives and one senator.

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Bulger ethics case goes to Graddick 


by David F. Moore 

State ethics commission findings concerning Shelby County 
High principal Don Bulger have been fowarded to the attorney 
general’s office. The findings included probable cause that 
Bulger misused a pickup truck belonging to the school board -- 
an apparent violation of Alabama’s ethics law. 

Attorney General Charles Graddick’s office is now expected 
to investigate the allegations for possible further action. No fur- 
ther 2 is expected by the ethics commission on the present 


In an April 8 letter to Bulger, ethics commission investigator 
William Sheriff stated that the commission “concluded that 
evidence presented regarding matters filed with the Commission 
staff by Mr. A. Wayne Sikes of Columbiana, Alabama, does not 
support a finding of probable cause to believe that you violated 
the Alabama Ethics Act with one exception, which is your use of 
& county-owned pickup truck. ”’ 

The letter states that ‘‘this investigative report and file be 
fowarded to the Attorney General of Alabama for his review 
and any appropiate action..."’ The file was also fowarded to the 
State superintendent of education for similar consideration, 
Sheriff wrote. 


Bulger, on several occasions including a statement to the 
Reporter (March 31 issue), admitted he used the truck. Bulger 
also provided the newspaper with a copy of Sheriff’s letter. 

Ethics commission executive director Melvin Cooper told the 
Reporter in a phone interview from Montgomery that ‘‘the en- 
tire file was forwarded’’ to attorney general Charles Graddick’s 
office. 

“The reason being,’’ Cooper explained, ‘there were a 
number of allegations (presented by Sikes), many of which did 
not fall in the purview of the state ethics law. We firmly believe 
that the seriousness of the other matters should be forwarded to 
people who have the authority to handle them.”’ 


“The entire file’’ as presented to this newspaper by Sikes, 
states allegations against Bulger, his former wife, Pat Bulger, 
SCHS assistant principal Juanita Lightsey, and bus driver Ed- 
wina Jones. 

Specifically, allegations against Pat Bulger focused on her 
rental of a school owned house. Cooper said Tuesday that the 
ethics commission had dropped the case against her. 

An April 8 letter from Sheriff to Pat Bulger stated that the 
ethics commission ‘‘concluded you did not violate the provisions 


of the Alabama Ethics Act as it pertains to your residing in (the 
school board’s house)..’’ 

No word on the new investigation by Graddick’s office was 
available. 

County school superintendent Charles Knowles, who is also 
conducting an investigation into the allegations, has 11 con- 
ferences set for today (Thursday) with people who signed the 
allegations Sikes gave the ethics commission on February 28. 

He said the sessions would not finish his investigation, and he 
is still awaiting a response from 30 other people he contacted by 
mail about the allegations. Knowles said he has received no feed- 
oe from other agencies who have become involved in the pro- 


The sheriff's department is also investigating some aspects of 
the allegations. However, Sheriff Buddy Glasgow said so many 
people have been around Columbiana asking so many questions, 
that progress on fhe case has been seriously hampered. 

Attorney gen spokesman Janice Nobles said the ethics 
commison does not generally forward cases directly to Grad- 
dick’s office for evaluation. She said that after the evaluation, 
Graddick’s office will either pursue the case, drop it, or pass it to 
the local district attorney’s office for further investigation.

$100,000 cannot be operated by 
untrained personnel. 

Secondly, the Fire Department 
building has been designed with 
four bays. Four fire units cur- 
rently operate from these bays. 
Any additional units placed in 
this building would render a 
delay in response time for both 
the Fire Department and the 
Rescue Squad. 

We have, in the past, served 
you to the best of our ability and, 
as a department, believe this 
directive is not in your best in- 
terest.

My daughter, Christie, is in the 
first grade at Thompson Elemen- 
tary School. Since August, I have 
had the pleasure of being a 
homeroom mother and a member 
of the PTO. I met my child’s 
teacher on registration day and 
have talked with her on many oc- 
casions about my child’s progress 
in school as well as any problems 
the teacher recognized and 
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alerted me to. 

Christie’s teacher is always 
pleasant and willing to spend 
time with me when necessary. At 
home, I monitor my child’s pro- 
gress, listen to her reading, and 
check her homework. Both my 
husband and I feel that we, as 
parents, have a responsibility to 
help our child learn as much as 
possible. I find it hard to believe 
that some parents think it’s the 
responsibility of the teacher to 
teach their child and be concern- 
ed about their grades when the 
parents themselves are too busy 
to discuss their child’s problems 
and progress and dedicate time to 
their children’s studies at home. 

I work full-time and several of 
my co-workers are teachers who 
no longer teach. I asked them 


why they gave up teaching. I was 
amazed to learn that my salary is 
higher than a teacher who has a 
BS and Master’s Degree. Amaz- 
ed, because I have never attended 
college, yet, I am paid more 
money. 

A few weeks ago, I was asked 
to sit with a third grade class for 
an hour. Volunteer mothers can 
sit with classes for up to two 
hours in cases where the teacher 
will be absent for a short period 
of time. In this case, the teacher 
had a dental appointment. After 
calling roll, taking up lunch 
money, and trying, without suc- 
cess, to learn who was who, we 
started on the lesson. I am not 
easily flustered, but I was so glad 
to see that teacher, because that 
one hour was as hard as digging a 


ditch. Each child required in- 
dividual help and attention and 
since I have enough patience for 
my own two children, but not 
enough for twenty children, I was 
exhausted. 

I have come to the conclusion 
that anyone who teaches must be 
a special person who enjoys 
working with young minds and is 
willing to give of themselves. I 
now know that teachers are not 
getting rich monetary wise so 
they must enjoy their job. Thank 
God for teachers! Parents, get in- 
volved with your child and their 
school. Involvement will enrich 
you, your child and your school 
system.

society has received numerous 
donations and that its auxiliary 
has already raised $4,000 in cash. 

He pointed out the need for the 
new facility, stating that in the 
past the old building was a dump- 
ing ground for people to get rid 
of animals. 


In 1982, 114 dogs and cats were 
brought to the.old shelter and all 
but 23 had to be eliminated. This 
year, 271 have been brought to 
the old shelter and all but 20 were 
eliminated.

Racing blood shows 


He gets by with a little help 
from his friends... 

That could well describe the 
racing fortunes of Dave Mader 
III of Maylene. 

The 27 year-old race driver has 
been around the sport with his 
racing father, Dave Mader, Jr., 
since he was six weeks old. 

Now his father watches him as 
he speeds around around Birm- 
ingham International Raceway. 

Dad has retired his crash 
helmet, picked up a tool box, and 
heads young Mader’s pit crew. 

The crew is now preparing a 
‘‘Mader-made’”’ Camaro to win 
its way to the BIR track cham- 
pionship this year. 

Mader-made? 

With a little help from their 
friends, the Maders have built 
their own race car from the 
ground up. 

The car has already outraced 
many more expensive vehicles. 

The self-employed Shelby 
Countian has 13 years of racing 
under his belt and more victories 
than most racers will ever see. 

Young Mader was 14 when he 
asked his former Grand National 
and Sportsman driver-father to 
let him ride a motorcycle in a 
Montgomery race. 

As racing strategy, his dad told 
him to stay out of the way of the 
crowd of bikes. Young Mader 
did. He stayed in front -- finished 
first. 

Before the year was out, Mader 
had 41 main event scalps on his 
belt. 

At the age of 16, the young 
Mader got into jalopy division 
stock car racing. He won a heat 
his second night out. 

He quickly advanced to the 
cadet division in 1972 and finish- 
ed second in the BIR standings, 
with seven main event wins. 

Next year, he won the BIR and 
state championships. 

Donnie Allision was so im- 
pressed that he put the 18 year- 


Mader raced against people 
like Bobby Allison, Red Farmer, 
and Neil Bonnett, and won seven 
main events. He lost the BIR 
track title by only four points. 

Mader won four features in 
1975, driving for other car 
owners. 

In 1976, he won eight main 
events on the sportsman circuit at 
Opp, and one main event at Five 
Flags Speedway in Pensacola. 

Hard luck struck in 1977 when 
young Mader suffered a broken 
leg in a motorcyle accident. 

However, he returned in 
August and won a 200-lap event 
at BIR. 

The 1978 sesason was much 
better. He won the Rattler 100 at 
Opp in March. He also won 16 
features, 

He took five races in his own 
car and then began driving a car 
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owned and built by Bobby Ray 
Jones of Birmingham. 

Mader won the 1978 Snowball 
Derby in Pensacola, a 100-lap 
race at BIR, and a 50-lap race at 
Montgomery International 
Speedway. 

He sat on the pole at BIR’s 
Magic City 200 for the second 
straight year with a new track 
record time. , 

In 1979 Mader won 13 main 
events. 

In 1980 he moved to Jackson, 
Mississippi where he started in 12 
races and won eight. 

‘In 1982, Mader operated on a 
shoe-string budget and started 15 
times for only two wins. 

But now the young Mader 
yearns for the BIR title again. 
Like most other racers, however, 
he feels the pinch of operating a 
race team without a sponsor. 

He says, ‘‘If I just had a spon- 
sor, I could finish my other car 
and make this one more com- 
petitive.’’

and inspectors in the offices, tracks, 
or place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it, 


Section 15. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
Starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing forms or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tion with the wagering machines, pur- 
Suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 


-fixed and determined by the Commis- 


sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. | 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shall be ineligible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. 

The Commission may deny or 
revoke a license to any person who 
has been refused or denied a license 
by any other state racing commission 
Or racing authority. 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutual Wagering" shall be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise. Only the persons, . 
associations, or corporations recelv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shail restrict and confine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of races shail be illegal, and any or all 
wagering outside of the enclosure of 
Such races, where such races shail 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be Illegal. 

No person or Corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any 
gratuity and no person shali purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel poo! through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall In no event exceed eigh- - 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the six 
percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 


After the deduction of the six percent 


(6%) for the use of the commission 
and the percentage commission of 
the licensee, the remainder of the

FBI closes 


Calera probe 


Life is back to normal for 
Calera Investigator Billy 
O’Bryan, 

The U. S. Department of 
Justice has closed an FBI in- 
vestigation of charges that 
O’Bryan, a member of the Calera 
Police Force, deprived the rights 
of Jerry L. Melton. 

According to a letter signed by 
Daniel F. Rinzel of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, ‘‘After a careful 
review of that report (filed by the 
FBI) we concluded that this mat- 
ter should be closed.”’ 

The letter further states, 
‘‘Although this determination 
would be subject to reconsidera- 
tion in the event that further in- 
formation were brought to our 
attention...this department has 
no present intention of taking 
any further action.”’ 

The allegations were made 
against O’Bryan after Melton 
was arrested for disorderly con- 
duct and resisting arrest. 

Melton was found guilty by the 
courts of both offenses. 

An investigation of O’Bryan 
was conducted by the FBI and the 
results were forwarded to the 
Department of Justice. 

Calera Police Chief Harry Deal 
officially reported the findings to 
the city’s council at its last 
meeting. 

Rinzel is chief of the Depart- 
ment of Justice Criminal Divi- 
sion. The letter he signed was sent 
to O’Bryan by William Bradford 
Reynolds, assistant attorney 
general of the Civil Rights Divi- 
sion.

In the past, prescription len-. 


ses were ground from 
ophthalmic glass. This material 
was fairly heavy. Today, most 
lenses are made of a plastic 
material called CR-39. The ad- 
vent of the new plastic material 
made the new larger frames 
possible because it is so much 
lighter in weight. Along with 
this, the plastic is also easier to 
scratch. There is no way to 
eliminate the scratches once 
they occur in the glass or plastic 
lenses.

poison talk 


How much do children know 
about household poisons -- about 
products which look innocent but 
are potentially deadly? 


Young students at God’s 
House Kindergarten in Altadena 
Valley know more now than they 
did, following a talk by David 
Beasley, Director of Pharmacy at 
Shelby Medical Center. 

Last week was national poison 
prevention week, and efforts 
were made to educate children to 
dangerous but common 
substances often found in homes. 

In keeping with this goal, and 
the theory that if children 
recognize danger, they will avoid 
it, Beasley spoke with several 
classes of youngsters regarding 
poisons. 

Beasley displayed such 
household items as disinfectant 
cleanser, cologne, shampoo, fur- 
niture polish, bug spray, and a 
medicine bottle. With the 
assistance of the children, he ex- 
plained their purposes and 
especially emphasized the 
dangers of misusing the products. 

The children listened and con- 
tributed stories of their own. 
Afterwards, they were given 
poison prevention brochures to 
take home to their parents.

Health care is something no 
one can afford to 
neglect...especially when its free. 

Health screening, a service pro- 
viding several tests that may 
reveal a medical problem that 
needs attention, will be offered at 
Care Fairs sponsored by Shelby 
Medical Center and other 
organizations at locations 
throughout Shelby County. 


These community service pro- 
jects will be conducted at 
Loehmann’s Village on Saturday, 
April 9; Columbiana United 
Methodist Church on Tuesday, 
April 12,; and the University of 
Montevallo on Wednesday, April 
20. Citizens of Shelby County 
and surrounding areas are en- 
couraged to attend these fairs. 

Shelby Medical Center, in 
cooperation with the National 
Health Screening Council for 
Volunteer Organizations, 
American Red Cross, American 
Heart Association, and others, is 
coordinating Care Fairs at three 
of the 30 fair sites in North Cen- 
tral Alabama. 


The Care Fairs will provide 
medical tests and important 
health information at little or no 
cost to the public. The goal is to 
make people aware of preventive 
health care and to provide them 
with insight about their own 
health. 


Care Fair services include 
height and weight measurements, 
vision screening, glaucoma 
testing, oral screening, lung 
capacity, testing for inherited 
blood disorders, blood pressure, 


anemia and blood chemistry . 


analysis. 

Information will also be 
presented concerning physical 
fitness, nutrition, smoking, 
diabetes, obesity, poison control, 
cancer, the proper use of medica- 
tions, stress management, safety 
precautions, 
topics. 

The optional blood chemistry 
test, offered for a minimal cost, 
checks 22 body functions in- 
cluding evaluations for diabetes, 
gout, high levels of cholesterol 
and triglycerides and the proper 
operations of kidneys, liver and 
thyroid glands. 


SMC officials strongly recom- 
mend that persons having the 
blood chemistry work done avoid 
both food and water four hours 
preceding the test. A ten hour 
fast is needed for participants in- 
terested in the fat and cholesterol 
level results of the blood 
chemistry tests. 

After the tests, the participant 
of the Care Fair will go to the 
counseling and referral stations 
to talk with a health professional 
who will evaluate the results of 
the day’s tests and advise him on 
setting health maintenance goals. 
If further evaluation is needed, 
the participant will be referred to 
a local health care system-- either 
his own physical or another com- 
munity health program.

A decomposed body found 
Sunday in Helena has been iden- 
tified as that of Birmingham art 
dealer Malcom McRae. 

An autopsy completed Tues- 
day morning positively identified 
McRae’s body using dental 
charts, according to Shelby 
County coronor Billy Thompson. 
Furthermore, the autopsy show- 
ed that he had been shot in the 
face and neck with a shotgun, 
Thompson said. 

That information has cleared 
up part of the mystery that cloud- 
ed McRae’s disappearance from 
his Southside gallery/home on 
February 27. Now Shelby County 
sheriff’s investigators and police 
in Helena and Birmingham are 
faced with finding a motive, and 
pinning it on a suspect. 

According to police sheriff’s 
reports: 

Helena resident Arnold Jones 
found the 30-year old art dealer’s 
body about 4:30 p.m. Sunday 
while searching for artifacts with 
a metal detector near the old Ruf- 
fin Mine site. The site is located 
about 75 yards east of the the 
Cahaba River, near its con- 
fluence with Buck Creek. 

\Reaching the mine requires 


. trayeling a.dirt road for a mile, T 


and three-quarters, then walking 
another mile. 

Helena PD Chief Ray Rollan, 
investigator Jesse Payne and of- 
ficer Billy Hines reached the 
scene about 5:30 p.m., and 
Thompson arrived about 7 p.m. 

“We saw what was going on 
and called Shelby County

280 zoning map 


angers crowd

It was only a suggested zoning 
map, a thig piece of paper with 
yellow, red and green colored 
patches. 

But all the property owners 
saw was red. They shouted, 
heckled, crowded, shoved and 
shook their fists. 

Those people live and own land 
in Shelby County’s Beat 13, 
north and east of U.S. 280 from 
Double Oak Mountain to the Jef- 
— County line. 

ne. 


When they saw that their 
homes and small businesses were 
zoned .for homes and small 
businesses, the fur really flew 
Monday night. 

The owners were upset because 
they disagreed with the zoning 
map that is expected to go to Beat 
13 voters April 30. The vote will 
decide if the zoning map should 
be adopted. 

They told the Shelby County 
Zoning Commission that their 
one last chance to make big bucks 
was to get their land zoned 
general business and sell it for as 
much as possible. (Some said 
$60,000 an acre.) 

When the big developer saw 
that the proposed zoning jeopar- 
dized his $3 million investment 
his face grew dark and the veins 
stuck out on his neck. 

That big developer was Frank 
Kovach; who with his partner Bill 
Elliman, built Cahaba Park 
South, a 20-acre site including an 
office building, shopping center 
and other support buildings for 
the office building. 

‘We moved in Wang Labs 


recently (a computer firm) under 
the premise that we had no zon- 
ing as long as we built in accor- 
dance with our plans,’’ Kovach 
told the commissioners. 

He said the plan, approved by 
the commissioners three-months 
ago, included a shopping center, 
as did the contracts his company 
held with new tenants promising 
them the shopping area. 

‘We're under contract to 
lenders, tenants and others. We 
want a shopping center on part of 
the land,”’ Kovach said. 

Paul Owens, planning director 
for the zoning commission 
“‘worked up’’ the map with the 
help of the county health depart- 
ment, state agencies and ‘‘anyone 
who would come to the phone”’ 
said Commissioner Al Knight. 

‘The purpose of this hearing is 
for everyone to see how it’s plan- 
ned, (The Beat 13 zoning map 
was prepared for an April 30 vote 
by landowners) then see if we can 
iron it out,’’ said Commissioner: 
Knight. 

But as the commissioners tried 

to sort out the different objec- 
tions from the 60 people in the 
audience, some shouted, while 
lawyers, 
sign Table. Sarne in WARES 
public hearing, What kaa pity 
are doing up there amounts to a 
private meeting,’”’ said Birm- 
ingham attorney Jim Weaver.

Wallace case heard 


A hearing on the Wallace 
nepotism suit has been set for 
Monday before Judge Armstrong 
in Columbiana. 

George C. Wallace appointed 
Hubert Taylor, a brother of 
Wallace’s wife, to the Court of 
Criminal Appeals on March 29, 


On April 4, Pelham attorney 
Harry Lyon filed a quo warranto 
suit in Shelby County Circuit 
Court challenging the appoint- 
ment. 

At the request of Taylor’s at- 
torney William A. Jackson, the 
hearing date was advanced. 


Though the politics and the 
genealogy are complex, the facts 
and the law are relatively simple, 
boiling down to the narrow ques- 
tion of whether the nepotism law 
will be applied. 


A 1973 advisory opinion in- 
dicated that the law did not pre- 
vent Wallace from appointing a 
previous brother-in-law to be a 
circuit judge. 

Lyon rejoins that the 1973 opi- 
nion is not binding, and that the 
judicial article amended the state 
constitution since then, revamp- 
ing the state court system. Guber- 


natorial power to fill vacancies 
among judges, already a fact, 
was clarified by the judicial arti- 
cle, Lyon said.

But conflicts between the fire 
department and the city are not

The council took no action 
concerning a fire department re- 
quest for the resumption of fire 
Protection in the police jurisdic- 
tion. 

The body also failed to remove 
a directive made two weeks ago. 
ending the fighting of fires at the 
homes of firemen outside the ci- 
ty. 

Both the directives not to serve 
the jurisdiction or firemen who 
live outside the city are opposed 
by the fire department. 

Chief Miles indicated Monday 
night to a woman jn the crowd, 
“‘We’re going,”’ (if a’ fire breaks 
Out at a fireman’s home). 

However, regarding actions 
taken at Jones’ request, Miles 
said, ‘‘I think it is the best thing 
that could have happened.

The mayor also asked Chief 
Miles if he would follow council 
orders. 

._ The chief responded, ‘‘I’m not 
following orders of the council 
now... I will follow your orders.’’ 

When the council was asked if 
it understood that Phillips was 
still a member of the fire depart- 
ment, Pilgreen said, ‘‘I’ll table 
that.’’ 

The fire chief followed that 
comment by taking the floor and 
speaking directly to the crowd. 

He stated, ‘‘It was not our idea 
to walk off the job and we never 
had any idea of doing that. We 
had no plans to quit at the last 
council meeting and not today.”’ 

But the chief was quick to 
point out that the council had the 
fire department in a position it 
could not follow and he sought 
support. 

Chilef Miles then presented a 
signed petition, to the council. 

**1. Restore fire protection to 
firemen who live within the 
jurisdiction. 

“‘2.Allow the Calera Rescue 
Squad to remain in their present 
quarters. 

“3.We further propose that 
fire protection be restored to the 
entire jurisdiction.

building as well as other 
assistance, should the need 
arise.”’ 


Other signed petitions suppor- 
ting the requests were presented 
by Hubert Shirey and Billy 
Graham. 

After legalities concerning ser- 
vice to the jurisdiction were 
discussed, Miles continued to 
hold the floor, presenting records 
of information concerning the 
fire department. 

Those records included a 
report in which the location of 
fire equipment was filed with the 
State Insurance Service Office, 
daily inspection reports, and a 
training schedule. 

The chief also pointed out that 
the city has a fire insurance rating 
of six which could improve to a 
four. 

He stated proudly of the detail- 
ed records, ‘‘You have a profes- 
sional department with 
volunteers...’’ 

Councilman Watts moved to 
follow the chief’s recommenda- 
tions and the mayor seconded 
that move. 

When the council indicated 
that it needed more time before 
acting, Watts withdrew his mo- 
tion. 

Watts proceeded to table the 
part of his motion concerning the 
restoring of police jurisdiction 
coverage and that was approved. 

Unexpectedly, the council 
followed the action by approving 
the appointment of yet another 
fireman (Bobby Blankenship) 
who lives outside the city. 

The council latter approved an 
Emergency Services Committee 
to represent the rescue squad in- 
cluding Phil Baer, Nell 
Crawford, Rev. Rob Hilliker, 
Dale Milstead and W. B. Watts. 

But a lull in the action was end-

(sheriff’s department) to assist 
us,’”’ Rollan said.

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Rumors dispelled 


over fatal accident 


by Bart Slawson 
Some rumors surfaced in the 
wake of the tragic accident April 
7 that left two Wilsonville 
residents dead. 


To dispel rumors over what 
Alabama State Trooper Robert 
Kendrick’s .official accident 
report said the offers 
this follow up story. 


The accident occurred at about 
4 p.m. about two miles south of 
Columbiana on Highway 47. The 
victims Teresa Todd Holliman 
and Larry Joiner, both 20, were 
passengers in a Toyota Starlet 
driven by Johnny Queen, 25, of 
Columbiana, the report said. 

The Toyota was driving north. 
Driving south was Arthur De- 
wayne Burks, 19, of Shelby in a 
Chevy pick up. 

Kendrick’s report reads ‘‘Both 
drivers knew each other and were 
changing lanes on each other as 
they met. Driver number one 
(Burks) stated he thought driver 
number two (Queen) would go 
past in his lane. Driver number 
two (Queen) thought driver 
number one (Burks) would go 
back in his lane, Vehicles met 
head on.’’ 

Beside the two fatalities, 
Queen and Burks sustained in- 
juries and were hospitalized. 

Both drivers had valid driver's 
licenses, neither were suspended, 
Kendrick said.

The disease, called ‘‘giardia’’, 
causes painful diarrhea, severe 
cramps, bloating, nausea, 
vomiting and, if left untreated, 
death, said Dr. Wallace Birch, 
Alabama Epidemiologist. 

State officials have warned the 
Columbiana Water Works Board 
about the problem at least twice 
in writing and several times in 
person over the last 14 years, ac- 
cording to state health depart- 
ment files and Downey, director 
of the Division of Public Water 
Supplies, Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 

Columbiana water officials 
said they attempted to clear up 
the problem, but Downey said, 
“‘They’ve let it back up worse 
than it’s been in years.”’ 

Possibly worst of all, there is 
only one way customers on the 


giardia lamblia parasite. As the 
beaver excretes waste in the 
water, the parasites escape. 

All champion swimmers, these 
parasites stay in the water, sear- 
ching for another host to invade. 

During dry periods in the fall 
and winter, muddy water from 
this lake (along with the 
Parasites) could be pulled down 
into the spring and up into the 
Columbiana Water Works 
pumps. 

A person drinks the water. 
Definitely a tough little critter, 
the parasite makes its way 
through the mouth, throat and 
stomach, without getting 
digested. It’s in the intestines that 
trouble starts.

epidemiologist, said the parasite 
probably attaches itself to the 
wall of the intestine and feeds on

Columbiana system would know 
the water was contaminated with 
giardia, Dr. Birch said. They 
would get very sick. 

There isn’t a laboratory in the 
state capable of testing water for 
giardia contamination, a state 
microbiologist said. 

Beavers, parasites and water 


It may sound strange, but the 
problem starts with beavers, 
Downey said. 

In 1969, the two wells supply- 
ing the Columbiana, Bethel, Spr- 
ing Creek and Little Waxie 
systems, were drilled near the in- 
tersection of Highways 42 and 
145 at Kewahatchee Springs. 

Since the wells were drilled ina 
Swampy area, water from the spr- 
ing that feeds the system’s 
pumps, also bubbles up through 
the ground just south of the 
wells. 

A channel was dug on orders 
of the State Health Department 
tO carry away excess water. But 
the slowly running water and 
plentiful timber attracted a troop 
of energetic beavers. 

In no time at all, the beavers 
managed to dam up a small lake. 
This seems safe enough. But 
there’s a catch. 

Beavers carry a microscopic 
parasite called ‘‘giardia 
lamblia’’. It doesn’t seem to do 
much to beavers, but when it gets 
into the human intestine, it’s 
‘nasty’’, Dr. Birch said: 

Here’s how giardia can go 
from a beaver to your body. 

The source of the problem 

First the beaver is invaded by a 
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waste material. It severely ir- 
ritates the intestine. 

Birch said giardia is ‘‘very dif- 
ficult to diagnose and difficult to 
test for. It’s easy to confuse with 
an appendicitis.”’ 

Giardia is particularly hard on 
kids. Birch said, once giardia 
takes hold, it lasts indefinitely 
until treated with antiparasiticide 
(a drug that kills parasites) or 
death occurs. 


“It’s especially difficult to 


treat children because the 
medicine is terribly bitter. For 
children it’s debilitating,’’ Birch 
said. 

**It could become a real ex- 
plosive situation,’’ he said. 

No records for past cases 

No records have been kept on 
the number of cases of giardia 
treated by Shelby County before 
1982. Last year the state added 
giardia to the list of diseases doc- 
tors must report to the health 
department. 

In Alabama in 1982, 775 giar- 
dia parasites were discovered in 
stool samples. Only one of those 
was in Shelby County. 

But Downey, the director of 
the state’s agency that oversees 
drinking water, said ‘‘There re- 
mains a persistent possibility (of 
a giardia outbreak in Colum- 
biana).”’ 

A misunderstanding 

Until the Reporter questioned 
them, neither Lewis Walker, Col- 
umbiana Water Board Chair- 
man, or Nelson Lathan, 
superintendent, had heard of 
giardia. 
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State calls Columbiana water possible hazard 


Walker said he thought 
chlorine, which is added routine- 
ly to the water, would kill it. 

But a state health department 
microbiologist said normal levels 
of chlorine won’t kill giardia. He 
said recent studies indicate that 
50 times more chlorine than is 
normally used in drinking water 
left the giardia parasites unhurt. 

Walker said he has followed 
state orders. He said about every 


and their cutting and killing trees, 
felling or dragging them into the 
ditch. I feel this is needed very 
much,”’ wrote Gilmore. 

The letter was addressed to 
T.E. Moore of Goodwin 
Engineers of the South. In 1969, 
Goodwin was the consulting 
engineer for Columbiana Water 
Works, reporting directly to the 
Water Board. 

Walker was a member of the

year the board hires a man to 
blow up the beaver dams with 
dynamite. He said it was expen- 
sive and didn’t do any good 
because the dams always come 
back in a few days. 

State orders 

In a letter dated June 3, 1969, 
W.H. Gilmore, former director 
of the Division of Public Water 
Supplies outlined instructions to 
prevent a giardia contamination 
problem. It does not mention 
giardia by name. 

‘‘We must insist that the chan- 
nel be cleared of fallen trees, 
stumps, etc., and that 40 feet on 
each side of the ditch be cleared 
of all trees 12 inches and under. 
This would prevent or tend to 
prevent -the presence of beavers

The solution 

It remains unclear what will 
happen next with this situation 


’ state health experts call “‘unique 


in the state’. : 

The beaver lake is still there. 

Walker said the two new wells 
scheduled for completion this 
summer, will Prevent any 
possibility of overusing the old 
wells and contaminating the 
system. 

But on April 27, 1982, state of- 
ficials expressed some surprise at 
hearing the old wells would stay 
in use. 

“It was the assumption of this 
office that the new wells presently 
under construction would replace 
these (old) wells,’ wrote water 
engineer Joe Alan Power. 

He added that the ‘water 
facilities are not being maintain- 
ed in a satisfactory condition.”” 

Curious situation 

Several questions remain 
unanswered. 

Water superintendent Nelson 
Lathan said ‘‘I know Joe 
Downey personally. If there was 
anything wrong with our water 
system, he’d be down here hopp- 
ing up and down.”’ 

That raises the question: Did 
Downey and his department do 
their job if Columbiana water of- 
ficials didn’t know of a possible 
giardia problem? 

State officials seem more in- 
clined to repeat warnings and en- 
courage action rather than ac- 
tually enforce state health stan- 
dards. 

Downey said the only way his 
department could take action was 
if they were notified of a health 
hazard in the system. Downey 
said he could then send a team to 
shut off the water. 

Another question is: Since only 
the federal government has the 
capability to test for giardia, who 
would pay for the testing and 
cleanup if the system becomes 
contaminated? 
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Are water officials flouting state standards?

During the Reporter’s ex- 
amination of the Columbiana 
water system, some practices 
came to light that may violate 
State standards for public water 
supplies. 

**‘Due to several reasons there 
may be sections of the distribu- 
tion system where the water is 
becoming contaminated and 
these should be found if possible. 


Beaver dam 


At the end of an old railroad grade beavers have 
built a dam, helping to form a small lake near the 
water works. The presence of beavers, water and a 


‘*Therefore, samples should be 
collected from various represen- 
tative spigots over the entire 
system,’’ (emphasis ours). 

This is published in ‘The Water 
Works Operators Manual’, 
published by the State Depart- 
ment of Environmental Health. 

But testing records signed by 
Water Superintendent Nelson 
Lathan show that he took mon- 
thly samples from the same place

as many as seven times in a year. 
The home of John Reed, a Col- 
umbiana City police officer, is by 


far the most popular testing site, ' 


according to the state’s health 
files “The Bacteriological Results 
of Drinking Water’’. 

Between September 1981 and 
August 1982, Lathan took seven 
tests from the Reed residence. 

During that time the home of 
Jessie Burns was tested six times. 


parasite work together to make this site a 
‘possible health hazard’’, according to state water 


The home of Truitt Ray, a 
water board member, was tested 
four times, as many times as the 
Shelby School. Water Board 
Chairman Lewis Walker’s water 
was tested four times. 

Checking records from 
November 17, 1982 to March 21, 
1983, history seems to be 
repeating itself. 

The test records show John 
Reed’s water tested four times; 
Ray Jones, four times and Jessie 
Burns, four times. 

Shelby School was only tested 
twice. 

Superintendent Lathan, who 
signed all the test records said the 
tests showed_a wide sampling of 
the system. 

State water officials said the 
operators ‘‘should vary . the 
sampling stations each month.” 

**Perfect’’ tests for chlorine 

A review of all state-required 
tests for chlorine showed the test 
forms, signed by Lathan, were all 
**1.0’’ or reflecting a perfect con- 
centration, 

Chlorine is added to all public 
water supplies to kill germs and 
harmful bacteria. Alabama re- 
quires ‘tests of chlorine levels 
from all over the system to assure 
pure water. 

After checking other water 
works in Shelby County, the 
Reporter found that Columbiana 
is the only system with ‘‘perf 
test scores every time. 

For instance, in Alabaster, the 
chlorine tests varied slightly, but 
were always different. 

The Reporter asked the opi- 
nion of Joe Downey, director of 
the Division of Public Water 


Supplies, concerning the 
**perfect’’ chlorine tests. 

Downey said, there is 
‘Something definitely wrong’. 

Water Works Operator Manual 
said,‘‘Part of the job is to seek, 
find and correct deficiencies. 
Perfect samples time after time 
for long periods of time should 
serve to give rise to such ques- 
tions as: Is this water always 
perfect? 

“Is this distribution system 
perfect? Is the technique for col- 
lecting samples perfect? Who is 
being fooled?”’ 

Lathan said the chlorine tests 
are not always perfect, yet he 
signed all the forms and said he 
performed all the tests. 

Then he said the test system he 
uses prevents him from getting 
accurate tests. 


Superintendent’s qualifications 


Nelson Lathan is superinten- 
dent of the Columbiana Water 
Works by virtue of a loophole in 
state law allowing operators 
working before 1971 to continue 
working without the same 
unrestricted license required of 
new operators. 

The state has sent several let- 
ters encouraging Lathan to take 
the test and earn the top license, 
instead of a restricted license as 
he now holds. 

In an interview, Lathan said he 
came to Columbiana in 1956, 
worked for the highway depart- 
ment and ‘‘just ended up here’ at 
the water works. 

He said he learned his job by 
doing it. When asked if he had 


any special schooling in running 
water systems he said no. 

The next day, during an inter- 
view with Water Chairman 
Lewis Walker present, Lathan 
said he had taken courses and 
gone to school but he didn’t say 
where or what courses. Later he 


- said he went to high school. 


‘‘Nelson should get certified 
fully, but it’s not critical. He’s 
well qualified and knowledgable 
as he needs to be now to be a 
helpful in the future,’’ Walker 
said. 

At that interview, Walker said 
Lathan now plans to study and 
take the test some time this sum- 
mer. 


Fluoridation 


Until Lathan becomes cer- 
tified, the city water system will 
never be eligible for adding 
fluoride, a substance known to 
fight tooth decay. 

‘Fluoridation is not that im- 
portant,’”’ Walker said,‘‘Half the 
people in town want it and the 
other half don’t. It’s too expen- 
sive.”” 

Nevertheless, on April 27, 
1982, the state health department 
responded to an inquiry about 
fluoridation. It included this 
statement. 

‘Adequate schooling should 
be available between now and 
August to provide Mr. Lathan 
with refresher courses to enable 
him to pass this exam. 

* ...Increase their knowledge 
and ability of the water treatment 
to provide better operation for 


. the Columbiana Water System.”’

Notice is hereby given that a bill 
substantially as follows will be in- 
troduced in the Legislature of 
Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, 


to-wit: 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
Relating to Shelby County, 
Alabama to provide for and create the 
Shelby County Racing Commission 
for the regulating, licensing, and 
Supervison of greyhound racing, and 
wagering thereon; to prescribe the 
composition, appointment, terms of 
office, powers and duties of the com- 
mission; to authorize and empower 
Racing Commission to issue revenue 
bonds for purpose of acquiring land 
and construction of race tracks; to 
prescribe certain qualifications for 
applicants for licenses; to provide for 
and regulate the pari-mutuel method 
of wagering within the enclosure of 
licensed race tracks; to provide for 
the levying of a special gross receipt 
tax on items sold on premises and 
the distribution thereof; to prescribe 
certain rules and regulations in addi- 
tion to those that may be pro- 
mulgated by the Racing Commission; 
to provide for the distribution and ap- 
propriation of license fees, taxes, 
commissions, and other monies 
received under the provisions of this 
act; to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this act and for other 
purposes relative thereto; to further 
define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters 
of Shelby County on the question of 
whether the act will become effective 
in Shelby County. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: A Shelby County Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the and 
duties specified in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to execute fully and effec- 
tually the purposes of the Act. The of- 
ficial name of said Commission shail 
be the Shelby County Racing Com- 
mission, the same being sometimes 
referred to herein as the Racing Com- 
mission or the Commission. 

Said Commission shall consist of 
three (3) persons who shali be ap- 
pointed as follows: (1) One member of 
the Commission (Piace Number One) 
shall be appointed by a Vote of two 
thirds (2/3rds) of the members 

‘elected to the legislative delegation 
of the County; (2) One member of the 
Commission (Place Number Two) 
shall be appointed by majority Vote of 
the Shelby County Commission; and, 
(3) One member of the Commission 
(Place Number Three) shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority vote of the 
municipalities located in Shelby 
County, each municipality being en- 
titled to one (1) vote and a majority of 
the Commission or Council of said 
municipality determining how said 
vote is cast. Each such member shal! 
hold office for a term of three (3) 
years from the effective date of the 
appointment; provided, however, the 
initial term of office shall expire as 
follows: (1) Place Number One shall 
expire December 31, 1987; (2) Place 
Number Two shall expire December 
31, 1986; and, (3) Place Number Three 
shall expire December 31, 1985, and 
thereafter, all appointments or reap- 
pointments shail be for the aforesaid 
term of three (3) years, which said 
terms shall expire on the last day of 
the year three (3) years subsequent to 
the expiration of the prior term of ap- 
pointment. Any vacancies created in 
the Commission shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the appointing authori- 
ty designated above which was 
‘originally responsible for making the 
original appointment to said place on 
said Commission, and as set out for 
the original appointment of the Com- 
missioners above. 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents, and papers shail 
constitute public records, and be 
available for copying, examination 
and inspection during all normal 
business hours by any agency, of- 
ficial or person, 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one years of 
age, who shall have resided in Shelby 
County for the period of three (3) 
years next preceding their appoint- 
ment. Each Commissioner shall take 
the same constitutuional oath of of- 
fice as other County offices, and shall 
give bond payable to the County in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
ed that he will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
Premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
Public relations, and architectural 
firms for assistance in implementing 
and enforcing its duties under this 
act. 


A member of the Racing Commis- 
sion must not be a member of any 
board of directors or an officer, part- 
ner or associate or be financially in- 
terested in any race tract, or race 
meeting licensed by the Commission, 
or any licensee hereunder; nor shall 
he race any dog or be financially in- 
terested in any dog in any race 
meeting licensed by the Commission, 

The Commission shail elect by ma- 
jority vote one (1) of Its members to 
serve as Chairman with a one (1) year 
term, and, the Commission shail 
meet not less often than once each 
three (3) months for the conduct of its 
business. The Commission is em- 
powered to adopt rules and reguia- 
tions for the governance of its 
business and affairs. 

Section 4, The compensation of 
each member of the Commission 
shall be five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
per month, One (1) member of said 
Commission shail be required to be 
In attendance at each racing event 
and said designated member shall 
receive an additional Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per diem while engaged in 
the performance of his duties. The 
above sums shall be paid out of the 
funds in the County treasury 
deposited to the credit of the Racing 
Commission, and shall be paid to the 
Commissioners in the same manner 
as the compensation of other county 
officers is paid. 

Section 5. The Clerk of the County 
Commission or other chief fiscal of- 
ficer of the County Commission, as 
designated by the County Commis- 
sion shall be ex-officio treasurer of 
the Racing Commission, and shail 
Collect all the license fees, taxes, and 
monies provided in this Act, and shall 
Supervise, check and audit the opera- 
ton of the parimutue! wagering pools 
and the conduct and distribution 
thereof. 

Section 6, The Racing Commission 
ghall have the authority to employ 
legal counsel of its selection to ad-

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fa) The full name of the person, 
partnership, association, of corpore 
tion, and if a corporation, the name of 
the State under which the same is in- 
corporated, and the name of the cor- 
poration's agents for service of pro- 
cess within the State of Alabama. 

(b) The names of the partners or 
members, and, if an association or 
corporation, the names of the 
stockholders and officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation or the names 
of the members, officers and direc: 
tors of the association. 

(c) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting and a complete set of ar- 
chitect's renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of constrcution, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with a statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the per- 
son, firm or corporation making such 
application. 

(d) Whether the racing plant is own- 
ed or leased, and if leased, the name 
and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of 
the officers and directors thereof, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act. shall prevent any person, 
association, or corporation from ap- 
plying to the Commission for a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed. 

(3) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(f) To disclose any indictment for or 
conviction of any felony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving a 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person financially 
interested in said applicant. 

(g) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of every appli- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of ail race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
inthe County. . 

(6) All books, records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those’ filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
prepared by or for it, shall at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of Alabama, 
or of any county, municipality, or 
other subdivision of the State, or of 
any official investigative body or 
committee having authority to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the commis- 
sion, and no person having charge or 
custody thereof shail refuse this right 
to any officer or investigative body or 
committee, and it shall be the ex- 
press duty of such person to assist 
such officer or committee in locating 
records or information desired by 
them. Any member or employee of 
the Commission who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be remov- 
ed from office and forfeit his bond. 

Section 8. Any person, association 
or corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the County shail have 
the right to apply to the Commission, 
Subject to the provisions of this Act, 
and to hold and conduct one or more 
race meetings at such tract each 
year, provided that no such license 
shail be granted to any person, 
association, or corporation, or to any 
track, for a period longer than three 
hundred (300) racing days In any one 
(1) year. 

Section 9. The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
so that any such track shall conduct a 
charity day or days of racing for any 
one of more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 

status as provided for under the Inter- 
nai Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fits derived from the operation of 
such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes for such day's 
operations shall be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted. The charity trust fund 
shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission, . 

In determining profits derived from 
such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shall include all taxes 
payable to the County agency therof 
for such days' operations. Said tracks 
shall only be entitled to deduct from 
the profits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shall be those expenses incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shail not be deemed to include 
such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
red had the race on that day not been 
held, including, but not limited to, 
such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
daily or prorated expense as the Rac- 
ing Commission may by rule 
prescribe. 

Section 10, it is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Shelby County 
by providing an increased tax base, 
jobs for the citizens herein, and pro- 
motion of tourism, recreation an the 
overall well being of the citizens 
herein. It is further the intent of this 
act to provide for strict local contro! 
of the racing plant or plants and the 
operation of said plant by Shelby 
County citizens so as to minimize the 
Possibility of undersirable gambling 
elements from ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shall be 
employed in any manner about said 
face track except as exercise boys, 
handlers, grooms, ushers and con- 
sessionaires; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
attend any race. 

Section 12. (a) On or before the 
15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association or corporation 
possessing the qualifications 
prescirbed in this Act shali have the 
right to apply to the Racing Commis- 
sion for a permit or license to con- 
duct race meetings and racing under 
this Act. 

On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the 
receipt of any such application, the 
Commission shall convene to con- 
sider and act upon all permits or 
licenses applied for. Approved per- 
mits or licenses shall be granted fora 
period of one year from the date of is- 
suance and shail set forth, in addition 
to any other information prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track; the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing to be 
conducted and shal! show the receipt 
by the Commission of the license fee 
set by the Commission, the setting of 
which is hereby authorized. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor 
shall it apply to any other piace, tract, 
or enclosure except the one specified 
in this ticense. 

(>) The Commission shail not issue 
any licenses which would permit any 
two race tracks in the County to 
operate on the same racing days in 
the racing of animals of the same 
genus. Further, after the first license 
has been issued to the licensee, all 
subsequent annual applications fora 
license by a permit holder shail be ac- 
companied by proof (in such form as 
the Commission 


license shail not be denied except for 
due cause. 

(c) All employees of said track must 
be a bona fide resident citizens of the 
County in which said track is located. 


Section 13. (a) The Commission 
May suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of-the Act, or 
any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the Commission. 

(b) It is unlawful for any member of 
said Racing Commission, or any 
licensee under this chapter, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any State, 
County or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by any licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee. 

(c) If any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
participates in, any violation of the 
provision of this Act, in addition to 
such other civic and criminal 
penalities otherwise applicable, such 
member shall be subject to removal 
from office. 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor- 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusors, call witnesses,and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 14, The Commission is em- 
powered to compel the production of 
any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
wheyer it has reason to believe that 
such employee or or official is guilty 
of any improper practice in connec- 
tion with racing, has failed to comply 
with any condition of the license, or 
has violated any rule adopted by the 
Commission, The Commission shall 
have the power to require that the 
books and financial or other 
statements of any licensee be kept in 
@ manner and method provided by the 
Commission; and the Commission 
shall be authorized to visit, in- 
vestigate, and place auditors and in- 
spectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, 
association of corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it 


Section 15, The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
Starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing form or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tion with the wagering machines, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
fixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shall be inelegible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
Operate thereunder. 

The Commission may deny or 
revoke a license to any person who 
has been refused or denied a license 
by any other state racing commission 
of racing authority. 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 

“Pari-Mutual Wagering" shai! be legal 
to the extent that, and solong as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
Strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise. Only the persons, 
associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shall restrict and confine 
his form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
o.ner forms of wagering on the result 
of races shall be illegal, and any or all 
wagering outside of the enclosure of 
such races, where such races shall 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be illegal. 

No person or Corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any 
Gratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17, Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal! to eight 
percent (8%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The Commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the eight 
percent (8%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the eight per- 
cent (8%) for the use of ths commis- 
sion and the percer:tags commission 
of the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each poo! shail 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog ‘in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shall 
generally conform to practices now in 
effect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 
in a sum equal to the next lowest 
multipte of ten. The licensee is entitl- 
ed to retain one-half (1/2) of the odd 
cents on all redistributions to be 
known as the “breaks to a dime”. The 
femaining one-half (1/2) of the 
“breaks” shall be paid to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion as a breaks tax. Under the pari- 
mutuel system of wagering herein 
provided, the ficensee shall be per- 
mitted to provide separate pools for 
bets to win, place and show and also 
@ daily double pool, a quiniela pool, 
and a double quiniela pool, or such 
other poo! as may be approved by the 
Commission. Each pool shall be 
redistributed separately as herein 
provided. Should there be no ticket 
bet on the winning dog, the entire 
pool will be divided) among the 
holders of tickets on the dog running 
next in line until the pool has been 
redistributed to the contributors. The 
licensee shall be required to use a 
totalizator machine to record the 
wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and regulations governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall col- 
fect from each person attending the 
race meetings under the provisions 
of this Act tiften percent (15%) of the 
established admission price or ten 
cents, whichever sum is the greater, 
4s an admission tax. Licensees shat! 
make payment of such taxes to the 
Ex-olficio Treasurer of the Racing 
Commission every seventh. calendar 
day of any and every race mesting, 
which payment shall be accompanied 
by @ report on the races for the period 
covered by such report and such 
other information as the Commission 
may require. 

Section 18. ii any free passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to quests by any licensee, such 
licensee shall nevertheless be repon- 
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sible for payment of the admission 
tax upon such complimentary admis- 
sion cards or passes as though they 
had been sold at regular admission 
price. 

However, nothing herein contained 
shail be construed to prohibit the is- 
suance of tax free passes to officials 
and actual employees of the licensee, 
or other persons actually engaged in 
working at such tracks, including per- 
sons actually employed and ac- 
Credited by the press or other news 
service; provided, however, that the 
issuance of all such tax-free passes 
Shall be governed by the regulations 
and orders of the Commission and a 
list of all such officers, 
and news service representaties shall 
be filed with the Commission. 

Section 19. The licensee fees, com- 
missions, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shail be in tieu of all license, 
excise, and occupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town, or other political subdivision 
thereof, 

Secton 20, All fees, commissions, 


taxes and other monies including A 


fines and forfeitures received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission and shail be for- 
thwith deposited or caused to be 
deposited to the account of THE 
SHELBY COUNTY RACING COMMIS- 
SION. Deposits shall, to the extent 
practicable, be deposited in interest 
bearing accounts or securities. All 
such monies remaining after pay- 
ment of the expenses incurred in the 
administration of this Act, including 
the payment of the salaries and ex- 
penses of the members and 
employees of the Commission shall 
be distributed by the Commission 
monthly as follows: Thirty-five per- 
cent (35%) to the Shelby County 
Board of Education; Ten percent 
(10%) to the Shelby County Board of 
Education solely for the purpose of 
funding a County Kindergarten pro- 
gram: Five percent (5%) to the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo; Three percent 
(3%) to the Shelby County District 
Court solely for the purpose of fun- 
ding Juvenile Programs in Shelby 
County; two percent (2%) to the 
Shelby County Commission solely for 
the purpose of funding community 
agricultural or athletic prgrams. The 
County Comission shall establish 
guidelines for communities to follow 
in applying for these funds in grant 
form; Ten percent (10%) to be divided 
among the municipalities in Shelby 
County on a proportionate basis ac- 
cording to the total population of 
such municipality which resides in 
Shelby County, according to the most 
recent United States Census; thirty 
five percent (35%) to the Shelby 
County Commission General Fund, 

Section 21. The provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to the running of 
races conducted by any state fair 
association or city fair association 
which holds not more than one 
meeting annually and which restricts 
such annual meeting to three (3) days 
or less. 

Section 22. It shall be illegal for any 
corporation, association, or person to 
directly or indirectly hold any dog 
race without having procured a 
license as prescribed in this Act. It 
shall be illegal for any person to 
wager upon the results of such a 
face, except in the pari-mutuel 
method of wagering when the same 
is conducted by a licensee and upon 
the grounds or enclosure of said 
licensee. n 

Section 23. No person who 
engages in the practice of protes- 
sional gambling on dog races, or in 
the practice of making gambling or 
wagering books on such races, or 
who knowingly takes any part in such 
practices shall be eligible as an appli- 
cant for any license or permit to 
Operate a race track or a race meeting 
under the provisions of this Act, orto 
be connected therewith in any 
capacity; and any association or cor- 
poration which has an officer, direc- 
tor, stockholder, executive or any 
other person financially interested 
therein or employs any person who 


and the Commission is hereby em- 
powered to inquire into such matters 
in entertaining any such applications 
and otherwise administering this Act. 

Section 24. It shall be illegal for any 
person to influence or have any 
understanding of connivance with 
any owner, groom, or other person 
associated with or interested in any 
kennel, dog, or race in which any dog 
participates, or to prearrange or 
predetermine the results of any such 
face, Or any person to stimulate or 
depress a dog for the purpose of af- 
lecting the results of a race. 

Section 25. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to transmit or com- 
municate to another by any means 
whatsoever the results, changing 
odds, track conditions, or any other 
information relating to any dog race 
trom any race track in the county, bet- 
ween the period of time beginning 
one hour prior to the first race of any 
day and ending thirty minutes after 
the posting of the official results of 
@ach race, as to that particular race, 
except that this period may be reduc- 
ed to permit the transmitting of the 
results of the last race each day not 
sooner than fifteen minutes after the 
official posting of such results. Pro- 
vided, however, that the commission 
may, by rule, permit the immediate 
transmission by radio, television, or 
press wire of any pertinent informa- 
tion concerning feature races. 

it shall be unlawful for any person 
to transmit by any means whatsoever 
racing information to any other per- 
80n, or to relay the same to any other 
person by word of mouth, by signal, 
or by use of telephone, telegraph, 
radio, or any other means, when the 
information is knowingly used or in- 
tended to be used for illegal gambling 
purposes, or in furtherance of such 
gambling purposes. 

Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shail be guilty of a 
felony and, upon conviction, shall be 
imprisoned in the state penitentiary 
for not less than one year nor more 
than ten years, or shail be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than five thou- 
Sand dollars ($5,000.00), or both, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 26. The Shelby County 
Commission shall call and provide for 
holding a referendum for the purpose 
of determing if this Act shall become 
operative. The referendum shall be 
held on the same day a8 the next 
special election held in the county or 
if no special election is scheduled 
within 120 days of the enactment of 
this Act, then the Shelby County 
Judge of Probate shall call such a 
special election upon receipt of a 
petition signed by twenty-five (25) or 
more registered voters residing in 
Shelby County. Said election shail be 
advertised, held, conducted and the 
results thereof canvassed in the man- 
ner provided by law for advertising, 
holding, and canvassing county bond 
elections. The question to be voted 
on shall be stated on the ballots or 
voting machine tabs substantially as 
follows: "Do you favor the creation of 
a Shelby County Racing Commission 
to reguiate licensing and supervision 
of dog racing and wagering thereon 
as provided in Act.

Fire district 
buys new lot 


The North Shelby County Fire 
District has purchased a lot on 
Caldwell Mill Road for a second 
fire station. 

- The new station is still a year or 
two from reality, but as NSCFD 
board chairman Larry Dillard 
puts it, ‘‘We’ve done the first 
step. But we don’t want to build 
too far in advance of our ability 
to man it.”’ 

Dillard said that the cost of the 
building and personnel would 
have to be worked into next 
year’s budget in October. The 
new lot cost in the neighborhood 
of $20,000. The new station is ex- 
pected to cost between $75,000 
and $100,000, Dillard estimated. 

He said the board planned to 
do much of the preliminary 
design work on the new facility to 
hold down architectural fees. The 
station will be designed to blend 
in with surrounding houses. 

The lot measures about 150 x 
300 feet, and is located just off 
highway 119 (Cahaba Valley 
Road) at the intersection of 
Caldwell Mill Lane.

Size questions arise 


_at Inverness school | 


by Bart Slawson 

If you want to know how many 
classrooms the Inverness Elemen- 
tary School has, it depends on 
who you ask. 

The $2.5 million school on 
Valleydale Road has 25 ‘‘possible 
teaching areas’’ if you read the 
blue prints and 16 ‘‘classrooms”’ 
if you talk to some parents. 

That translates to a student 
capacity of 660 if you listen to 
school officials and 432 if you 
listen to parents with adding 
machines, 

The fundamental disagreement 
seems to revolve around what 
qualifies as an acceptable 
classroom area and what doesn’t. 

“‘They’re counting areas not 
suitable for children. These are 
not reasonable places to put 
children,’’ said Al Knight, a 
parent. 

“Those kids are in and out of 
the classroom four or five times a 
day. They have to walk right 
through other classrooms to get 
out. You can’t just cram students 


in the common areas. If you do, 
there will be no room for 
growth,”’ Knight said. 

Superintendent Charles 
Knowles disagrees. **You’ve 
got to understand. We didn’t just 
get a wild hair to build a school. 
Every school constructed in the 
state (with state money) has to be 
approved by the state Depart- 
ment of Education and the state 
Building Commission since it was 
partially built with state money,”’ 
Knowles said. 

The state officials approved 
the plans and make periodic visits 
to the site, he added. 

Jeannie Harper, member of the 
board at Valley Elementary 
School PTO said, ‘‘It looks like 
the capacity is much smaller than 
what they (school officials) told 
us.”’ 

‘*The classrooms seem very 
small. And the teachers are op- 
posed to pods because of the 
disruption of classes. It doesn’t 
look like a teaching situation,” 
she said.

county tackles other issues

Shelby County’s possible air- 
port expansion and proposed air- 
port authority have temporarily 
taxied into a hanger. 

®Yet another computer system 
might be installed in the county 
courthouse. (If specifications 
come in from department heads, 
a special commission meeting will 
be called on the matter at 9 a.m. 
Monday). cs 

®The Shelby County Humane 
Society will get free county labor 
to install sewer lines to its new 
building. 

The county will apply for 
federal money to create jobs to 
expand the Calera Senior Center 
and for money to restore the old 
county courthouse. 

®The commission will let the 
time run out on the legislative act 
that tied the pay of sheriffs’ 
deputies to the state troopers’ pay 
scale, and will not take any steps 
to reinstate the pay scale. 

All of the items were subjects 
of concern during Monday’s 
regular county commission 
meeting. 

Civil Defense Director Bill 
Tucker presented a petition to 
create an airport authority, Mon- 
day morning. 

Although Tucker reported that 
people were ‘‘willing’’, that peti- 
tion was not signed. 

The county attorney advised 
Tucker that no county action 
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could be taken on an unsigned 
petition and the matter was tabl- 
ed 


Agreeing to get the needed 
signatures, Tucker asked the 
commission at least to consider 
putting people interested in avia- 
tion on the authority’s board. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said he hoped the commissis- 
sion would not approve ‘‘all yes 


~men,’’ as well. 


The county attorney pointed 
out that even when approved, an 
airport authority would have no 
control over present facilities un- 
til steps were taken to give it that 
authority. 

Tucker also struck out on a re- 
quest for commissioners to ap- 
prove an environmental assess- 
ment study by Wainwright Plan- 
ning at the county airport. 

The study is necessary before 
federal airport improvement 
funds can be sought and Wain- 
wright has already agreed to do 
the work. 

Davenport told Tucker he did 
not see how the county could put 
its men in a swamp to expand the 
airport, even if a federal grant 
came through. 

He also wanted to know why 
‘*we are so cuss fire interested (in 
airport expansion) now when 
we’ve had it (the airport) for so 
many years.”’ 

Commissioners agreed not to 
approve any such study until a 
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written contract is received. 
* wm * * 

Charles Smith of S & W Mini 
Computers in Birmingham 
presented a proposal for an on 
line computer system. 

“On line’ refers to the fact 
that information can be placed 
directly on computer as soon as a 
transaction takes place. 

Smith stated that the county 
now pays $228,000 a year on its 
present Burroughs system in 
which only property information 
is on line. 

He said his firm could develop 
an online system for titles, con- 
servation, motor vehicle tags, 
equipment for the new Pelham 
license office, personnel, payroll 
and property for a one time 
charge of $320,000. 

The expandable system would 
provide 33 terminals and four 
separate operations, he said. 

Eleven terminals would be 


placed in the probate office for 
tags, titles and public access; 
seven in the tax assessor’s office; 
three in the tax collector’s office; 
five at the county branch office; 
and seven in the county commis- 
sion office. 

One of the county’s terminals 
could be placed in the highway 
department and another in the 
sheriff’s department. 

Each group of terminals would 
be on a separate system. If one 
system failed, all other systems 
would not go down at the same 
time: 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden was in favor of the 
new system and stated that each 
department would be responsible 
for getting its own records on 
computer. 

He said, ‘‘There would be no 
excuses. If I didn’t put informa- 
tion in at my office, it would be

Firing goes to supreme court

Jack van Pelt’s case to get his 
job back asa state health planner 
made it all the way to the 
Alabama Supreme Court.

The dismissal was part of the 
“George Washington’s Birthday 
Massacre’’ as hospital watchers 
call it, when the governor fired all 
nine members of SHPDA 
without explanation. 

Van Pelt’s suit, filed against 
Governor Wallace March 1 in 
U.S. District Court, contends 
that he was denied due process. 
The suit claims van Pelt’s 
membership on the board was a 
property right that cannot be 
denied without the due process of 
law. 

He said the law concerning 
SHPDA board membership says 
board members are appointed by 
the governor for ‘‘staggered 
terms.’ He said Wallace violated 
the law by firing the members all 
at once.

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Philippines: ‘bulwark of free enterprise’

If you don’t know what 
ASEAN means, you are not 
alone. 

Many Americans do not get 
much information about the 
Association of South East Asian 
Nations, and they think of that 
part of the world only in vague 
terms, 

But a recent tour of the five na- 
tions that make up the alliance 
made a strong impression on 19 
editors and publishers who 
visited the area on a trip spon- 
sored by the Newspaper Associa- 
tion. 

The five nations are the Philip- 
pines, Indonesia, Singapore, 
Malaysia and Thailand. The five 
differ from one another in many 
ways: culture, religion, natural 
resources, languages and in- 
dustry. 

But they have one strong bond 
in common: the desire to keep 
Communism out of their coun- 
tries. 

There is another common 
thread that we found running 
throughout the alliance: hard- 
working, friendly people who are 
intent on manufacturing items to 
trade with the rest of the world, 


Sheriff’s investigators are still 
seeking leads in the murder of 
Birmingham art dealer Malcolm 
McRae. 

McRae’s body was found April

The elder statesman replied, 
‘We play an important role in 
the United Nations because we 
present ideas that stand for a free 
enterprise system and a free way 
of life. We are the bulwark of 
that system in this part of the 
world.”’ He noted that Japan and 
West Germany followed free 
enterprise and succeeded.

When another editor asked 
him, ‘‘What message would you 
like us to take back to the 
American people?”’ he reflected a 
moment and gave a thoughtful 
answer. 

**As one who has fought under 
the American flag and a 
longstanding friend, I would say, 
it’s good for the United States to 
have naked power, but it is more 
important to have the spiritual 
values you have kept all these 
years.

The implication was that the 
salaries should be brought more 
in line with each other. 


‘In the probate and tax 
assessors office, the highest 
salary is $558.45 


(semi-monthly)’’ Ames said. 

In the Sheriff’s department, 
some employees classified as 
clerk-steno III make $608.20 for 
that time period. 


Holidays are another bone of 
contention, he told the gathering,

Those taken by the Sheriff’s 
department should match what 
other county employees get, he 
said. 

Personnel Board Chairman 
Teddy Brasher thanked Ames for 
coming to the meeting, stressing 
that he was the first commis- 
sioner to do so.

Some attorneys expressed a 
preference for the Jefferson 
County system, where at least 
one judge is always available to 
handle routine and emergency 
matters. No formal action was 
taken by the group, 

Formal action was taken on the 
related matter of courtroom 
overcrowding, however. 

A resolution asking the county 
commission to provide more 
space for trials was passed 
unanimously, 

Plans for observance of Law 
Day were also announced at the 
meeting. Two mock murder trials 
will be held at Calera High 
School this Friday, with students 
from all over the county bused in 
to observe. 

The object of Law Day is to ac- 
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newspaper executives, saying that 
green algae is used to produce the 
same urea component that is 
found in expensive fertilizers.

Circuit split? 


Rumors that a legislative bill to 
split up the 18th judicial circuit 
will soon be introduced remain 
unproven. 

Shelby, Coosa, and Clay coun- 
ties were placed together on 
September 30, 1919, supposedly 
to prevent Republicans, who con- 
trolled Shelby County at the 
time, from getting hold of a cir- 
cuit judgeship. 

The result was a circuit that 
looked strung out on a map, since 
Clay and, Coosa counties are 
barely connected to Shelby Coun- 
ty geographically. However, they 
both were (and still are) solidly 
Democratic. 

Prior to 1919, Shelby County 
was in the 7th circuit with 
Calhoun, Clay, Cleburne, St. 
Clair, and Talladega Counties. 

Shelby County’s Republicans 
lost power in 1922, but everyone 
had grown accustomed to the 
new arrangement. 

Now, the Republicans are back 
in Shelby County, and the 
population has grown so much 
that a GOP sweep of Shelby 
could overwhelm Coosa and Clay 
combined. 

Presiding Circuit Judge Ken- 
neth Ingram said that he did not 
know who was behind the Circuit 
splitting proposal, but that he 
favored leaving things as they are

Cases decline 


The recession continued for 
Shelby County’s Court system 
last year, as new case filings 
generally fell for the second 
straight year. 

Recently released figures show 
that exceptions include a near 
tripling of juvenile cases handled 
by the district court, and a big 
jump in traffic cases for fiscal 
1981, prior to a falloff last year. 
The Circuit Court’s backlog was 
also an exception, showing con- 
sistent growth. 

The statewide trend has been 
for gradual growth in the 80’s, 
punctuated by a drop in traffic 
cases for fiscal 1982. 

The 18th Judicial Circuit saw 
Shelby County’s share of its new 
business drop slightly, from 74% 
to 71%. Disposition of old cases 
was down from 75%- to 69% 
from 1980 to 1982. 

Administrative Office of 
Courts figures show 1,559 Circuit 
Court filings for fiscal 1980, 
1,499 for 1981, and 1,469 for 
1982, The backlog grew by 461 
cases during the period. 

District Court filings were 
9,538 in fiscal 1980, 9,698 in 
1981, and 9,066 in 1982. The 
District backlog fell by 388 cases 
during the period. 

District Court cases are divided 
for statistical purposes into traf- 
fic, criminal, small claims, civil, 
and juvenile. Some Circuit 
Courts also handle juvenile cases, 
but not Shelby County’s. The 
Circuit Court load here is divided 
into criminal, civil, and domestic 
relations cases.

that’s making cottom planting 
late,,’’ said Grant Gober, Shelby 
County Extension agent. 

**Last year all the cotton was 
planted by April.1. This year only 
20 percent has been plowed. It 
should be 100 percent planted by 
now,’” he said. 


Gober added that dairymen 
who want to plant silage, have 
been frustrated by the weather. 
Wet cold weather also makes 
conditions around dairy barns 
sloppy, he said. 

“Spring planting is running 
two to thre weeks behind across 
the state due to excessive rain- 
fall,” said Goodwin Myrick, 


president of the Alabama Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

The Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service reported only 
31 percent of the Alabama corn 
crop has been planted so far this 
year, compared to 63 last year. 
Cotton was 12 percent planted 
last year but none has been 
planted to date. 

“A couple of years ago we 
were bad late (planting cotton, 
Shelby County’s number one row 
crop) and everything came out 
fine. We had a good crop. It all 
depends on the heat and the 
rain,’’ Gober said. 

“Farmers hate to see it rain 
like this,’” he added.

Local investigations into 
allegations against four Shelby 
County High School personnel 
have been whittled down to just 
one. 

Monday, bus driver Edwina 
Jones resigned her job. Her 
resignation was accepted Tuesday 
night by the board of education. 

Tuesday, school superinten- 
dent Charles Knowles indicated 
that he was dropping his in- 
vestigation into allegations 
against Shelby County High 
assistant principal Juanita 
Lightsey. 

Four weeks ago the State ethics 
commission closed its probe into 
allegations against Pat Bulger, 
county coordinator of pupil ser- 
vices. Knowles followed suit. 

On the local level, ‘this: leaves 
open only Knowles’ aterm 
into allegations aga’ inst. SCHS 
principal Don Bulger." 

However, most of .the allega- 
tions which started inyestigations 
in the first place, were leveled 
against Bulger. 

The probe was activated in late 
February by a letter to the state 
ethics commission from a 
number of Columbiana area 
residents. The commission later 
said Bulger violated state ethics 
laws by driving a county pickup, 
and passed its files on to attorney 
general Charles Graddick’s of- 
fice.

Knowles said Tuesday that the 
information gathering part of his 
investigation is now complete, 
unless someone else comes for- 
ward to give a deposition. He 
said about 30 of the 100 people he 
had contacted by mail gave 


‘testimony to him and an at- 


torney. 

‘‘My investigation turned up 
no misconduct nor substandard 
performance on the part of Mrs. 
Lightsey,’’ Knowles told the 
Reporter. ‘‘I see no cause for any 
recommendations to the board as 
far as she’s concerned. She’s not 
perfect, but we think she’s doing 
a good job and appreciate it.’’ 

“IT wouldn’t down-grade the 
concern of certain people, but it

Knowles said the Jones’ 
resignation was dated April 25, 
and effective at the end of the 
business day. The letter consisted 
of a. single, straight-forward 
statement to that effect.

That’s about all I 
can say.”’

A BILL 
TO BE QNTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Shelby County, 
Alabama to provide for and create the 


composition, appointment, terms of 
office, powers and duties of the com- 
Mission; to authorize and empower 


of wagering within the enclosure of 
licensed race tracks; to provide for 
the levying of a special gross receipt 
tax on items sold on and 
the distribution thereof; to prescribe 
certain rules and regulations in addi- 
tion to those that may be pro 
muigated by the Racing Commission; 
to provide for the distribution and ap- 
propriation of license fees, taxes, 
commissions, and other monies 
received under the provisions of this 
act; to provide certain penalties for 
the violation of this act and for other 
purposes relative thereto; to further 
define the intent of the act, and to 
provide for a referendum of the voters 
of Shelby County on the question of 
whether the act will become effective 
in Shelby County. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 

LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1: A Shelby County Racing 

Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the powers and 
duties specified in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to execute fully and effec- 
tually the purposes o/ the Act. The of- 
ficial name of said Commission shall 
be the Shelby County Racing Com- 
mission, the same being sometimes 
referred to herein as the Racing Com- 
mission or the Commission, 

Said Commission shall consist of 

three (3) persons who shall be ap- 
pointed as follows: (1) One member of 
the Commission (Place Number One) 
Shall be appointed by a Vote of two 
thirds (2/3rds) of the members 
elected to the legistative delegation 
of the County; (2) One member of the 
Commission (Place Number Two) 
shail be appointed by majority Vote of 
the Shelby County Commission; and, 
(3) One member of the Commission 
(Place Number Three) shall be ap- 
pointed by a majority vote of the 
municipalities located in Shelby 
County, each municipality being en- 
titled to one (1) vote and a majority of 
the Commission or Council of said 
municipality determining how said 
vote is cast. Each such member shall 
hold office for a term of three (3) 
years from the effective date of the 
appointment; provided, however, the 
initial term of office shall expire as 
follows: (1) Place Number One shail 
expire December 31, 1987; (2) Place 
Number Two shall expire December 
31, 1986; and, (3) Place Number Three 
shall expire December 31, 1985, and 
thereafter, all appointments or reap- 
pointments shall be for the aforesaid 
term of three (3) years, which said 
terms shall expire on the last day of 
the year three (3) years subsequent to 
the expiration of the prior term of ap- 
pointment. Any vacancies created in 
the Commission shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the appointing authori- 
ty designated above which was 
Originally responsible for making the 
original appointment to said place on 
said Commission, and as set out for 
the original appointment of the Com- 
missioners above. 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents, and papers shall 
constitute public records, and be 
available for copying, examination 
and inspection during al! normal 
business hours by any agency, of- 
ficial or person. 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one years of 
age, who shail have resided in Shelby 
County for the period of three (3) 
years next preceding their appoint- 
ment. Each Commissioner shall take 
the same constitutulonal oath of of- 
fice as other County offices, and shall 
give bond payable to the County in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
ed that he will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
public relations, and architectural 
firms for assistance in implementing 
and enforcing ite duties under this 
act. 
A member of the Racing Commis- 
sion must not be a member of any 
board of directors or an officer, part- 
ner or associate or be financiaily in- 
terested in any race tract, or race 
meeting licensed by the Commission, 
or any licensee hereunder; nor shall 
he race any dog or be financially in- 
terested in any in any race 
meeting licensed by the Commission. 

The Commission shail elect by ma- 
jority vote one (1) of its members to 
Serve as Chairman with a one (1) year 
term, and, the Commission shall 
meet not less often than once each 
three (3) months for the conduct of its 
business. The Commission is em- 
Powered to adopt rules and regula- 
tlons for the governance of its 
business and affairs. 

Section 4. The compensation of 
each member of the Commission 
shall be five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
per month. One (1) member of said 
Commission shall be required to be 
in attendance at each racing event 
and said designated member shail 
receive an additional Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) per diem while engaged in 
the performance of his duties, The 
above sums shall be paid out of the 
funds in the County treasury 
deposited to the credit of the Racing 
Commission, and shail be paid to the 
Commissioners in the same manner 
as the compensation of other county 
officers is paid. 

Section 5. The Clerk of the County 
Commission or other chief fiscal of- 
ficer of the County Commission, as 
Gesignated by the County Commis- 
sion shall be ex-officio treasurer of 
the Racing Commission, and shall 
collect al! the license fees, taxes, and 
monies provided in this Act, and shall 
Supervise, check and audit the opera- 
tion of the parimutuel wagering pools 
and the conduct and distribution 
thereof. 

Section 6. The Racing Commission 
shall have the authority to employ 
lege! counsel of its selection to ad- 


(a) The full name of the person, 
partnership, association, or corpore- 
tion, and if a corporation, the name of 
the State under which the same is in- 
corporated, and the name of the cor- 
poration's agents for service of pro- 
cess within the State of Alabama. 

(b) The names of the partners or 
members, and, if an association or 
Corporation, the names of the 


(c) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
Meeting and a complete set of ar- 
chitect's renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of constrcution, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with a statement of 
the assets and liabilities of the per- 
Son, firm of corporation making such 
application. 


(d) Whether the racing plant is own- 
ed or leased, and if leased, the name 
and address of the owner, or if the 
owner is a corporation, the names of 
the officers and directors thereot, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shall prevent any person, 
association, or corporation from ap- 
plying to the Commission for a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed. 

(3) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(f) To disclose any indictment for or 
conviction of any felony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving a 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person financially 
interested in said applicant. 

(9) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of every appli- 
cant, or by the president or executive 
officer of the association or corpora- 
tion, stating that the information con- 
tained in the application is true. 

(5) To make uniform rules and 
regulations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of all race 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the County. 

(6) All books, records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
Prepared by or for it, shall at all times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of Alabama, 
or of any county, municipality, or 
other subdivision of the State, or of 
any official investigative body or 
committee having authority to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the commis- 
sion, and no person having charge or 
custody thereof shall refuse this right 
to any officer or investigative body or 
committee, and it shall be the ex- 
press duty of such person to assist 
such officer or committee in locating 
recotds or information desired by 
them, Any member or employee of 
the Commission who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be remov- 
@d from office and forfeit his bond. 

Section 8, Any person, association 
of corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the County shall have 
the right to apply to the Commission, 
subject to the provisions of this Act, 
and to hold and conduct one or more 
race meetings at such tract each 
year, provided that no such license 
shall be granted to any person, 
association, or corporation, or to any 
track, for a period longer than three 
hundred (300) racing days in any one 
(1) year. 

Section 9. The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
50 that any such track shall conducta 
charity day or days of racing for any 
one of more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 
Status as provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
tits derived from the operation of 
such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 

Commission as taxes for such day's 
operations shall be and become a 
Part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted. The charity trust fund 
Shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission. 

In determining profits derived trom 

such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shail include all taxes 
payable to the County therof 
for such days’ operations. Said tracks 
shall only be entitled to deduct from 
the profits accruing from all receipts 
on such charity days of racing their 
actual operating costs, which costs 
shall be those expenses incurred by 
the race track solely by reason of 
holding said charity days of racing 
and shall not be deemed to inctude 
Such expenses constant from day to 
day and which would have been incur- 
red had the race on that day not been 
held, including, but not limited to, 
such items as capital expenditures, 
interest on debts, real estate taxes 
and annual license fee, donations, 
bad debts, and such other items of 
daily or prorated expense as the Rac- 
Ing Commission may by rule 
prescribe. 

Section 10. It is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Shelby County 
by providing an increased tax base, 
jobs for the citizens herein, and pro- 
motion of tourism, recreation an the 
overall well being of the citizens 
herein. it is further the intent of this 
act to provide for strict local control 
of the racing plant or plants and the 
operation of said plant by Shelby 
County citizens so as to minimize the 
possibility of undersirable gambling 
elements from ever controlling this 
industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shail be 
employed in any manner about said 
race track except as exercise boys, 
handlers, grooms, ushers and con- 
sessionaires; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
attend any race. 

Section 12. (a) On or before the 
15th day of October of each year, any 
Person, association or corporation 
Possessing the qualifications 
Prescirbed in this Act shall have the 
right to apply to the Racing Commis- 
sion for a permit or license to con- 
duct race meetings and racing under 
this Act, 

On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the 
receipt of any such application, the 
Commission shall convene to con- 
sider and act upon all permits or 
licenses applied for, Approved per- 
mits of licenses shall be granted for a 
Period of one year from the date of is- 
suance and shail set forth, in addition 
fo any other information prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing to be 
conducted and shail show the receipt 
by the Commiasion of the license fee 
Set by the Commission, the setting of 
which is hereby suthorized. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor 
shail it apply to any other place, tract, 
Of enclosure except the one specified 
in this license. . 

{b) The Commission shall not issue 


(c) All employees of said track must 
be a bona fide resident citizens of the 
County in which said track is located. 


any licensee conducting a race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any tule of regulation promulgated by 
the Commission. 

(b) It is untawful for any member of 
sald Racing Commission, or any 
licensee under this chapter, directly 
or indirectly, to make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or to any candidate for any State, 
County or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by any licensee, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licensee. 


(c) if any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
Participates in, any violation of the 
provision of this Act, in addition to 
such other clvic and criminal 
Penalities otherwise applicable, such 
member shail be subject to removal 
from office. 

(@) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licensee 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary Nearing, said notice 
setting out in substance the nature of 
the accusation, and inviting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel, as the licensee may decide, 
the licensee being afforded an oppor- 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusors, call witnesses,and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 14, The Commission is em- 
powered to compel the production of 
any and all books, memoranda, or 
documents showing the receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whever it has reason to believe that 
such employee or or official is guilty 
of any improper practice in connec- 
tion with racing, has failed to comply 
with any condition of the license, or 
has violated any rule adopted by the 
Commission. The Commission shail 
have the power to require that the 
books and financial or other 
Statements of any licensee be kept in 
@ manner and method provided by the 
Commission; and the Commission 
shall be authorized to visit, in- 
vestigate, and place auditors and in- 
spectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have the power to summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it. 

Section 15. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses to all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
Starters, officials, drivers, dog 
Owners, agents, trainers, handlers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing form or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tion with the wagering machines, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
fixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any tioense may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 
shall be inelegible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
Operate thereunder. 

The Commission may deny or 
revoke a license to any person who 
has been refused or denied a licanse 
by any other state racing commission 
or racing authority. 

Section 16. The Commission shall 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the On races. 
“Pari-Mutual Wagering" shall be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
Strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise. Only the persons, 
associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shal) have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shail restrict and contine 
his form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of races shail be illegal, and any or all 
wagering outside of the enclosure of 
such races, where such races shall 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be illegal. 

No person of Corporation shall 
directly or indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of a pari-mutuel 
pool for another for hire or for any 
Qratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shal! pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
lon, @ tax in an amount equal to eight 
Percent (8%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The Commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the eight 
percent (8%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the eight per- 
cent (6%) for the use of the commis- 
sion and the percentage commission 
of the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each pool shall 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shali 
generally conform to practices now in 
effect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 
in a sum equal to the next lowest 
multiple of ten.

Tax credit offered 


Employers who hire youths for 
summer jobs may be eligible for a 
federal tax credit under the 
Targeted Jobs Tax Credit (TJTC) 
program. William R. Heatherly, 
director of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, said 
summer youth is a new group just 
added to the TJTC program. 


Effective after April 30, 1983, 
employers may claim a tax credit 
of 85 percent of the first $3,000

than the tax credit allowed for 
other targeted groups, Heatherly 
noted. 


To qualify for the summer 
youth tax credit, an employee 


must meet the following condi-

1 and September 15; (3) is 16 or 
17 years old when hired; (4) has 
not previously worked for the 


employer; (5) is certified as a 
member of an _ economically

It’s a good idea for pre-natal 
care to begin even before the 
pregnancy Occurs, says Sandy 
Britt, a licensed practical nurse 
who teaches childbirth classes. 


Britt explained that a woman

“‘clean out her body’’ a month or 
two prior to the pregnancy. 

What the LPN advises, is prac- 
ticing good nutrition, and 
refraining from smoking, con- 
suming alcoholic beverages, 
drugs or caffine.

pregnant, Britt stressed the im- 
portance of a physical examina- 
tion. 

**If a woman doesn’t see a doc- 
tor until the sixth or seventh 
month, it’s sometimes too late to 
correct any problems which may 
be present,’”’ she noted. ; 

Britt’s childbirth classes for the 
expectant mother, father or some 
other support person, are held at 
Shelby Medical Center on Tues- 
day evenings from 7-9. 

“The women are usually in 
their 30th week when they begin 
the class,”” the LPN said, ‘‘so it 
will be close to their delivery date 
when we wind up.”’ 

The reason for that, she ex- 
plained, ‘‘is so they won’t get 
bored having to continue the ex- 
ercises so long.”’ 

Attendance at the classes, 
which lasts seven weeks, is one of 
the requirements for using the 
birthing room at SMC. 

Although the mother 
undeniably plays the major role 
in the birthing process, Britt says 
50 percent of the class time is 
devoted to the support person.

That person can be the expec- 
tant mother’s husband, mother, 
another relative or a friend. 

‘**But that individual can make 
the labor so much easier and 
quicker,’’ Britt pointed out. 

To underline her point, she 
reported that studies have shown 
the presence of a support person 
can cut the labor time in half. 

As far as exercise is concerned, 
the LPN noted that it shouldn’t 
be too strenuous, especially in the 
last 4-6 weeks. 

It has been determined through 
recent studies, Britt reported, 
that vigorous exercise late in 
pregnancy increases the tendency 
for small tears to occur in the am- 
neonic wall, causing a leakage of 
fluid. 


The LPN, who began teaching 
at SMC this year, is one of the 
few licensed practical nurses cer- 
tified by the National Head- 
quarters for Lamaze to teach the 
natural childbirth method.

You may not know it, but 
Shelby County is one of the 
healthiest places to live in 
Alabama and maybe even the na- 
tion. 

Because of higher average in- 
come, low pollution levels, wide 
access to pure public drinking 
water and easy access to specializ- 
ed medical care, Shelby County is 
a great place to grow old. 

That’s Ron Stutts’ opinion. 
He’s the administrator of the 
Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment. His office keeps track of 

-such things as death rates, causes 
of death and the general level of 
health in his jurisdiction. 

Shelby County is tied with Lee 
County for the lowest mortality 
rate (number of deaths per thou- 
sand people) in the state at 6.2 
percent. Stutts said that’s very 
low. , 

The average death rate for the 
nation is 8.7 percent and for 
Alabama it’s 9 percent. The 
figures are the latest information 
available, published in the

The leading causes of death in 
the state are nearly the same as 


‘ Shelby County’s leading causes, 


Stutts said, referring to his 
records. Here’s a partial listing:

Disease of blood vessels in

Midwives gain new importance

The art of midwifery is making 
a comeback. However, the way it 
is practiced today is a whole lot 
different from what it was a 
generation or two ago. — 

In Alabama, a midwife must 
first have an RN degree plus 
specialized training in that par- 
ticular area. 

And finally, national board ex- 
aminations must be taken to ob- 
tain certification. 


At the present time there are 
only ten nurse-midwives in 
Alabama and two of that number 
are in Shelby County. 


Joslyn Bacon and Judy White 
came to Shelby Medical Center 
the first of the year. Both took 
their advanced training at the 
University of Mississippi. 


Asked why a woman would 
choose to use a nurse-midwife 
rather than a doctor when the 
cost is about the same, Bacon 
answered that the main reason is 
probably because they can get 
more personalized attention. 


A doctor, she pointed out, has 
other things such as GYN cases 
and surgery to attend to, whereas 
a nurse-midwife can spend more 
time talking to a patient and pro- 
viding information. 

**We do more educating rather 
than a hands on type of thing,”’ 
Bacon explained. 

Another reason for preferring 
a nurse-midwife is due to 
theWhen a woman goes into 
labor, one of them is with her the 
entire time,.and if there are no 
complications, delivers the baby.

Some people are turkeys. 
Others are pizzas, donuts, ham- 
burgers and six-packs. And in the 
summer, one can see triple- 
scooped ice cream cone people 
walking along the roads of 
Shelby County. 


Sound weird? 

Then consider the old adage 
*‘you are what you eat.’’ Accor- 
ding to Anne Hentz, clinical 
dietition for Shelby Medical 
Center, there is some truth to that 
old saying. And that’s the pro- 
blem. 

Society in general has ushered 
in poor dietary habits. Such 
habits, Hentz says, help stack the 
deck against you when it comes 
to good health. Simply put, the 
solution is to watch what -- and 
how -- you eat. 

“If you recognize the impor- 
tance of nutrition in health, and 
alter your diet accordingly, then, 
perchance, you can reduce the 
risk of developing medical pro- 
blems,’’ Hentz says. ‘“‘On the 
whole you’ll be a healthier person 
for it.’’ 

Americans average being 
10%-20% over their ideal body 
weight, she continues. That in- 


creases the risks of heart attacks 
and undue stress on the heart, 
diabeties, and hypertension -- 
none of which are are any fun. 

Four main food related factors 
influence weight gain, and 
health: 

®*WHAT YOU EAT: Fats, says 
Hentz, are the biggest food 
related health problem. Salt is se- 
cond. 

To cut down on fats, cut down 
on fried foods and forget dripp- 
ings, butter and cooking oils. 
One teaspoon of cooking oil adds 
45 calories, ‘‘and who stops at 
one teaspoon?”’ she asks. 

Heavy salt use is a throw back 
to times when physical labor and 
sweat were orders of the day. 
After the event of air condition- 
ing and office jobs, the salt habit 
stayed, but began backing up in 
people’s systems, contributing to 
high blood pressure. The solu- 
tion? Leave the salt shaker off 
the table. 

Limiting the amount of simple 
sugars -- the really fun things to 
eat -- is a simple way to help con- 
trol body weight. 

*AMOUNTS: Everyone knows 
second helpings are fun. But 
Hentz makes this explosive point: 
“It’s like a balloon. If you keep 
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Eat it and like it or leave it 


putting air in there, it’ll blow up. 
It’s a basic law of nature.”’ 

*WHEN AND HOW YOU 
EAT: The healthy bet is on three 
moderate meals a day. Breakfast 
-- the one most often skipped -- is 
the most important meal. Supper 
-- the big social meal -- is the least 
important, and should be the 
smallest. 

Skipping breakfast and lunch, 
and gorging on supper isn’t the 
answer, either. Hentz relates the 
following experiment as an il- 
lustration: 

Two lab rats are placed on 
1,500 calorie diets. Joe Rat’s 
food .is availible for day-round 
nibbling, and he loses weight on 
the diet. Bo Rat is given 750 
calories worth of grain twice a 
day. After a short time, any left 
overs are removed, thus teaching 
Bo to pig out while the getting’s 
good. Bo Rat gains weight on the 
same calorie intake as Joe. 

Over eating causes the body to 
store excess food as fat, rather 
than burning off the food as you 
need it. 

*METABOLISM AND EX- 
ERCISE: Metabolism is a key 
factor to weight gain, Hentz says. 
Do you burn the calories you eat, 
or store them as fat? 


“Food is fuel to the body, so it 
should be balanced with the 
energy or physical output,’’ she 
says. “‘As far as weight control, 
diet won’t work without exercise, 
and exercise won't work without 
di ae 


Metabolisms change with age, 
resulting in such non-clinical 
maladies as spare ‘tires and 
*‘done-lopped”’ disease. It may 
come as dismal news to those 
fond of forking food, but as you 
get older, Hentz says you need to 
cut the calories and increase the 
exercise. 

For an all round, good, healthy 
diet, the answer may sound very 
familar, Hentz says, but it’s true: 
balanced meals that include the 
basic food groups (milk, 
bread/cereal, fruit/vegetable and 
meat), are the best thing going 
for a healthy diet. 

“Fried foods and things that 
are bad for you on the whole, are 
okay on occassion,’’ Hentz adds, 
trying to soften the blow to the 
bread basket. 

‘But the basic four foods are 
still the best way. If you follow 
that, you’ll have a healthy diet 
and therefore be a more nutri- 
tionally healthy person.”’

County WIC program 
expands its eligibility 


Stop By and Let Our Registered Pharmacists

More people are now eligible to 
participate in the WIC program 
due to the increase in funding. 

But workers at the Shelby 
County Health Department say 
that a good many people who 
could apply are unaware of the 
program’s existence. 

The initials stand for Women, 
Infants and Children. And the 
purpose of the program is to pro- 
vide supplemental foods to meet 
their nutritional needs. 

Until now, the participant had 
to have a medically related pro- 
blem in addition to being in a low 
income bracket. 

But with the $1.6 million 
Alabama will receive as a result 
of the recently passed Jobs Act, 
10,000 more women, infants and 
children will be able to benefit 
from the program. 

The additional funding opens 


priorities which allow an inade- 
quate dietary pattern to be the 
criteria for acceptance. 


The new money also effects in- 
come requirements. A family’s 
income can now be 170% of 
poverty level instead of the 150% 
it was before. 


Translated into dollars, this 
means the annual earnings of a 
family of four can be as much as 
$16,830. 

Due to the high unemployment 
rate, individuals in that category 
who were previously not can- 
didates for WIC, are now eligi- 
ble. 

. Pregnant and breast feeding 
women, infants and children 
under five - the group served by 
the program - are checked every 
six months to see if they still meet 
medical and financial standards. 


With the vouchers that are 
issued, participants may get free 
such items as: ‘milk, cheese, eggs 
orange juice, cereal, formula and 
other specified baby foods. 


Cynthia Ramsey of Pelham, 
whose baby was born New Year’s 
Day, is one of the participants in 
the program. 


One of the items Mrs. Ramsey 
receives is milk. ‘‘It saves us $33 a 
month, and that’s a big help,’’ 
she said.

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Exercise: call it self-preservation

The relationship between exer- 
cise and health is very basic. 
“At the. bottom line, we're 


physical. therapy at Shelby 
Medical Center, and a dedicated 
weight-lifter. ‘“‘You exercise to 


* stay. healthy, and you stay 


healthy to stay alive.”’ 

“Our bodies were designed to 
tespond to physical stress, and 
exercise keeps our bodies in a 
physical state that allows us to 
fight off such stress,’’ he says. 

Remember how stiff you were 
when you crawled out of bed this 
morning? How you felt years -- 
maybe even decades -- older than 
you really are? The lack of exer- 
cise is probably your problem. 

According to Peterson, there 
are studies that equate bodily in- 
activity with aging. Want to fight 
off feeling old? Exercise. 

It’s something to think about, 

Peterson says. Remember, 
“What you don’t use, you 
lose...”” 
* Exercising, Peterson says, 
works in five main ways to help 
keep you healthy. It develops 
stronger muscles, stronger bones, 
stronger heart, more efficient 
digestion and, significantly, -it 
strengthens all the vital organs in- 
volved in a given exercise. 

Peterson breaks down exercis- 
ing into three main categories: 

-®AEROBIC EXERCISING: 
This includes activities such as 


Such activity primarily 
develops the cardiovascular 


burn fats and produce energy, the 
" more oxygen you pump into your 
system, the more energy you'll 


body you’re working on. Peter- 
son adds that you shouldn’t work 
the same muscle goups every day. 


FLEXIBILITY EXERCISES: 
To operate at your peak, your 
muscles and joints have to be able 
to move through their proper 
range of motion. Flexibility exer- 
cising, Peterson says, helps keep 
muscles: in a normal, relaxed 
state. 

Since tight muscles mean a 
painful body, one of,the major 
benefits of flexibility exercises are 


‘that they lessens the occurence of 


low back pains. 
Flexibility exercises include 
hamstring stretching (performed 


prior to jogging, for .éxample), 


calf muscle stretching, hip and 
low back stretching, and hurdler 
exercises. 

A combination of all exercise 
types are recommended for 
balanced fitness. 


Of course no one ever said get- 
ting in shape is easy. But once 
you do, Peterson says staying in 
shape isn’t too bad. It’s like a 
house; he says: ‘‘It takes lot of ef- 
fort to build one, but after the 
hard part’s over, maintenance is 
much easier.”’ 

For anyone interested in star- 
ting an exercise program, Peter- 
son makes these recommenda- 
tions: 

1) If you’re over 35 years of 


age, get a complete physical from 
your doctor. 

2) Set goals for yourself. 
**Exercise is purposeful activity 
with a goal in mind,”’ Peterson 
says, such as reducing weight, in- 
creasing strength, endurance 
and/or flexibility, improving 
your overall well-being, or im- 
proving your performance in a 
particular activity. 

3) Once you set a goal, choose 
the type of exercises that will ac- 
complish what you want. 

4) You might consider joining 
a gym, spa, exercise group or 
class. Or you may want to tackle 
your fitness goals on your own. 

5) Stick with it. It-could be a 
matter of life and health.

If there were no EMT’s to 
answer emergency calls, some 
Shelby Countians might not be 
alive today. 

A young Columbiana girl is an 
example. Even before the coun- 
ty’s newest rescue unit was of- 
ficially: formed in Columbiana, 
EMT Randy Moore was sum- 
moned to a home where a child 
had had an accident. 

Finding her air passage block- 
ed, Moore opened it and then 
rushed her to the hospital without 
waiting for an ambulance to ar- 
rive. 


Although emergency medical 


volunteer to save lives 


services have come a long way 
since 1971 when Shelco organized 
the county’s first unit, ‘‘We’re 
still no where near where we need 
to be,”” remarked Endress. 

Endress is this year’s chairman 
of the county’s EMS council 
which includes representatives 
from every unit. 

“*The north part of the county 
is pretty well covered,’’ Endress 


Teported, ‘‘but. we need more 


units in the east end of the coun- 
ty.” 

Pointing out the cost of equip- 
ment - between $5,000 and $7,000 
for a life pack for example - En- 
dress stressed the need for public 
support. 

Units with basic equipment are 
only prepared to treat minor ac- 
cidents. Units such as Pelham, 
with advanced life support, can 
administer intravenous fluids; 
monitor the heart and extricate 
victims from wrecks. 

In administering advanced life 
support hover, Endress stress- 
ed that EMT’s are the eyes of the 
doctor in the field, and act on his 
orders.

Regular eye checkups are a 
good way to catch sight problems 
-- before the lights go out. 

Among the numerous pro- 
blems that can harm one’s sight, 
are retinal detachment, macular 
degeneration and retinitis 
pigmentosa (RP). 

Retinal detachment can be 
caused by injury or can be 
hereditary. 

Macular degeneration is a 
degeneration of the part of the 
eye which sees the clearest.

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Indigent hospital care tacks nearly 


$1 million onto county health bills

Caring for the health needs of 
poor people in Shelby County 
costs almost $1 million a year, 
said officials at county-owned 
Shelby Medical Center in 
Alabaster. 

That amount ultimately comes 
out of patients’ hospital bills — 
not taxes as is widely believed. 

The cost reaches about 
$900,000 annually said assistant 
administrator for finance, Gene 
Taylor. The hospital treats about 
550 such patients in a year. 

‘*Indigent patients’’ are people 
with health problems who do not 
have sufficierit resources to af- 


The Hill-Burton Act is a 
federal law providing for health 
care money for poor people and 
setting standards for expen- 
ditures. 

To be eligible for federal help, 
the person must ask about help 
available through the Hill-Burton 
Act, Taylor said, since the stan- 
dards vary from case to case ac- 
cording to the law. If the patient 
fails to ask for help, the hospital 
personnel do not suggest it. 

Those patients who do ask for 
and are judged eligible to receive 
Hill-Burton help have their cases 
decided by the Shelby Medical 


Medicaid patients received 
treatment, present their cards and 
after the hospital files a claim 
with the state run agency, it 
receives reimbursement for ser- 
vices. 

An indigent patient’s care is 
paid for out of the hospital’s pro- 
fit. 

Bradford said that some people 
have the misconception that 
treatment for poor patients is 
paid for out of county tax 
money. 

‘‘Tax money, by law, is used 
only for the retirement of debt 
(paying off bonds and loans),”’ 
he said. ‘Indigent care costs are 


tients as an example, Bradford 
said, the hospital works with the. 
county health department to 
identify pregnant patients so the 
proper pre-natal examinations 
and advice can be offered before 
the actual delivery. 

By law, the county commission 
of each county is responsible for 
the indigent in their respective 
counties. Shelby Medical Center 
is a county institution, and ac- 
cepts as their mission, those pa- 
tients who are unable to pay, he 
said. 

Currently, fewer than five per- 
cent of SMC’s patients fall in the 
category of indigent.
